15 February, O.S., really coincides with the 15 February, 1671, 
N.S. Mary Wesley, therefore, only survived her husband five 
months. 

Although Mr. Beal pointedly gives the name of the vicar 
of Winterbourne Whitchurch as " Westley," it twice appears as 
" Wesly " in the deed of Nov., 1659, to which he was a witness, 
and is so written in the register of the parish of which he was 
for some years the minister. 

It was by a strange coincidence on Bartholomew's Day, 
1904, that the writer found his way to the secluded village, on 
the high road from Dorchester to Blandford, where the name 
and fame of John Wesley, the redoubtable antagonist of his 
Dorset compatriot, Gilbert Ironside, bishop of Bristol, is not 
wholly forgotten, for the name John Wesley is probably more 
frequently given to Methodist children in this neighbourhood 
than anywhere else. The ancient church in which John Wesly 
or Wesley officiated lies at the foot of a steep hill. It is 
hidden from sight by a grove of forest trees, and the main 
approach to the entrance is through an avenue of ancient yews, 
so entwined as to make a natural cloister of thick foliage. 
Some gigantic altar-tombs, now much broken, are reputed to 
have once proved useful, both as hiding places of smugglers and 
receptacles for contraband. The interior of the building has 
been restored without much damage to the Norman arches 
proclaiming its early origin, upon which John Wesley must 
have gazed in the tempestuous days of 1660, when we learn 
from the Calendar of State Papers (p. 504) that an " Informa- 
tion " was presented " against John Wesley, Vicar of Winter- 
bourne Whitchurch in Dorset for diabolically railing from the 
pulpit against the late King and his posterity and praising 
Cromwell also for false doctrine, professing to speak with God, 
abuse of Bishops and yet as a soldier under Major Dewey (?) 
rejoicing at Sir George Booth's defeat in Wales (?) " This was 
attested by 13 witnesses, but John Wesley nevertheless remained 
in undisturbed possession of his benefice for some time longer, 
and it is not difficult to picture him and his little family living 
in the vicarage across the road, where more than half the house 
remains as it was in 1660, notably the hall and John Wesley's 
study with its massive chimney. 

It was here I examined the page of the register for 1659- 
1662, which is now reproduced from a photograph taken under 
my direction, a somewhat difficult operation to accomplish in 
consequence of the closeness with which the pieces of parchment 
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have been stitched together. At the top of this document fraught 
with human interest and of such capital importance to the future 
historian of the Wesleys is the record in Wesley's hand-writing 
(here, be it noted, as in my deed of November, 1659, the name is 
Wesly and not Westley), of a collection made * towards a brief for 
the Protestants of Lithuania" amounting to 12s. yd, and 
delivered to the Constable John Snell "by me John Wesly, 
Vicar." Then come the three baptismal entries ; 

1659 
Timothy, the son of John Wesly, Vicar, was Baptized April 17 

1660 
Elizabeth, the daughter of John Wesly, Vicar, was Baptized 
Jany. 29. 
1662 
Samuel Wesly, the son of John Wesly, was Baptized Dec 17. 
It results from this interesting record that 
(i) We may add to the children of John Wesley and his 
wife two not mentioned by Mr. Beal, viz : 

Timothy, bom 1659, and 
Elizabeth, bom in 1660.^ 

(2) That Samuel Wesley, the future incumbent of Epworth, 
was not bom at Preston as Mr. Beal supposes and states, but at 
Winterboume Whitchurch, where he was baptised on 17 Dec, 
1662, nearly four months after "Black Bartholomew." 

One of the most precious relics of the Wesley period at 
Winterboume Whitchurch is a silver chalice of very early Crom- 
wellian date, but bearing a later inscription. This may very well 
have been used by John Wesley, and the name Squibb inscribed 
upon it occurs no less than three times on the register page now 
reproduced. 

The Dorset entries still lacking to complete the history of the 
great John Wesley's ancestors in this county are as follows : — 

ii) The baptism of Bartholomew Wesly. 
2) The second marriage of Bartholomew Wesly. 

(3) The baptism of John Wesly the elder. 

(4) The marriage of John Wesly the elder to the niece of 
Thomas Fuller, and apparently the kinswoman of John White, of 
Dorchester. 

f5) The baptismal entry of their son Matthew. 
6) The burial entry of John Wesly, whose widow survived 

I. The names of these two children of John Wesley were brought to 
li^ht by G. J. Stevenson, see W.H.S. Proceedings^ iv, 152. 
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him for nearly half a century. 

I am convinced that John Wesley after leaving his home at 
Winterhoume Whitchurch, lived and ministered at Melcombe 
Regis, Weymouth, and Preston, going occasionally to Poole, 
Taunton and elsewhere. 

I fail to trace any connection whatever between him and 
either Bingham's Melcombe or Melcombe Horsey, although 
both these villages are nearer Winterbourne Whitchurch. That he 
was frequently at Melcombe Regis and Weymouth, the published 
records of the twin boroughs place beyond the possibility of doubt. 
He died either in 1668, 1669 or 1670, and it is said burial was 
refused him in the church at Preston. Intermural interment was 
then, and long afterwards the special privilege of the parochial 
clergy, but John Wesley may have found a resting place either in 
the graveyard of Preston, or that of Osmington, or Sutton 
Poyntz. The registers of all three places commence later than 
1670. There are earlier transcripts at Salisbury, and an examina- 
tion of these may possibly reveal the locality in which the bones 
of John Wesley the elder were laid.

WlLLlAAV ThOAVPSON, 

FIRST PRESIDENT AFTER THE DEATH OF WESLEY. 



(I.) TO MR. JOSEPH BENSON, AT THE 
METHODIST CHAPEL IN BIRMINGHAM. 

My Dear Brother, 

I was sorry to see your printed letter and the letter from 
Hull, not because I think the design of the Authors wrong ; but 
that they have a tendency to accomplish the very end, they wish 
to prevent, i. To set the people who are for, and those who are 
against a separation to contend with each other, and thereby to 
make a division among the people, who are now quiet and at 
peace. 2. To bring the people who are for a separation, to the 
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knowledge of the Preachers, if there are any among us, who are 
inclined that way, and thereby accomplish that which they intended 
to prevent. The people in these parts are very peaceable among 
themselves at present, and have much confidence in the wisdom 
and goodness of the Preachers in general ; and therefore Mr. 
Emmet and I shall not disturb them with your letter. You read 
prayers and preach in church hours : we pray without book, in 
some places, and preach at the same time, baptize children and 
bury the dead. But still we all keep close to the Church, and are 
very strong Churchmen. You wish to know my mind, and what 
I think of a separation, the Lord's Supper, and baptizing children; 
and I shall tell you without the least reserve. I would have the 
Preachers to follow the Methodist plan just as Wesley left it, with- 
out attempting the smallest alteration in it, one way or other. 
That is, where they then read prayers, continue to do so ; — where 
they prayed without book, do so still; where they preached in 
church hours, and where they did not, still continue to preach at 
the same time ; and where they baptized and buried the dead, do 
so still, and where they did not these things, let them not begin 
till the people force them to do otherwise. 

But at the same time make no public or private declarations 
of what they will do in future; but follow the footsteps of 
Providence, as he shall see proper to open their way. If you will 
settle the Preachers Fund upon a proper foundation, and keep, in 
all your appointments from unjust unchristian influence ; I have 
no doubt, but we shall go on well. But I must tell you, that I 
fear the latter abundantly more than preaching in church hours, 
baptizing children and burying the dead; yea, than even a 
separation from the Church of England. No preacher has said 
one word to me of any change in our Plan : all with whom I 
correspond, seemed resolved to follow the good old way, without 
turning to the right or left, but just as they did from last 
Conference to Mr. Wesley's death. My wife is at present very 
unwell; the rest of the family are in good health, thank God. 
She joins me in best respects to Mrs. Benson, and yourself, Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Lewty, and Mr. and Mrs. Mason, and you will believe 
me your truly affectionate Friend and brother in Christ.

P.S. — What do you think was the design of making the deed of 
the fifth of last October ; which gives the profits of Mr. Wesley's 
books to Dr. Coke, A. Mather, &c. ? What do you think should 
be done respecting that Deed ? Are not the Conference the most

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proper Trustees for that Deed ? My hand shakes so much, I fear 
you will not be able to read what I have written.

(II). TO MR. RICHARD RODDA, AT THE 
NEW CHAPEL, CITY ROAD, LONDON. 

My Dear Brother, 

I am much obliged to you for your friendly letter, but am 
sorry Mr. Broadbent behaved so selfishly. Oh! when shall 
Preachers and professors, do to others, as they would, they should 
do to them? It appears to me you acted like a man and a 
Christian, in bringing back the furniture and in obliging the 
Stewards to let you have the whole house to yourself. 

The sooner the Books are sold to Conference the better, as 
till that is done, the Preachers will not enter into the spirit of selling 
them. 

Surely Dr. Whitehead cannot think Mr. Wesley, in his will, 
designed him to make private property of his manuscripts, and 
that without even asking Dr. Coke and Mr. Moore's leave. They 
have by the " Will " surely as good right to the manuscripts as he 
has, and may prevent his printing any of them. I am rather 
surprised that he should think the preachers a company of such 
fools, as to sell books for him to put the money into his pocket, 
but hope they will convince him that he does not know them. I 
trust tho' we are not Drs. we have sense and spirit enough 
to let him feel we have sufficient influence among the people to 
prevent the sale of his book, if he should persist in his unjust design. 
If he continue in his selfish views, ought you not to inform the 
Districts thro' the three Kingdoms of what he intends, that they 
may meet and consult, unite and adopt such measures as are most 
likely to counteract his proceedings ? Would it not be an effectual 
way to prevent the sale of his book, to publish Mr. Wesley's life 
in the Magazines, and to begin with it next Jan^.? The 
manuscripts are but of little use in his Life, and we have 
materials for the first part of his life in our own power, and 
should he publish his, we could take with a little alteration what 
we pleased from it. I am inclined to think the life would be as 
useful and bring as much money in the Magazines as if published 
by itself, and especially this year, as it would make many take 
them, who otherwise would not, and many continue them, who 
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otherwise will give them up. It appears to me, that it would not 
only prevent the sale of the Dr's book, but that it would give the 
Magazines for two years to come such a spread as they never had 
and in the end, be as profitable in all respects, if not more so, 
than published in any other way. If it shall please God that you 
and I live another year, shall be glad to be with you in the great 
City ; and doubt not but we shall agree. 

But another year, where is it ! You may let your Committee 
know, if you think proper, what I have said about Mr. Wesley's 
life, and be so good as to let me know what you and they think of 
it I am inclined to your taking Spittlefield's House and Chapel, 
without much regard to what the managers of the other Chapels 
think or say of it. Give my best respects to your better half and 
be assured, whether you be able to read my letter or not, that I 
am your truly affectionate Friend and Brother.

(III). TO MR. RICH° RODDA, No. 11 WEST STREET 
7 DIALS, LONDON. 

My Dear Brother, 

The Reason of my writing to you so soon is a Letter I 
received lately from a Preacher, who seems to be dissatisfied with 
the conduct of the Preachers and Committees in London. It has 
the following passage in it. " Were there a proper power vested for 
appointing Committees of inspection one is exceedingly wanted 
there (viz. London) without loss of a Day " ; " But as this is not the 
case, we are obliged to stand by as helpless spectators of a 
Tragedy like to end in the hurt, if not ruin of many of the very 
best Friends to Methodism in the whole Connexion ; when we 
could have saved many and recovered some men of solid piety 
and good understanding." " It is true we may from this and 
other cases like it, be led to form some mode of government which 
has not yet been admitted." '' I dont think the most unlimited 
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power of a being who exists only for a month in a year, will 
answer this necessary end (viz. Conference)." 

From this you may learn two things, first that the author is 
not satisfied with the conduct of the Committee in London, and 
3*^ he does not think the Conference sufficient to rule tiie 
Methodist Body. 

But whether he means that these rich men whom you have 
conquered, should rule over us or a few of the preachers in 
conjunction with them, I leave you to judge. For my own part, 
instead of thinking them some of the wisest and best men in our 
Connexion ; I think them the most troublesome, and unless they 
will be quiet and submit to the Preachers, we will be better 
without them. 

I understand that Mr. Mather and Benson are solicited to go 
to London next year, and if they shall be thought the most 
proper persons by the Brethren at Conference, though I am 
appointed in the wUly I shall snibmit, I cannot see any reason why 
the Conference, should not be sufficient by its rules to govern all 
its members, much better than a few rich men, even with the 
addition of a few preachers. Instead of being dissatisfied with 
the Committee in London, so far as I can see, the next 
Conference ought to give you thomksfor yawr good conduct, as I amsure 
you saved 6 or six hundred pornid in writing the Life, besides your 
good service in conquering these troublesome men. 

My family join in love to you and Mrs. Rodda, and am your 
Affectionate Friend and Brother.

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Awake, old SolcHtr !-*-4o the fight haif^won, 

And put thy strength &c put thine armour on 1 

Nor dream thyself a vessel cast aside 

Broken by stubborn will, & marr'd by pride. 

Most proud, self-wiird, & wrathful as thou art. 

Yet God hath surely seen thy simple hearty 

Quenched with his blood the oft re4dndled fires, 

Nor ever left thee to thy vain desires. 

But sav'd ten thousand times from Satan's power 

And snatch'd thee from the gulph wide yawning to devour. 

Then let our Saviour God have all the praise,

[The members of the W.H.S. who have not seen the following extract 
firom Stamp's Methodism in Bradford will welcome its appearance in the 
Proceedings !\ 

" * The first house ', observes the Rev. George Morley, in an 
album contribution, * in which Mr. Wesley slept in Yorkshire was 
Wentworth House ; and the first pulpit he occupied in the same 
county was in Wentworth Church. 

•When Mr. Samuel Wesley, father of Messrs. John and 
Charles, was writing his Dissertations on the Book of Job, he 
requested permission to consult the Library at Wentworth House. 
Its noble owner, the Marquis of Rockingham, not only allowed 
his request, but kindly invited him and any of his sons to reside 
in the house as long as he might wish to read, and make extracts 
from the books. He took his son John, who was then his curate, 
as his amanuensis. They remained there nearly a fort night and 
the young Divine preached in Wentworth Church. 

' The late Mr. Birks, of Thorpe, heard him, and never forgot 
the preacher. In the last year of his long life, and in the 
hundredth year of his age, he gave me the above information,^ 
and concluded his very interesting narrative with these weighty 
words : ' The Lord called me when I was very young : he then 
made me a serious boy, and now he makes me a happy old man."

The Life and Letters of Robert Leighton^ by the Rev. D. Butler, M.A. 
Hodder and Sto'ighton, 1903. 



There is delightful catholicity and spiritual charm in the 
writing of the Rev. D. Butler, M.A., which gives him peculiar 
fitness for his work as the biographer of Scougal a id Leighton. 
His references to John Wesley are always discriminating and 
appreciative, and in his Life and Letters of Robert Leighton^ there 
are suggestive passages which reveal the spiritual kinship of the 
Scottish Archbishop and the Anglican Evangelist. Mr. Butler 
points out that Leighton contributed at least one of the religious 
currents that gave fulness and purity to the new tide of the 
which swept through Britain. Wesley published Leighton's 
Exposition of the Creed, and six of his sermons in the Christian 
Library^ and styles Leighton as "The Author most reverend." 
The sermons are on The Wisdom from above (Jas. iii, 17); All 
things tend to the Glory of God (Ps. Ixxvi, 10) ; Of love to God 
(Ps. cxix, 136) ; Of Glorifying God (Isa. Ix, i) ; Of Praising God 
(Cant, i, 3). 

Mr. Butler compares Leighton with Wesley. " He was a 
saint from .his youth upwards — one who like John Wesley, had 
a genius for godliness, and holiness in his blood." Both were 
profoundly influenced by Thomas k Kempis, the apostle of mystic 
love and of faith in its inwardness — *as the eye of the new-born 
soul, whereby every believer seeth Him who is invisible ; as the 
ear of the soul, whereby the sinner hears the voice of God and 
lives ; as the palate of the soul, whereby a believer tastes the good 
words and the power of the world to come ; as the feeling of the 
soul whereby through the power of the Highest overshadowing 
him, he feels the love of God shed abroad in his heart.' * This 
faith that works by regenerating love,' says Mr. Butler, * is what 
both Leighton and Wesley realised at the same period of their 
lives, and when each was studying the same De Imitatione.* 

We have little love for disputation on this point, but does it 
not appear from Wesley's own statements of his experience that 
k Kempis rendered him his best service in prompting him to the 
guest of faith * in its inwardness ' and of the personal experience of 
regenerating love? Profound, blessed and lasting as was the 
influence of k Kempis upon Wesley's spiritual life, were not 
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Peter Bohlet, and Luther, — who being dead, yet spake, — the 
human guides who were the more immediate apostles of his faith 
in the crisis of his conversion ? 

It may well be true as Mr. Butler suggests, that Wesley, 
translating Gerhardt's hymn, voiced * what Robert Leighton felt 
just about a hundred years before ' 

*' O grant that nothing in my soul 

May dwell, but Tliy pure love alone ; 
O may Thy love possess me whole, 

My joy, my treasure, and my crown I 
Strange flames, &r from my heart remove ! 
My every act, word, thought, be love." 

Leighton's ideals for his clergy were very similar to Wesley's. 
•He impressed on them that fervour for opinions and things 
indifferent is not Christian zeal, and that religion is to radiate 
into everything. As John Wesley used to be particular even in 
his directions for dress, quoting 

" Let thy soul's sweetness have its domination 
Upon thy person, clothes and habitation," 

so Leighton used to consider a singular modesty and gravity, even 
in externals such as their apparel and the adjustment of their 
dress, to be- highly becoming in ministers.' Like Wesley also, 
Leighton persisted in his work, when through indisposition he was 
hardly equal to facing rough weather, once saying in excuse of his 
apparent rashness, " Were the weather fair, I would stay at home, 
but since it is foul, I must go, lest I be thought to countenance by 
my example the irreligious practice of letting trifling hindrances 
keep us back from public worship.' Compare this, says Mr. 
Butler, with John Wesley's statement regarding his itinerant 
preachers, who were deterred from their work by the weather : 
* I do not admire fair-weather preachers ' (Tyerman, iii, 355).

Note : Leightor^s Cahfinism — not Antinomian. — Mr. Butler says that 
Leighton's sermons ''exhibit a moderate Calvinism. He had a Calvinistic 
bringing up, but the Calvinism he knew was that of the warm Puritan age, and 
not as it became in the attenuated creed of the eighteenth century. It was not 
the Calvinism which became a personal stratification of safety for self and for 
the rest damnation : that asserted predestination in an arbitrary degree ; 
degenerated so often into Antinomianism and had this as its tendency and 
danger : that was briefly and accurately described in the words 
*' nine hundred and ninety [nine] out of a thousand are lost, do what they can : 
the remaining ten are saved, do what they will." // was agtdmt this 
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degemrati Cahinism John Wesley directed his energy and wrote one of the 
most remarkable sermons in any lanpiage,^* 

" But we have named his doctnne as a moderate Calvinism for he did not, 
as some Calvinistic teachers did, annihilate the human in the divine. He 
co-ordinated the two necessary &ctors in the religious life — God and the soul. 
He emphasised God as a God of grace, but the grace did not crush 
or exterminate the human factor." 

It would be interesting to compare Leighton's six sermons, edited by 
Wesley, with the originals, and to note how £eur their doctrinal position has 
been affected by Wesley's revision of them for his Christian Library.~T.E.B. 



Notes and Queries. 



341. Kabb. — {Journal, 23 May, 1781 ; Proc., iv, 247). — In one of 
our MS. Journals recently circulated, the Rev. W. Arthur 
Westley, B.A., of Darwen, recalls attention to the problem of 
the identification of this name. The brief note in Proceedings^ 
as above, could not be regarded as solving it, and the name 
deserves new consideration. Mr. Westley discusses all the 
names proposed as likely, with full local knowledge, and 
dismisses them all. But does he desire his own solution 
to be taken seriously? He finally suggests on his 

own account : " that * Kabb ' is not a place at all 

I merely put the suggestion on a level with the preceding six 
but is it possible that * Kabb *=* cab * ? * To leave it ' seems 
in favour of this explanation. I am aware that no other 
instance in English literature of the use of the word ' cab ' is 
found for forty years or so after ; but this would not be the 
only detail in which John Wesley was ahead of his contem- 
poraries. I am anxious to get to the bottom of this perplexing 
entry." He therefore reads : " I was desired to take 
'cab' in my way, but such a road surely no carriage 
ever went before. I was glad to leave it and use my own feet." 
I have looked again through the letters of the corres- 
pondents of the Rev. C. W. Andrews, of Bolton, — Mr. 
J. Yates, and Mr. B. Grimshaw, of Bromley Cross, supplied 
to me by him. Mr. Grimshaw says definitely : " In [Wesley's] 
day the most travelled and most direct road from Bolton to 
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Blackburn lay through Chapeltown, Nicodene, Edge, Cran- 
bury, Moss and Darwen. . . . This passed through Darwen 
a little to the east of Bury Fold.'' Near to this last is Kebbs, 
which Mr. Bury, who was born at Bury Fold, distinguishes 
from that place, in a letter printed in Proc., as above. Kebbs 
is one of the suggested names. Mr. Grimshaw further says : 
" Of its condition, an appeal to Parliament for its repair more 
than justifies Wesley's censure." (Cf. the Haslingden roads, 
Joumai, 21 April, 1788, and Proe., iii, p. 199). This appeal 
was, however, later, and in 1797 secured a new road, the 
present one. Moreover, the narrative certainly suggests that, 
in order to visit "Kabb," Wesley turned aside from the 
ordinary high road, whatever was its condition, and followed 
a by-road, which he found almost impassable for a wheeled 
carriage. This tells a little against Kebbs, which is only just 
off the side of the ordinary road as it passes through Darwen. 
The communication from Mr. Bury above printed is clear that 
no tradition of Wesley attaches to Kebbs. Bury Fold was 
an old centre of Lancashire Nonconformity, but Mr. Bury 
could not learn that Wesley ever preached there. Keb 
Wood in Entwistle was discussed by Mr. Westley, and in the 
correspondence. It is near Waysh Bridge, on which as late 
as Mr, Yates' boyhood, a yearly service was held, in com- 
memoration of a sermon once preached by Wesley on or 
near the Bridge. But Waysh Bridge lies on a road to 
Blackburn which was no by-way, even if it were not so good 
and so frequented as that above indicated ; and there is no 
farm or house at Keb Wood, nor any vestige or tradition of 
one. Nab Farm remains for examination. It is in Turton, 
and is reached by Nab-gate, a by-road which turns off from 
the high road first named, at a point about half a mile to the 
south of Nab, and near Larwood Church. To regain the 
high road Wesley would, — or could, — at that time pass 
Gulden, a village now submerged in the Gulden or Batteridge 
reservoir of the Bolton Corporation. Tradition is old and 
well accredited that Wesley did preach in a little school at 
Gulden Fold ; and Mr. Westley himself reports that the oldest 
inhabitants of Turton parish tell him that Wesley also 
preached at a farm, now dismantled, known as Little Torking- 
ton, which is just at the southern edge of the reservoir, and 
accessible by the by-road between Nab Farm and the sub- 
merged Gulden. The six-inch ordnance map shows Torking- 
ton and Nab clearly, the latter somewhat further away from 
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the reservoir to the S.E. Thus within a very restricted «rea 
we have traditions of Wesley and a by-road which satisfies 
the conditions of the problena. A little experience in the 
study of the printed text of the Jawmals, shows that, if we 
supposed Wesley to have written " Nabb," and early trans- 
cribers or printers to have turned this into " Kabb," there 
would be parallel cases in great numbers. Or, to conjecture 
that he wrote *' Nabb," and that, when writing up his Joumatj 
his remembrance was influenced by the name "Kebbs," 
which he passed the next day, and changed the N into K, 
would only be to parallel the case of " Potton, " which he 
once transformed into "Great Potton," plainly under the 
influence of the name of " Great Ponton," through which he 
must have passed on the following evening, on his way to 
Ancaster. (Jov/mal, 28-29 Aug., 1749, Proc, v, 93.) Only 
patient and close local inquiry can carry us any further, 
but for the present Nab [Farm] seems to hold the field, if not 
very convincingly. — H. J. F. 
342. Coppersmith (23 May, 1766). — There could in any case be 
no possible doubt that this represents Cockburnsp^th. The 
mention of Old Cam [b] us, and every indication of locality, 
would warrant conjecture. But Rev. A. Hobart Stacey tells 
me that "the tramps and caravan-folk still ask for 
* Coppersmith.' " Cromwell, in Letter cxxxix (Carlyle), gives 
an intermediate form of the name : ** Copperspath." Mr. 
Stacey says that in the village itself the common pronunciation 
of the name is * Coberspath.' — H, J, F,

Enoch Wood's Busts op Wesley. 



The busts of John Wesley, executed by Enoch Wood, of 
Burslem, both of them frequently and variously reproduced, have 
been household possessions in many Methodist families for 120 
years. They represent Wesley in advanced life ; his expression 
is calm and dignified, but not wanting in animation. In the best 
examples are all the signs of age, without any indications of decay. 

In 1838 a lithographic print of the bust was published beanng 
the following inscription : " Rev. John Wesley, A.M. From a bust 
modelled from the life by Enoch Wood, Esq., of Burslem. To 
whom this print is respectfully dedicated by the publisher. Stoke 
upon Trent. Published by W. Dean. July loth, 1838." On 
this print being shown to one of the last survivors of Wesley's 
Preachers, he exclaimed : ** That is Mr. Wesley as I knew him." 

The bust has been frequently copied, and has undergone 
many imitations at the hands of successive workers ; but all the 
copies bear a general resemblance to the original type. 

Of existing busts, smaller than life size, known to have been 
executed by Wood, there are two distinct classes — those produced 
before Wesley's death, and those made after that event. Of the 
former class there are not many examples to be found. However 
by the kindness of Mr. J. Botteley, one of our members, who has 
several specimens of this class, and a large collection of others by 
different makers and of different dates, I am able to give the 
following particulars of the earliest examples known. 

1. A black basalt bust ; inscribed on the back, " The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 81. E. Wood. Sculp. Burslem." 

2. Cdhwred Staffordshire pottery. Inscribed : " The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 81." 

This particular copy was given by Enoch Wood to his son, 
and it remained in the family until Mr. Botteley purchased it in 
1 90 1. Mr. Botteley has verifying evidence of this. 

3. Coloured Staffordshire pottery. Inscribed : " The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 81." 
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4. Colaured Staffordshire pottery. Inscribed: "The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 87. E. Wood, Sculp. Burslem.'* 
The figure " i " is visible under the " 7." 

5. Colaured Staffordshire pottery. Inscribed: "The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 88." The figure " i " is visible under 
the "8." 

6. Colaured Staffordshire pottery. Inscribed : " The Rev. 
John Wesley, M.A. Aged 90 " (!). The "81 " is visible under 
the "90." 

These are all apparently from one mould. Enoch Wood's 
name can be faintly traced on Nos. 5 and 6. The figures " 7 " 
" 8 " and " 90 " on Nos. 4, 5, and 6, were impressed on the soft 
clay before burning. Very little reliance can be placed on these 
dates : e.g. Wesley did not reach the age of 90. 

The six examples I have just named, I place in class A. 
They represent the earliest models known. ^ A view of the front 
and back of one of them is here shown. (See Figs, i and 2). All 
the others in this class are similar in their structure. It will be 
seen that the bust of the figure is hollow ; and the little tablet at 
the back is supported on two upright pieces of pottery. This is 
well shown in figure 2. 

A second class B is represented in Fig. 3. All the examples 
of this class that I have seen have solid backs, and all have tablets 
on them giving the date of Wesley's death — 1791. They were all 
therefore, executed in that year, or subsequently. A distinctive 
feature of this class is the much more tasteful modelling of the 
cassock, bands, and gown, and they are slightly larger than those 
of class A. A considerable number of this class must have been 
made. The inscriptions on them vary. The following is from 
one of Mr. Botteley's specimens : The | Reverend | John Wesley, 
M.A. I Fellow of Lincoln College, Oxford, | and Founder of 
Methodism | He sat for this bust | to | Mr. Enoch Wood, Sculptor, 
Burslem | 1781 | and died in 1791 | aged 88^ | years. | Is not 
this a brand plucked | out of the fire ? | 

My theory is that all the busts of class A were from Wood's 
first model, or from duplicates of it : and that, on Wesley's death, 

I.- Mr. J. G. Wright thinks that the first examples of this class were made 
in a kind of '* biscuit ''ware, unglazed and very thin and tender, similar to 
the one in the City Road Museam ; and that, being so fragile, most of them 
have been destroyed. 

2. Others have ''aped 81." The bust in Qty Road Museum 
has the date 1784 wntten in pencil on the back of the pedestal 
(See photo in MetA. Rec. 3 Jan., 1901.) 
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Wood having had several years additional experience in modelling, 
and having gained greater efficiency in his art, produced the 
second mode^ which is much superior to the former. It may 
here be stated that similar busts to those of class B were issued 
by Wedgwood and by Wood in both black and white basalt. 
There is one of the former in Handsworth College, measuring 12 
inches in height. It is one of the finest of all the specimens that 
I have seen, but the portrait is the same as the others. 

In the W.H.S. MS. Journal, vol. vi, Mr. Wright gives an 
interesting account of the sale of a number of moulds, on the 
breaking up of Wood's business. Some of these came into the 
hands of a gentleman whom Mr. Wright met with. On exam- 
ination, they found what Mr. Wright judged to be the original 
mould from which the black basalt busts were made by Wood ; 
also another mould, on which was written in heavy black letters, 
"J. Wesley. Original Mould. E. Wood." Fig. 4 is from a 
reproduction of it in unglazed, white clay. 

Besides the busts already named, a large number of very 
inferior workmanship, but all bearing a resemblance (near or 
remote) to Wood's, were executed about the middle or earlier part 
of last century. The last example that has come under my notice 
is of a brilliant blue, with scarcely any discernible features on the 
face. These do not deserve classifying. They are probably the 
caricatures that Dr. Clarke mentions, (v. infra). 

Within the last few years some very beautiful copies of 
Wood's model have been executed in " Parian Marble " ; others 
have been produced from another model, smaller and much 
inferior. 

A considerable difference of opinion exists as to the date of 
the production of Wood's first model, arising partly from the 
differing inscriptions on some of the busts, and partly from a 
discrepancy in the historical accounts of the bust. 

In J. B. B. Clarke's Life of Adam Clarke, Three Vols, 8vo. 
1833, are two letters (iii. 250 — 253). In the former, Samuel 
Manning, the sculptor of the Richmond statue of Wesley, having 
had the criticisms of Henry Moore, and George Morley, President 
1830-31, asks Dr. Clarke to come and see the statue again. Dr. 
Cl^ke replies on the following day (30 Sept. 1830). He 
characterises and criticises in general terms the many, and many 
kinds of, representations of Wesley; good, bad, very bad, 
indifferent. He proceeds : " Mr. Enoch Wood, of Burslem, in 
178 1, made a model of Mr. Wesley, in busto, which was the most 
happily executed of all that had hitherto been done. Mr. Wesley 
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was so satisfied that Mr. Wood would succeed in his work that, 
though pressed by various duties, and straightened [sic] for time, 
he cheerfully sat five several times® to this artist, till he was con- 
vinced that he had given a very faithful copy of nature. Some 
correct copies were taken from this model, and were spread among 
Mr. Wesley's intimate friends; but the original model was re-copied 
by mere mechanical men, till the likeness, the expression, and even 
the attitude were lost, and the thing became a mere caricature. 
Fortunately the original model is still preserved : some years ago it 
was presented to me by the artist himself. This, to preserve it for 
ever, I had cast in brass by Mr. John Forshaw, of Liverpool, and 
under the eye of that eminent master, John Jackson, R.A., it 
was chased up to the original. The model itself I lent to Mr. S. 
Manning, when I found that he meditated a whole length marble 
statue of this supereminent man ; and I have seen with the 
highest satisfaction the progress made by Mr. Manning in this 
work." He then approvingly characterises Manning's statue, and 
adds : " I had the honor of Mr. Wesley's acquaintance for many 
years, .... His image can never be obliterated from my mind. 
The noble appearance of his face, I see in the terra cotta of Mr. 
Wood ; and exactly transferred from it to the clay, and afterwards 
to the selenite of Mr. Manning ;* and also in the bronze cast by 
Mr. John Forshaw and chased up to nature under the eye of John 
Jackson, R.A.," and he closes with some further remarks on 
Manning's work. 

Another account, from the pen of the Rev. Samuel Dunn 
appeared in the Christian Miscellany, 1848, p. 230. Dunn says : 
" The best bust of Mr. Wesley was modelled from his person, at 
Burslem in the year 1784, by Mr. Enoch Wood, who had married 
the Miss Bourn, mentioned in the Memoir of Hester Ann Eogers ; 
and who to secure the presence of Mr. Wesley the time that was 
necessary for taking it, got his accomplished wife to keep up the 
conversation on a variety of interesting subjects. Mr. Wood went 
that year to the Leeds Conference ; and his busts, being then 
first introduced, were in eager demand among the preachers and 
friends." He then gives an interesting account of Samuel 
Bardsley's lifting Mr. Wood on his shoulder, who, being pointed 

3. Stevenson quoting this says " five hourly sittings " ! 

4. Dr. Clarke's judgement on the similarity of Wood's model and 
Manning's "selenite" reproduction is quite open to question. Rev. H. J. Foster 
says that judging from a photograph of the statue, he finds it difficult to 
understand Dr. Clarke's statement, that it copies or even closely resembles 
Wood's model. So do I. 
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out as the artist, was much complimented. Mr. Fletcher made 
particular inquiries of Wood as to the process of producing the 
bust, and then, standing on a grave, with his hands on the artist's 
shoulders, spiritualized it into an address of twenty minutes. 
Dunn adds: "Mr. Wood died in 1840, aged 8 1. I have just 
received the above particulars from a respectable local preacher 
who heard Mr. Wood relate them." 

Stevenson in his Wesley Family, p. 349, quotes from Dr. 
Clarke's account, and adds the following particulars, but without 
, any intimation as to the source whence he derives them : " In 
the preceding year, 1781, Mr. Wesley sat again for his likeness. 
At Burslem, in Staffordshire, he found a young man named 
Enoch Wood, possessed of great natural skill in modelling from 
the life. Pleased with his ability, Mr. Wesley gave him five 
hourly (!) sittings at different times. On the last occasion, Joseph 
Bradford was with him, and adjusted on his head his best wig. 
Soon as the promised hour had expired, Mr. Wesley, who had 
been reading all the time, rose and stood behind the artist, to 
examine his work. * It is too gloomy for me,' said Mr. Wesley. 

• The fault is yours, sir.' * How ? how ? ' said Mr. Wesley 
promptly. * Why, sir, you would always sit reading. If you will 
give me your eye for five minutes, I can correct that fault.' 

* You shall have it.' With watch in hand the five minutes were, 
given : then taking his place again behind the artist, he said 
approvingly, * If you touch it again you'll mar it.' Mr. Wood 
some years afterwards, showed to Dr. Adam Clarke a copy of 
this bust. The doctor was so pleased with the fidelity of the 
likeness of his friend, that he obtained the loan of the original 
mould, and had a bust cast in solid brass. . . . The 
unique and original bronze bust of Mr. Wesley is in possession 
of the writer."* 

Some remarks may be made upon these extracts, (i) Five 
howrly sittings ! It is difficult to understand this, as no skilful 
modeller would require five sittings, each of an hour's length, 
in order to model this small bust. (2) Mr, We&ley^s best tuig. 
The earlier portraits of Wesley represent him with his natural 
hair, but the later ones, and all the busts, later than Roubiliac's, 
indicate a wig. It is probable that the wig began to be worn 
about the end of 1775. In a letter to S. Bardsley, Nov. 27, of 

5. This bronze bust I saw at Mr. Stevenson's house. My impression 
IS that it lacked the base. I believe it was afterwards sold for ;^5, and sent 
to America. 
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that year, Wesley says : " At present I am better than I was 
before my fever ; only it has stripped off my hair." ^3) Stevenson 
says that Dr. Clark obtained the loan of ** the original mouM." 
This is an error. He could not use the " mould '* for casting the 
bronze copy. He borrowed a copy of the original models from 
which a mould would be taken in sand, and the metal cast 
into it. Mr. Foster says that a bronze copy was in the possession 
of the late Miss Westcott, of Bristol, whose grandfather 
Jasper Westcott, a close friend of Adam Clarke, was a brass-founder 
in Redcliffe Street, Bristol.* There would be no difficulty in 
obtaining any number of bronze (brass) casts from the one model. 

Stevenson's statement is but a copy of Dr. Clarke's with 
additions, and we are left to the two accounts which I have 
quoted, and to the dates on the busts. It is most probable that 
Dr. Clarke was in error, though his intelligence, ability, and 
general accuracy are against this supposition; but it must be 
remembered that he wrote the letter to Manning 50 years after the 
date named by him, and apparently toithout reference to any 
documenta/ry evidence. He was not present at the Conference 
of 1781. 

There is a further difficulty in regard to the earlier date 
(1781), arising from the fact that Wesley spent so short a time in 
Burslem that year — at most one day only. He preached at 
Newcastle-under-Lyme in the evening of Monday, March 26. On 
the following day he went to Shrewsbury to open the new 
preaching-house there, holding a prolonged service in the 
evening; he returned to Burslem on the Wednesday, and 
between that day and Friday, when he opened " the new chapel 
in Manchester," he preached at Congleton, Macclesfield (where 
he probably spent Thursday night) and Stockport, leaving him 
but little time in Burslem. " Five [hourly] sittings " in that 
time are quite out of the question. Whereas, in 1784, he reached 
Burslem on Wednesday, Mar. 31, where he probably spent the 
night, and one or two days; possibly part of a third, for he 
mentions only Congleton on his way to Macclesfield, where he 
preached on Sunday, April 4th, morning and evening. He 
would in all probability stay at Mr. Wood's house, where he 
afterwards made his home, for he knew Mrs. Wood (nee Bourn) 
as Hester Ann Rogers' friend. 

6. This was purchased by the Rev. C. E. Wansborough, and passed 
from him by purchase to Kingswood SchooL The Head Master of Kingswood 
tells Mr. Foster that in this example the back is quite hollow and open. 
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From Llewellyn Jewitt's Ceramics of Oreai Britain^ we learn 
that Enoch Wood was grandson of Ralph Wood, of Burslem, 
potter; and son of Aaron Wood, also a potter, who died 1785. 
Enoch, " the father of pottery," then a Methodist, married Miss 
Ann Bourn (or Bourne) in Dec. 1780, when he was 21 years of age. 
He succeeded to his father's business in 1784. How natural 
that he at such a time should desire to produce a work so likely 
to give him fame. Jewitt names 1781 as the date of Wood's 
prc^uction of the Wesley bust ; but it is easy to see how this 
date may have been taken from Clarke's words, — if indeed there 
is any other authority for 1781. Nothing can be made of the 
fact that the bust was taken to the Conference at Leeds, and 
that Mr. Fletcher saw it there, for both the Conferences, 1781 
and 1784, were held at Leeds, and Fletcher was present at both 
of them. 

There seems to be an almost inextricable confusion in the 
accounts which I have quoted; but, without presuming to 
dogmatize, I must say that, in my judgment, the circumstances 
point distinctly to 1784 as the date of the production of the first 
of these small busts.

" Appeal to the Methodist Connection in answer to the 
Manchester Protest." 

'* Statement of the Disputeand Division among the Methodists." 

••Shaw's Letter to Mather." 

•• Shaw's Letter to Benson." 

(Note in Southey's writing, •• not in B.M. Cat.") 

•• Minutes of Kilham's Examination." 

•* Dialogue concerning the New Connection." 
The notes in Southey's handwriting suggest that he had taken the 
pamphlets to the British Museum, and had searched for them in 
the Catalogue.

Large use has t)een made of this bo(^ by the editor or 
publisher of a " Kilhamite ^ book. The Beauties of Bm. J. fFesleify 
M.A.J eovUavMmg . ... To which is prefixed Memwrs of his 
Life .... ]^ one of the Preachers. Nottingham, C. Sutton, 
1802. Sutton was the Kilhamite printer. The Memoirs are longer 
than, and quite independent of, the Life of the earlier book. 
There are new selections of passages, — " beauties," — but these are 
inserted amongst (at any rate the bulk of) those of the earlier, 
these last being often simply lifted in blocks of three, four, or five 
together, their order in the first publication remaining undisturbed. 

Any information as to the compiler or compilers of these, 
and as to the writers of the lives, will be welcome.

*'The Beauties of Aethodisav/' 



The Rev. H. J. Foster in the foregoing note describes a 
volume with the above title, and makes some inquiries respecting 
it. I also possess a copy, and will state what little I know about 
the work. 

It is one of a series of several volumes, which were 
published by " G. Kearsley, near Sergeants-Inn, in Fleet Street." 

The Beauties of Methodism however, was "printed for 
J. Fielding, No. 23, Paternoster Row, J. Scatcherd and J. 
Whitaker, No. 12, Ave Maria Lane." 
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It was manifestly one of the later issues of the series. 

One of the volumes contains, "The Beauties of Hume and 
Bolingbroke," and bears the date of 1782. 

At the end of this volume, there is a page which advertises 
the series. As it gives us a glimpse of the Book World 125 
years ago I think it is worth transcribing. 

It is as under : — 

" Books lately published by G. Kearsley, near Sergeants-Inn, 
in Fleet Street. 

The BeaiUies of Dean Stvift, or the Favowite Offspring of 
Wit and Genius; with his Life, and a Head neatly engraved; 
likewise an Engraved Title. 

This volume contains several Anecdotes of the Dean, from 
respectable authority, which have never appeared in print before. 
Price only Half-a-crown. 

Kearsley has likewise published, from the most complete 
Editions of their respective works (all in Half-crown volumes, 
with their Lives and Heads :) The Beauties of Johnson, Sterne, 
Goldsmith, Watts and Fielding. 

There cannot be a stronger proof of their merit than their 
extensive sale. 

Every loose expression is carefully revised in the Beauties of 
Sterne. 

The Beauties of Pope are in the press, and will be published 
next month." 

It is obvious that The Beauties of Methodism was added 
to this series. 

I have not been able to discover that there is any mention of 
this volume in Dr. Smith's History of Methodism or, in 
Tyerman's Life of Wesley or, in any other biography of 
Wesley with which I am acquainted.

1825. i2mo., 
pp. 457. The sketch is written in a sympathetic spirit, and extends to 44pp. 
The selections from Wesley's writings are grouped in 18 chapters ; each 
chapter being divided into several sections. Can anyone say by whom this 
was written?

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The Coaaittee of Privileges. 



The Committee of Privileges was instituted at the Conference 
of 1803, at Manchester; and the immediate occasion of its 
appointment is historically interesting. In view of the threatened 
invasion of England by Napoleon, it was determined to call out 
the Militia, for which purpose an Act of Enrolment was passed. 
As at first proposed there was reason to fear that it would make 
the Preachers liable to serve in the Army of Reserve. Steps were 
successfully taken to secure their exemption ; but the necessity 
was forced upon the Conference of having a Board officially 
authorized to watch over the interests of Methodism in regard to 
national legislation. 

In the address of the Conference to the Societies in 1803 the 
escape from the apprehended danger is dealt with at large, together 
with the provisions of the act giving relief from Sunday training to 
men who conscientiously objected to it. 

From certain ** private minutes " of the proceedings of the 
Conference, the writer of which, however, I cannot identify, I 
give extracts which are not without interest. 

** When the Law lately made to call forth men to fight, Mr. 
Butterworth with Mr. Allen, attending House of Commons, wrote 
to the Secretary of War, and waited upon him, who kindly received 
them, and highly approved of the above resolutions [passed by 
the London Circuit] ; and a clause was added to exempt the 
Travelling Preachers, and them only ; for all Local Preachers were 
liable to serve in the new army according to lot, the parliament 
calling all forth from 17 to 55 years of age (so Mr. Benson says), 
the clause in the Act being so worded that they only who had a 
congregation, &c. 

" Mr. Barber moved that a Committee be appointed, to be 
ready in London, as guardians of our affairs^ as the Doctor says 
[evidently Dr. Coke, the Secretary of the Conference]. Mr. 
Taylor approves of such a Committee ; Mr. Wood also, who 
considers the benefit of such a Committee cannot be known, and 
moved that some friends from the country be added Mr. Clarke 
approved of the Committee, yet disapproved of any in the country 
added. Mr. Barber wished a Committee and some of the country, 
particularly Mr. Thompson of Hull, so Mr. Gaulter, &c. 

"The above resolutions are to be adopted by all the 
Methodists, and printed in the Minutes [Vol. ii, p. 183] and 
Magazine. 
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*' Much said for and against the Committee. Ba/rber^ that 
it be confined to London. Alga/r, that the Government would 
be jealous should we form such a thing, as they are for a similar 
thing by the Dissenters (who, I understand, have such a 
Committee) to watch, as it were, the mancevures of Government 
concerning them. Dr, Ccke^ * We are a body of Dissenters.' The 
resolution was carried. 

" Next, concerning a Committee at London for the General 
Interests of the Body. 

"Mr. Benson read part of the Act of Parliament about 
arming, &c. Exemptions — all of us, because we follow not 
Trades, &c. 

^^ Newton, on persons having religious scruples to exercise 
on the Sunday shall be exempt, provided that they will be 
trained on week days, and take no money, &c. 

^* Roberts said he was in the House when the Bill for 
arming . . . The House was all in a glee. They can pray. 
Now let them fight, &c., &c. Not a soul of them would speak a word. 
Mr. Wilberforce would do nothing for us, was very indifferent. 

• You can do nothing. You must submit, &c., &c.' They drove 
six miles to his house in the evening ; but he would do nothing. 

* I can do you no good, perhaps harm, &c.' Poor Wilberforce ! 

" The Secretary of War said, * It comes from the most 
reputable body of Dissenters.' When those members who were 
reputed, &c., despised, rejected us, &c., Mr. Staniforth, member 
for Hull, God raised up us a friend. Praises to God ! 

Cobbett's Weekly Political Register, "The drilling on 
Sunday is, it appears, contrary to the dictates of certain Metho- 
distical Conferences. I cannot but spurn at the thought of 
making all the people of England bend to the humour of a 
perverse, insolent, and factious sect — wretches who have, 
generally speaking, been guilty of the most base and detestable 
crimes."

At 
present I am better than I was before my Fever : only it has 
stripped off my hair. The more pains you take, the more 
blessing you will find : especially in preaching full salvation, 
receivable wm by faith.

The " Fever " here referred to was the serious illness in Ireland, 
in June 1775, about which Tyerman says, "The only lasting 
effect was, it stripped him, at all events for months afterwards, of 
his beautiful head of hair " (Vol. iii. p. 206).

In Lady Llanover's Diary and Correspondence of Mary Granviile (Mrs. 
Delaney), at vol. i. p. 364, the editor says, " In the early part of the reign of 
George II. several young men wore their own hair, and some like Bolingbroke, 
who wore his own in long ringlets, tied back with ribbons streaming down 
behind." We may be sare that Wesley was not imitating Bolingbroke, but at 
least his early singularity in those days of wigs was not without support. 

His mother desired him to cut his hair, or *' cut it off," for health's sake; 
(Priestley, Letters^ p. 8). He told his brother Samuel that he let it grow long 
to save hair-cutting charges (Moore, Life^ i. p. 180). 

John Hampson's [undated] story will be remembered : how he could 
hardly keep his hands off Mrs. Wesley when he saw her dragging her husband 
by his hair. 

It is after his Irish illness that he writes. Journal 4 Sep. 1775, ** Many 
of our friends at St. Ives are now grey-headed, as well as me." 

I cannot date " Dave" Hurst's reminiscences, but he seems to have been 
greatly struck by tlie beautiful white hair ; as I think others were, later than 
1775 (W.H.S. Proc, V. p. 190). 

Richard Sommers, Wesley's coachman, buried at City Road, '* is said to 
have had one of Mr. Wesley's wigs in his possession at the time of his death." 
(Stevenson, City Road Chapel^ p. 582).

343. Methodist Catechisms. — I happen just now to be in- 
terested in the history of Methodist Catechisms. In the 
Beauties of Methodism I find five pages of a Catechism, 
divided into five sections, having the several titles of God, 
Redemption, Grace, Hell and Heaven. Under the section 
on Redemption there are the questions : What is holiness ? 
Is he that believes and loves God saved from sin ? How is 
he saved from pride ? How is he saved from self-will ? 
How is he saved from the love of the world ? How is he 
saved from sinful words? How is he saved from sinful 
works ? The answers to these questions bear the genuine 
Wesley stamp. 

The compiler refers the reader to vol. xxiv of the works, 
p. 123. This reference is to the works of Wesley published 
by himself from 1771 to 1774, in thirty-two duodecimo 
volumes. I cannot find this Catechism in the collected 
works of John Wesley, edited by the Rev. Thomas Jackson 
in 14 vols. I have not been able to find it anywhere else. 
I suppose very few people now possess the edition of 177 1- 
1774. Will any member of the W.H.S. be good 
to inform me : When this Catechism was written ? Where 
it was used ? and why does it not appear in the last edition 
of Wesley's Works ? — Bev. Thomas Brackenbury. [See Green, 
Bibliog,, Nos. 62, 296, and especially, 297, p. 174. — H.J.F.] 

344. "Visions of the Soul." — Perhaps some member of the 
Society could inform me who is the author of : Visions of 
the Soul before it comes into the Body, In several dialogues. 
Written by a mefmber of the Athenian Society, London^ Printed 

for John Dunton at the Raven in the Foultrey, 1692., pp, 161. 
Between the contents table and the text are " Proposals for 
printing a book entituled. The Young Students Library." 
The fantastic and whimsical style of the volume would 
suggest that John Dunton is the author, but it is not 
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mentioned in the list of publications in the lAft and Errors of 
John Dtmion, nor in the Didiona/ry of Naiional Biography. — 
Mr. D. B. Bradshaw. 

[Rev. Richard Green has endeavoured to trace the 
author of the above in " The Young Students Library," 
"The Athenian Oracle" (4 vols.), "Dunton's Life" (2 vols), 
and Tyerman's "Life of Samuel Wesley," but without suc- 
cess. Perhaps some other member of the W.H.S. may be 
able to unravel the mystery.] 

345. William Barnes. — " William Barnes, assistant preacher to 
Mr. Wesley, ob. 27 Dec. 1777." Gmileman*8 Mag.^ 4S. 
Can anyone say if anything further is known of this early 
" assistant preacher ?" He does not seem to be mentioned 
in Journal, nor Works, nor in Tyerman. — Rev. W. Arthur 
W^ley, [See Green, Bibliog., 231, p. 131. He was of 
Plymouth Dock. Jovrrudj 27. 7. 64. — HJ.F^ 

346. Wesley at Herrnhut. — In Wakeley's Anecdotes of the 
Wedeys it is stated that John Wesley, on his way to Herrn- 
hut, was brought before the Prince Royal at Weimar. Is 
there any authority for this ? Wesley merely says that he 
was "carried before I know not what great man (I believe 
the Duke)." — Bev. Hefi/ry Bett. [Moore, Life^ i, 329, says : 
" Frederick afterwards King of Prussia, then Prince Royal, 
as Mr. Wesley was informed." Frederick the Great came to 
the throne, 1740. — H.J.F.] 

347. Notes on Place-Names in the Journal. (See Cover, 
end, Proe.j v, 8). (i) Rusworth Inn (10 Nov., 1742). — 
Rev. T. E. Brigden finds " Rufforth " in the ist edition, 
and calls attention to a Rufford Inn in Sherwood Forest, 
Notts. This might certainly be taken by Wesley in his 
way from Castle Donington to Newcastle. (The Rufforth 
of II May, 1753, is near Acomb and York. See Dr. Lyth's 
Early Metk in York, pp. 52-3). Rev. Neh. Curnock, in 
the course of his decipherment of Wesley's Oxford pocket 
diary for 1726, comes upon an entry which somewhat clears 
up the matter. Wesley had been assisting his father at 
Wroote and Epworth, and was returning to Oxford, setting 
off on Monday, 19 September. " Set out for Oxon. : 
Dined at Rutworth Inn : At the Crown at Nottingham 
at six ... . Tues. Dined at the Whitehorse at 
Leicester: brother ill. At Bunny [before reaching 
Leicester] saw Sir F. Parkins' house .... Supped at 
Cave's Inn : much rain. Wed. 21. Dined at Banbury, the 
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Three Tuns : Robin's mare hurt, shoulder slipped. Hired a 
horse to Oxon. At the George : T[hank] G[od]." Several 
other entries make it clear that Bawtry was the gate of entry 
and exit for the Isle of Axholme towards the south. I 
enquired of Mr. Curnock whether the cipher certainly yielded 
" Rutworth." He informed me that it might very well be 
" Rusworth.*'^ "The middle letter is uncertain, the page 
being blurred by writing obliterated on the other side." 
Ruflford Inn might be taken in the way from Bawtry to 
Nottingham, but another very old inn yields the " s " of the 
name we seek, and in other ways has strong claims. A little 
to the south of the cross-road between Worksop and 
Retford, and near the hamlet of Morton, lies Rushey Inn, 
of which I made enquiries that led me to Mr. E. R. Pater, 
of Retford, who replied at once : " Rushey was the inn ; 
there is a local tradition respecting Wesley's connection with 
it." This he followed up by long and patient inquiry in 
many quarters. ** Soon after I came to Retford I met with 
a tradition, which I have heard from various sources since, 
that John Wesley once slept at the place known as * Rushey 
Inn.' It is an inn no longer, but is divided into cottages. 
. . . Though it is now a derelict wayside hamlet, in 
Wesley's days Rushey Inn was on the London and North 
road. The North road was diverted to pass through the 
old borough of East Retford, during Wesley's life-time. The 
minute resolving to secure this is in the Corporation books^ 
dated 26 Jan., 1757, but the act was only obtained in 1766. 
The part of the road affected lay between Markham Moor on 
the south, and Barnby Moor on the north, of Retford. The 
whole of the old road is still in existence, partly in use, and 
partly a grass-covered, sandy lane. From a hazy recollection 
of Quiller Couch's Hetty fTesky, I think the Wesleys were 
in the habit of travelling south via Bawtry, and Rushey Inn 
was on the main road between Bawtry and Nottingham." 
Mr. Pater has tried many sources of information, personal 
and documentary, but finds nothing except " Rushey " ; 
"Rusworth" is unknown or forgotten. But experience 
on the text of the Joumak adds some probability to his 
further inquiry : " Is it not possible that Wesley confused 

I. In Wesley Studies, p. 64, Mr. Curnock has printed it "Susworth," 
so reading the cipher. Cunously, there is a Susworth, on the right bank of 
the Trent, across nrom Epworth, but it is quite out of our traveller^ way. 
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the name ? The inn is in the parish of Bdbworth. Babworth 
church would be visible, half-a-mile to the north-west, as the 
inn was approached, from the south at all events."' 

(2) Black House (8 Nov., 1745). — My conjecture of 
an early error for Black Horse is perhaps sustained by 
Rev. R. Green, who finds that there is an old inn of that 
name in what has now become a low quarter of the town of 
Macclesfield,—" Maxfield." 

(3) Ryd-y-Spardon (26 Sep., 1747).— Mr. D. B. Brad- 
shaw writes : " In its correct Welsh form Rhyd y spardyn, 
is about a mile and a quarter from Llangefni, and there can 
be little doubt that it was a farm house. . . . Wesley 
frequently preached in Anglesey farm houses, the most 
notable case being that of William Pritchard, Clwchdyrnog, 
Llanerchymedd, who was the pioneer of Nonconformity in 
Wales." Mr. J. T. Lightwood adds : " R. y Sp. 
a farm house on the banks of a small stream, 
the position of which is clearly shown on contemporary 
maps." 

(4) Finny Green (i Sep., 1748). — Several workers 
point out that there is a Tinney Green, a few miles from 
Newcastle-under-Lyme. The confusion between F and T is 
not infrequent in the proper names in the printed Jov/mals, 
The difficulty in accepting this identification is that from 
Chinley to Tinney Green and then to Astbury, which is near 
Congleton, does not look likely, in view of Wesley's being 
at Wednesbury on the following day. Chinley, Astbury, 
Tinney Green, Wednesbury would be a fairly direct route. 

(7) "A Little Quiet House beyond Kendal " 
(16 April, 1761). — Mr. W. C. Sheldon sends a letter from 
Mr. C. Graham, the borough treasurer of Kendal, who says 
that " at Staveley is a small inn, now The Fat Lamb, which 
from its a%e would no doubt be in existence in 1761." Mr. 
Graham thinks that from this point Wesley's route to White- 
haven would be by way of Windermere, Ambleside, 

2. Mr. Pater sought help from a local magistrate, Mr. J. A. H. Hirst. 
Mr. Hirst's great grandmother was a friend of Wesle/s, and he possesses a 
grand£ather-clock and an eight-legged table, of which he has the history. 
They were the property of his ancestress, and came from Epworth rectory. 
Mr. Pater's kind letter concludes : ** I can show you where Wesley preached 
in Retford, 24 June, 17S6. (After the new road, notice). The land nas been 
recently built upon, but the incident is commemorated by a letter, which was 
I believe written in all good feeling, but which deserves immortalizing in 
foui Proceedings for its quaint assumptions." 
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Langdale, over Wrynose and Hard Knott, to Boot and 
Whitehaven, " a wild and mountainous road." Rev. James 
Graham, our minister at Nelson, excellently supplements? 
this : ** I think Wesley went by the north end of Windermere, 
and after leaving the head of the lake, turned too much to 
the south-west, losing himself, in all probability upon 
Oxenfell and Holmfell. He would descend to Little 
Langdale, where there is a Fell Foot near the foot of the 
pass. Assuming that Oxenfell was the first mountain, 
Wrynose would be the second. It is very wild ; the road 
itself is very steep, and would impress him with its rugged 
grandeur. He would then descend and cross by Cockley 
Beck, which is about half-way between the passes, and then 
over Hard Knott pass down to Boot, and so to Whitehaven. 
I cannot suppose that he would go via Broughton from 
Kendal. The road is too circuitous; whereas the passes 
were the old packhorse-road between Whitehaven and 
Kendal, and the most direct. It would be very possible, 
after leaving Ambleside, to turn too soon, and so to get 
out of his way." 

(8) A Little Village, 2]^ Hours from Evesham 
(21 March, 1764). — Two valued correspondents have 
suggested [King's] Norton, near Birmingham. But the fol- 
lowing, from Rev. H. W. H. Butler, our minister at 
Redditch, is probably conclusive for Studley, between 
Evesham and Birmingham. Wesley had dined there, 6 May, 
1745, and had stopped, 29 June, 1748. Mr. Butler's kind 
communication illustrates these two entries also. 

"15 Feb., 1907. I have this afternoon been to 
Studley, and have made enquiries of Mr. Henry Wilkes, one 
of our principal members there, who I knew could tell me 
all the tradition there was. I will give you his statement. 
First, he says there is not the least doubt that Wesley stayed 
at The Barley Mow, an inn of the 13th century, with a great 
history. It is still there, and is situated on the Birmingham 
road, just as you enter Studley. The Boot, as you say, is a 
mile nearer Birmingham. Mr. Wilkes further states, what may 
have some interest for you, that his own great-grandmother 
was at Studley when Wesley called, and he thinks Wesley 
mentions her as a godly Methodist whom he found there, 
and even mentions her name, Essex. But my copy of the 
Journals only contains the general reference to the woman 
who was in such great sorrow. The house in which Mr, 
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Wilkes lives is a very old one, though improved beyond all 
recognition. Tradition says that in Wesley's time it was 
.occupied by a butcher, and that» as Wesley passed, this 
butcher was swearing furiously. Wesley, it is said, stopped 
and rebuked him, and, at the very spot where Wesley 
thus stopped, our present Chapel stands. I thought you 
would like to hear the whole tradition. The place where 
Wesley stayed seems to be The Barley Maw, beyond all 
doubt. One other item of tradition is that he preached 
from the horse block at Ths Barley Maw, which Mr. Wilkes 
tried to secure, but without success, and it has now been 
removed." Mr. W. H. Duignan, a well-known Midland 
antiquarian, writing to Mr. W. C. Sheldon, describes The 
Barky Mow as " an ancient and picturesque inn, on the west 
side of the road." 

(10) Village near Eyam (27 March, 1766). — Rev. 
M. luggall writes : '' I think it probable that Wesley refers 

to Grindleford, which is about two miles from Eyam, on 
the way to Hathersage. There is a well-authenticated 
tradition that Wesley preached on a stone step at Grindleford 
in the open air, just opposite where a newly erected 
Methodist (' Reform J Chapel now stands." 

(11) Brinsley (12 April, 1766).— On all grounds we 
may assume that this is an early error for Hindley, near 
Wigan. " Brinsley " is quite unknown in the neighbourhood. 
Obviously this is quite distinct from Hindley Hill (27, 28, 
Aug., 1748), spelled also Hinely Hill (Aug. and Sep., 1749), 
and now usually Hineley Hill. 

(14) The Preaching House in Weardale(ii June, 
1774). — Rev. J. C. Nattrass writes that this is High House 
Chapel, built about 1760. The date in Miles' Chronolafficai 
Hist, is 1763. 

(16) Kingston Lodge (18 Oct., 1775). — Mr. J. T. 
Lightwood says : " A hunting-lodge belonging to Lord 
Craven, where he sometimes resided. It is 5 miles from 
Wantage, and is described in an old book as being * at the 
edge of the finest part of the downs.' *' 

(17) BiLBROOK [Bill Brook via Codsall, Staffs.] (4 Ap., 
1 751, and frequently afterwards). — Mr. W. C. Sheldon 
writes : " Bilbrook ... is now but a cluster of country 
cottages, with a good house or two, a couple of miles off any 
main road, and could not have been more important at that 
time. What took Wesley there ? . . . A mile beyond 
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is the village of Codsall, where there was an old society and 
chapel, probably the outcome of Bilbrook." 

(i8) WiLTSTOw (5 Jan. 1 762). — Rev. William Bradfield, 
B.A., of Cambridge, replied to my request for information 
upon this puzzling name : " I know the country well, and 
there is no place of that name near Harston, as located so 
definitely by Wesley. It must be Whittlesford that is meant. 
It agrees with all the indications of the text." Mr. Bradfield 
enquired for me of Mr. Maynard, of Whittlesford, who sends 
a full list of varying earlier forms of the name of the village. 
Most of these end in " ford," none in " stow." He says, 
however, that many of the " fords " thereabout in popular 
speech become ** ser.'* " Whittlesford " is " Witser," which 
he suggests Wesley heard and recorded imperfectly. 

(19) " Bradshaw-House " (22 April, 1774. Froc. VI, 
pt. I ; cover, end). — This is theTpreaching] house at Bradshaw. 
Walker's Hist, of Meth, in Halifax, p. 123, says: "It was 
during Mr. Alley's stay in the circuit that a chapel was erected 
at Bradshaw for the benefit of the numerous congregation 
which now regularly assembled at James Riley's." Its 
erection was begun **in the winter of 1772." On p. 2x6, 
Walker says that " Bradshaw was more properly the name of 
the place " than Illingworth. The name is still known, as 
attached to a few houses in Houldsworth, which belongs to 
Illingworth. 

The need of local knowledge, to distinguish (say) 
between " Longwood-House " (28. 4. 86), which is residential, 
and was the home of the Whitakers (27. 7. 81 ; 24. 5. 82) ; 
and " Blackburn-House " just before (17. 4. 86), and " Dews- 
bury-House" just after (30. 4. 86), both of which are only 
preaching " houses," frequently occurs. " Longwood-House '* 
(11. 7. 84) and " Greetland-House '^ are printed together and 
alike. The latter is a preaching place only, whose very 
special history is given fully by Walker, (ypus cit, pp. 102- 104. 
Corrigenda, Addenda. — {Notes; appendix to Proc. VI, xii seq.) 
Briel : read 30. 8. 86 for 30. 8. 96 ; Skilburness for Skil- 
burnen ; Stahley Hall for Stanley Hall. To § I, p. xii, 
might have been added : Beverley EE (ist ed.) Burnley ; 
to § IV, p. xiv, Cardinmarsh (16. 3. 71) Garden marsh ; 
p. xvii, Meldred, Meldreth. Botsamlode should not have 
been marked EE. It is quite correct, though in popular 
phonetic. Bottisham Lode is a hamlet near, but distinct 
from Bottisham. — H. J. Foster.

Of this portrait Mr. J. G. Wright wrote in Proceedings, III, 
pp. 187-8. "About 1765 a portrait of Wesley was painted by 
Nathaniel Hone, R.A., who was a miniaturist (i 734-1 784). It 
is a large canvas and hangs in the National Portrait Gallery. It 
was sold among the eflfects of Miss Wesley, and purchased by 
the Trustees, November, 1861. It has been many times engraved. 
He may have painted two portraits, as there is a mezzotint 
after the same artist, but reversed." Mr. Wright adds in a 
footnote that — at least in the engravings — these are not simply 
reversed, as if the painter had not drawn in reverse upon his 
plate ; they differ in several small details. 

Our illustration is from a photograph taken direct from 
Hone's painting. 



William Ripley, op Whitby. 

" He was a burning and a shining light." 

John Wesley's yiwrwa/, 13 June, 1786. 



In that part of the North Riding called Cleveland, and near 
to Rosebery Topping, declared by the typical country maiden, 
Margery Moorpoot, to be the highest hill in all Yorkshire, was 
bom in 1739 William, son of William Ripley, stonemason and 
&rmer, upon the estate of Sir William Foulis. 

When William was twelve years of age his father passed out 
of this life, on his death bed giving to his son a solemn charge 
to follow in bis steps. But temptations were strong ; horse-racing 
and card-playing found more favour with him than hymn-singing 
and prayer-meetings. He found no permanent happiness in such 
pursuits, and had seasons of penitence and intervals of peace, 
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until again overcome by his besetting sins. At length, at a 
meeting held in the village, afterwards written of by honest 
John Castello, " They're wakkened at Easby ; the Lord is amang 
'em "; — the Lord was indeed amongst them that night, and William 
Ripley was soundly converted to God. It would be a longer 
story than can at present be told to relate the troubles he 
endured because of his Methodism. The squire. Sir William 
Foulis, was displeased when he heard that the son of a tenant 
was consorting with these fanatics ; the clergyman saw no reason 
why a parishioner should listen to any religious teacher other 
than himself; and in the end their annoyances led him to 
remove to Stokesley, a few miles away, where he worked at his 
trade for well nigh a year. 

At that time Stokesley, as well as Whitby, was in the York 
Round. The preachers were Thomas Olivers and Alexander 
Mather. Work becoming scarce, Olivers advised Ripley to try 
Whitby. Accordingly, on the eve of Good Friday, 1760, he 
came to Whitby, where he found twelve members. That very 
evening he led the class, Alexander Mather having given him 
the book. 

Here he continued to live in that indeterminate position 
which marks great movements in their beginnings; working at 
his trade; now building houses and now riding away for many 
miles to deliver the Gospel message ; with equal industry labour- 
ing both for the bread that perisheth, and for that which is unto 
eternal life. He was indeed a man of extraordinary energy. 
When he had been in Whitby only two years, he built the first 
chapel. He chose an unfortunate site for it, on the harbour side, 
between the Church steps and the east pier, where the ground is 
slippery and unsafe. The fate came upon it which nearly a 
hundred years after came upon the Cholmley School ; the founda- 
tions gave way and the building was ruined.^ 

Ripley, however, did not live to see the catastrophe. He 
was probably of delicate constitution. He certainly undertook 
work beyond the powers of any ordinary man; his business 
engagements were considerable and sometimes harassing. He 
tells us that one year, when he had made up his accounts and, as 
the custom then was, had laid up provisions for the winter, he 
found himself with one halfpenny left, and he praised God for

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that. His early morning preachings, his class meetings, his 
long rides in all weathers when in one day he sometimes would 
hold five services, eventually told upon his health. When 
Wesley reached Whitby in 1784, he found him looking alarmingly 
ill. " If you wish your husband to live,*' he said to Mrs. Ripley, 
"let him go with me,*' and so from Whitby, round to all the 
places Wesley visited until he came to Leeds, where Conference 
was held that year, Ripley was his companion, and has given us 
a fuller account of what passed on the journey than is to be found 
in the Jov/mals. [See On travel with Wesley the Preacher^ — 
Proc. IV., 5, 127.] 

Of William Ripley's family some died in their youth. I 
remember to have heard it said that the Rev. Daniel Draper, 
whose calm Christian bravery, when about to go down with the 
London^ foundering in the Bay of Biscay, should not be forgotten, 
at least by Methodists, was his grandson. I do not know on what 
authority this was reported, nor whether it can be verified. But 
the life of his daughter Dorothy exhibits a singular phase of 
religious experience and labour, of which much might be said. 
In the year 1827 she published in Philadelphia, The Memoirs of 
WiUiam Ripley^ minister of the gospel, Whitby, Englcmd, The late 
Mr. George Vasey had evidently seen this book, as his brief 
history of Methodism in the Whitby circuit contains a few extracts 
from it I have seen only one copy, which may be thai which 
Mr. Vasey had read. I tried to buy it, but failed, and I am afraid 
the owner has since then removed. Whilst, however, it was in 
my care I made a copy of it, and have it in manuscript. 

Dorothy Ripley says : " After my honoured parent had been 
entombed forty years I met with this manuscript, written with his 
own hand, which I now present to the public, unadorned with 
sophistical knowledge, for he was a man of the purest mind, and 
only attended to the simplicity of the Gospel, to win sinners to 
his Lord and Master Jesus Christ." She also says that a part of 
his writings went to London and were lost. We may reasonably 
conjecture that the account of his life was written by Ripley for 
the Armvnian Magazine, but that for some reason, or by accident, 
it was not published. 

Dorothy Ripley's admiration for her father was unbounded. 
" I marked his conduct," she says, " from day to day, till seven- 
teen years rolled round, during which period I never knew him 
once to omit his duty to his God, bringing in his servants to join 
with him, and his dearly beloved wife and children, morn, noon, 
and evening, to hear the sacred Scriptures read, which were 
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succeeded by fervent prayer; for he had an uncommon gift, 
accompanied with the unction of the Holy One/ 

There is testimony also of the esteem in which he was held by 
contemporaries. James Rogers says : *' After spending near one 
year in this place, I removed to Whitby, where was a large and 
flourishing society. I felt very unsettled and unhappy, till at last 
I resolved, God being my helper, to join that loving people. But 
then, I thought, I was too vile, and was greatly discouraged by 
reflecting on my repeated backslidings for upwards of four years, 
doubting I should never stand long. However my convictions 
increased so that I could take no rest, neither night nor day, till 
I sent for William Ripley, a man whose memory will long be 
precious to that society and to me. I expected that he would 
accuse me of my past ingratitude to God and his people, but not 
a word of this. No, he saw me labouring under the weight of a 
wounded spirit, and the comfort he administered to me at that 
time was a cordial to my soul. Without asking me any questions 
he bowed his knee before God, to write a note to admit me into 
the society, which I received with a trembling hand." * 

A young man named Christopher Middleton came to Whitby 
in search of work, and found it in the employ of William Ripley. 
Here he often heard the gospel, and under the influence of his 
master was brought to a knowledge of the truth, and became for a 
brief time a happy labourer in the Master's vineyard. In 
August 1783, he wrote, " It was never better with me than now ; 
I live more in heaven than ever I did, and the world is under my 
feet. Last Sunday I went to a little village near the Bay (Robin 
Hood's Bay) and for the second time spake in public. The house 
was filled with people, and my soul was filled with God." 

" I believe William Ripley is likely soon to change earth for 
heaven ; the Lord give him a bright setting sun." And again, 
" My soul exults in God ; what bright views of endless felicity ; 
glory be to my dear Redeemer. My master, William Ripley, is 
going to reap the reward of his labours. O what a preacher of 
holiness ! What hold of God ! O how happy, how satisfied I " * 

In 1783 Robert Hopkins was sent into the circuit. The day 
after his arrival he went round calling upon the members, his 
companion being William Ripley, who from that time became 
dear to him. At Whitby, Mr. Hopkins had a severe affliction,

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which seemed likely to prove fatal. ''I took farewell," he says, " o 
my dear brethren Ripley and Thorn, and all that were with me. 
I was afterwards divinely led out to pray in a very fervent manner 
for my relatives, for brothers Ripley and Thorn, and all the friends 
in the society ; next I prayed for the Reverend Mr. Wesley, and 
all the preachers in the Connection ; for His Majesty King George, 
and all the Royal Family ; and lastly for the world at large. I 
then commended myself to the Lord Jesus Christ, believing I 
should be, in a few hours, in that happy world where prayer is 
turned into endless praise. I fell asleep, and when I awoke, these 
words were deeply impressed upon my mind, * O Lord, Thou 
hast chastened me sore, but Thou hast not given me over to 
death.' "* Amongst the influences which helped to the recovery of 
Mr. Hopkins, was the warm affection the members at Whitby 
entertained for him. 

And, although it is departing for a moment from the story of 
William Ripley, we may add that this illness led Mr. Hopkins to 
write to Mr. Wesley saying he doubted whether the climate of 
Whitby was suitable for him. Mr. Wesley replied, 
** Dear Robert, 

The return you are to make for the blessings you have received, 
is to declare them to all mankind and to exhort all believers 
strongly and explicitly to go on to perfection. You never need 
lose what you now experience, but may increase therein, till your 
spirit returns to God. 

You cannot infer that the air of this or that place does not 
agree with you, because you have a fever there. But if there be 
a necessity, Christopher Peacock will change places with you. 
I am, Dear Robert, 

Your affectionate brother, 

J. Wesley." 
At Leeds Ripley had consulted the eminent physician, Mr. 
Hey, who advised a sea voyage ; accordingly he went to London 
by sea. It was in vain ; he returned home to die, in the Decem- 
ber of the same year. 

Beautiful was his departure ; his family around him weeping ; 
his daughter Dorothy singing, by his desire, 

" The watery deep I pass, With Canaan in my view, 
And through the howling wilderness My way pursue."

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" And," he said, " if it is possible from that other world to help 
those we leave behind in this, I will be with you, to strengthen 
you in every good thought and purpose ; " and so sajring he fell 
on sleep. 

There are two tombstones, standing close by the north wall of 
the venerable parish church at Whitby. They once bore the 
names of departed members of the Ripley family, and on one of 
them was engraved that of this holy man of God. Time, and the 
fierce blasts of the north-east wind, have eaten away the words 
which we know were once to be read on it : 

" Religion's sacred cause his soul inspired, 
His actions governed and his bosom fired. 
In early youth her precepts were his guide, 
He lived obedient and triumphant died. 
Reader, like him improve thy present hour, 
Thy past and future are not in thy power." 

They should be restored; yet time would again destroy. 
There are more abiding memorials than stone or brass, and in his 
Journal, under 13 June, 1786, John Wesley has written William 
Ripley's sufficient epitaph, in the words which stand at the head 
of this article.

(I.) AN EARLY LETTER TO HIS MOTHER. 

Dear Mother, 

Soon after I had finished my last to you, we left Colen on 
the passage boat, and travelled slowly four days upon the Rhine, 
through a double range of rocks and mountains diversified with 
more variety than ever painter could imagine. Some were 
smooth as if polished by art, some rough, abrupt and rugged 
as if torn by a fresh earthquake, some again were quite bare, 
others were cloathed with grass, others with trees, corn, or vines. 
On Sunday in the evening we came to Mentz, and on Monday 
before noon to Frankfort, where the father of Peter Bohler 
(lately with me at London and Oxon) received us with all 
kindness. About one o'clock on Tuesday we came safe to 
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Marienboum, a small village seven hours from Frankfort, where 
Count Zinzendorf has hired for three years (till one is built a 
few miles off on his own land, which is already begun) a large 
house and tolerably convenient, which lodges the greatest part 
of the small congregation here. 

The Count received us in a manner I was quite unac- 
quainted with, and therefore know not how to express. I 
believe his behaviour was not unlike that of his Master (If we 
may compare human with Divine) when he took the little 
children in his arms and blessed them. We should have been 
much amazed at him, but that we saw ourselves encompast with 
a cloud of those who were all followers of him as he is of Christ. 
Eighty-eight of them praise God with one heart and one mouth 
at Marienbourn. Another little company at Runneburg, an 
hour off, another at Biidingen an hour from thence, and yet 
another at Frankfort. I now understand those words of poor 
Julian, " See how these Christians love one another. *' Yea, how 
they love all who have the faintest desire to love the Lord Jesus 
Christ in sincerity. O may he sanctify to us their holy con- 
versation, that we may be partakers of the spirit which is in 
them, of their faith unfeigned and meekness, wisdom, and love 
which never faileth. Dear mother, forget not, often to desire 
this for

Notes on the Foregoing Letter. 

This letter was written on one of the d?iys between Monday, Novem- 
ber 3rd, 1777, and November i6th, the labours of which are thus summarised 
by Wesley in \i\s Journal: — **I began visiting the classes in London, in 
which I was fully employed for seven or eight days ; afterwards I visited those 
in the neighbouring towns, and found reason to rejoice over them." West- 
minster was a "neighbouring town" in those days. 

Were the ** Houses " mentioned in the letter, chapels or residences ? 
One would naturally say the former, but the dates given in Myles seem 
to point the other way, viz., Drifi&eld, 1787 ; Gisborough, 1790. 

I am told by the owner of the letter I quote that it is the remnant of a 
large correspondence between Wesley and Ripley, which unfortunately went 
astray from the family about 1 851. Where arc these letters now ?

She made a 
centenary oflfering of the original letter to Alleghany College. There it is 
preserved as a sacred relic. " Evidently some hostile interference on the part of the 
Rev. Henry Beauclerc and his accessories is referred to in the correspondence.

He was the guest of Mr. James Copeland, 
one of a &mily but recently settled in the place, and which long were among 
the strongest supporters of Methodism in Fermanagh. Rev. Wm. Copeland 
was a prominent ininister of Irish Methodism, and with Mr. Hugh Copeland, 
of Enniskillen, Sir Wm. McArthur served his apprenticeship. 

The above letter was written to Mr. James Copeland about a year before 
Wesley's visit to his house, and dealt with some of Copeland's spiritual 
difficulties. It is now in possession of Mr. Robert Trimble, J. P., of 
Swanlmbar, Co. Cavan.— W. A. H. ROBINSON.]

Moorfields, 1743. (Price Two-pence)." 

(Signed at the end " T.B.") 

The letter begins " Sir. You have often charged me with 
being a Methodist ; I then not having an opportunity to give you 
an answer, was almost silent about it. But I have since felt 
myself constrained to let you know my mind concerning it, which 
is as follows : 

" The last time you spoke with me, you told me that you heard 
say I was a mighty man at the Foundery y and that I belonged to 
the Bands. I then told you that I did not ; but yet that I did go 
to hear Preaching there, of which I was not ashamed. You asked 
me. And could I bear to hear them ? And said you wondered and 
were astonished that any Man of common sense could bear it, 
much more a religious man and a Professor : For they preached 
up Free will, and general Redemption ; and denied the glorious 
doctrine of election and reprobation ; and there is a mixture of 
Quietism, and such strange confused stuff, and then persons fall 
into Fits, and cry out ; and then they have all joy and heaven in 
their hearts, and neglect their Business. You added that you 
understand the Wesleys have each four or five hundred Pound 
per Annum collected for them." 

Then follow T.B.'s answers to these charges, well and tersely 
expressed, with an admirable collection of passages of scripture 
bearing on the questions. I give a few extracts : — 

I. ''I confess that I do go often to hear them, and am willing 
to go more frequently than I do : For I find their Doctrine more 
directly adapted to my present wants, than any I can hear in Town 
besides." 

4. " As to Christ's dying for all, I need not say much about 
that, because the Word of God is so full of it ; so I chuse leave 
that with you, to get clear of it how you can, for I can't" 
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5. " You charge them with Quietism : This you would not do 
was you to hear them, for I have often heard them treat on that 
subject, but never heard them protest against any one thing so 
much as against that : But you told me some time ago that the 
Devil employed himself to carry about lies : Indeed I believe it : 
so I hope we are agreed at least on this point. 

6. " As to persons crying out or being in Fits, I shall not 
pretend to account exactly for that, but only would make this 
observation upon it : 

" It is well known that most of them that have been so exor- 
cised, were before persons of no religion at all ; but they have 
since received a sense of pardon, and have peace and joy in 
believing, and now are more happy and holy than ever they were 
before. And if this be so, no Matter what Remarks are made on 
their Fits. 

7. "But then you say they neglect their business. This 
charge seems to proceed merely from surmise, on account of their 
going to hear so often : Whereas, it is evidently known, many 
Families that used to be sotting and quarrelling at Alehouses in 
the evenings, so as often to make themselves unfit for work in the 
mornings, whereby they lived miserable : Now after work, instead 
of spending part of their day's earnings at the Ale-house, do hear 
the preaching, and hereby their Hearts are made so glad that they 
can rise at five to hear the Word, and go chearfuUy to work at 
six, and are better husbands on all accounts. 

8. " * And then they have all Joy and Heaven in their hearts.' 
I begin to think strange at this, to hear you make so light, and 
banter about Heaven being in the hearts of persons ; because if 
we do not feel joy, and heaven and love to God shed abroad in 
our hearts while here, I can't tell how we shall be meet for the 
eternal enjoyment of Him in Glory." 

In this style " T.B." packs twenty-two pages with common 
sense and sound doctrine. 

Now Charles Wesley, in his Journal, refers to Thomas Butts as 
"T.B." (Aug. 17th, 1744.) Thomas Jackson so interprets the 
initials, in his index to the letter to " Tommy." There are numer- 
ous references to him as the travelling companion of the Wesley's — 
seven, at least in Charles Wesley's Journal, and two in John 
Wesley's. On April 19th, 1744, Charles Wesley notes: "I sent 
T. Butts to Wednesbury, with ;£^6o, which I have collected for 
the sufferers." These were the sufferers from the notorious ' riots.' 
T. Butts' name does not appear in the lists of the first Bands at the 
Foundery, as given by Stevenson. The reason why he was not in 
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the jubilant " Bands " may have been based on the self distrust 
and conscious need expressed in his " letter," when he writes : 
*' For notwithstanding I have been a professor many years, yet I 
find I am far short of possessing that glorious Gospel-rest that 
Christ hath promised to all that truly seek ; for I am now groaning 
under the bondage of corruption, and crying out, ' O wretched 
man that I am ' ! which condition I find to be miserable, and a 
state not to be rested in ; and I trust I shall not rest until I am 
delivered from it, and brought into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God : For the word of God and these ministers tell 
me that there is Deliverance to be had." 

Thomas Butts, Charles Wesley's friend " Tommy," signs him- 
self " T. Butts " in the circular letter which he and W. Briggs 
issued when they were appointed Wesley's first Book-Stewards. A 
letter by him appears in the Arminian Magazine — 1779, p. 259 — 
on the duty of all to pay their debts. Stevenson (City Boad 
Chapelj p. 276) says he was described as "a man as honest as 
honesty itself" The frank common sense, the unaffected sincerity, 
the reasonable straight-forward style of the letter signed T.B. 
would be in everyway worthy of this honest man, who was one of 
the first two connexional lay-officials.

I have in my possession an interesting Methodist relic, a Pocket 
Book for the year 1798 which belonged to the Rev. Joseph Pescod, 
who travelled from 1776 until 1805. The Pocket Book is for 
1 799 ; but all the dates have been altered to make it serve for 
the later year, a fact which speaks eloquently of small stipends. 
It is rather smaller than the ordinary Methodist Pocket Book of 
to-day, and on opening it one is first of all impressed with the 
convenience and utility of it. Quite an astonishing amount of 
Methodist and general information is to be found between its 
covers. As the title page says, it contains "Memoirs never 
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before published, Poetry, Anecdotes, and a variety of useful 
and edifying articles.''^ 

Opposite the title page appears a portrait of John Wesley. Then 
follow an account of Dr. Annesley ; a Hymn ; Remarks on 2 
Kings, xxi, 3 ; a poem written by Mr. John Ryley on Mr. Wesley's 
recovery from fever in 1775 ; a letter from Whitefield to Wesley ; 
another Hymn ; moveable feasts ; a Table of the Moon ; and a 
Marketing Table. At the end of the book there is an account of 
one or two Methodist worthies, a " remarkable account of a Child," 
such as Wesley himself would have delighted in, and a few other 
matters of interest, including two letters from John Wesley, an 
Account of Places of Worship, Hackney Coach Fares, Holidays, 
Banking information and, a table showing the value of dollars in 
English money. 

Its chief interest, however, lies in the Diary itself, which records 
with minute fidelity the labours of this servant of God. The 
glimpse afforded into the life of a " rank and file " Methodist 
preacher more than 100 years ago, is the more interesting because 
the record was kept for private purposes only. Joseph Pescod 
would have been surprised that a century later his pocket-book 
would be eagerly scanned and prized as a memorial of the past. 
I transcribe a few of the items. 

At the Conference of 1 798 Mr. Pescod was appointed to the 
Burton-on-Trent Circuit, with William Hicks as his colleague. 
On a memorandum page at the beginning of the Diary he writes 
the following prayer : " Lord, help me to spend this year more to 
thy glory than I have done the last. I bless thy Name that I have 
not wickedly departed from my God : but I see a thousand defects 
in myself. I bless thee for a mediator through whom I still have 
access to thee. O let me feel the utmost efficacy of Jesus's blood 
td cleanse my soul from sin, and fill me with all the life of love ! 
The Church of God is more tranquil than at the beginning of the 
last year. Bless the Lord. The Nations of the Earth are yet all 
agitation. Lord breathe the spirit of peace amongst mankind." 

" Jan. I. I returned to Burton and then went to Repton, had 
a comfortable time. Praise the Lord. 7. I preached at Burton 
to a thin congregation. t6. Lord have mercy on Callowhill. 
17. Poor Hickson. [Hixon]. 18. Wretched Uttoxeter." Mr. 
Pescod evidently had a very brotherly colleague, as the two foUow-

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ing entries show : " Feb. 8. On account of the snow Mr. Hicks 
went in my turn to Bootharp. 9. Mr. Hicks went in my turn to 
Tam worth. 13. The roads being impassable to Hickson, I went 
to Doveridge. 16. The melting of the snow occasioned a flood 
in our street : the water was in several houses, we were thankful it 
was not in ours. Feb. 19. At Thuraston [Thurwaston] I had a 
tolerable congregation. Lord send thy word to all their hearts ! 
20. And pretty many at Hatton Moor. April 9. A woman 
found peace while I was preaching at Aldress [Alrewas]. May 8. 
Poor, poor Callowhill. 9. Wicked Hickson, June 9. Dover- 
idge. I renewed tickets. Thos. Parker and his wife left us in a 
pet. Lord convince them of their folly." 

Mr. Pescod attended the Manchester Conference of 1799, ^^^ 
there are several notes referring to it : 

" July 28. I heard Messrs. Bradbum, Coke, J. Taylor, and 
Mather. The congregations were very large and attentive. Lord, 
bless the word of thy Messengers. 29. Mr. Warrener preached. 
Mr. Bradburn chosen President. 39. Minutes of the Districts 
were read, and the Book Business was settled. 31. Various 
Questions were discussed. We had still sweet peace. Aug. i. 
Characters were examined, and a free conversation on the preach- 
ing and conduct of Preachers employed the day." 

Then follow three pages of Conference Notes, written in pencil 
and evidently during Conference, dealing with suggestions from 
different Districts with regard to Book affairs and other matters. 
It is interesting to notice that Birmingham suggested that the 
Legal Hundred should constitute "a perpetual committee for 
stationing the Preachers." 

At this Conference Mr, Pescod was appointed to the Gains- 
borough Circuit, and on the first Sunday he records : " I preached 
twice at Lincoln with freedom, the people seem to receive us 
cordially. Lord, make us useful ! O revive thy work and send us 
great success this year. Sept. 10. I walked to Stocketh 
[Stockwith], a very dead place. Lord, quicken it ! 17. I went 
to dirty Owersby, had a few people. Lord, reach their hearts. 
18. At dirty South Kelsey, I had a few hearers and few 
attended. 19. At dirty North Kelsey I had a few dull hearers. 
20. Through miserable roads and much water I got to Wadding- 
ham. 22. I preach** at Scotter and Kirton with tolerable liberty : 
but I hear of no souls either convinced or converted since I came 
into this Circuit. Oct. 5. I had a small company at Ingham. 
Lord give both them and me more of the inward life and power 
of religion. 6. I preach^ at Ingham in the morning, at Lincoln 
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afteraoon and night The rude boys made a noise as usuaL 
17. The poor souls at Faldingworth seem to get none forward. 
Lord rouse them. 30. My mare was laid fast in the mud at 
Owersby. I got her drawn out with a horse. 31. I think I 
never saw dirtier towns than the two Kelseys. O that the people 
would seek clean hearts. Nov. 4. At Scawby I preach^ a funeral 
sermon with tolerable liberty. Bless God. 6. At Messingham 
I had not many hearers, and the few as well as myself were dull 
enough. 8. I had a very dull time at Scotton. Lord, have 
mercy on me." 

The Diary since Sept. reveals a sense of dissatisfaction with the 
spiritual condition of the Societies in the Circuit, and probably 
most preachers can appreciate the entry under Nov. 14. "I had a 
poor few at Faldingworth. O Lord how long shall thy servants 
labour in vain." "Nov. 16. I went to Gainsbro merely to satisfy 
the people. O when will men look beyond the feeble instruments^ 
to God from whom alone all blessings come." About this time, 
however, better days seem to have come for he records : *' Nov. 
22. I had many hearers and a good time at Scarle. I trust the 
Lord is about to bless us;" and he not unfrequently now has 
occasion to bless God for " good congregations " and " comfort- 
able times.*' 

" Dec. 30. I went to Hibbiston [Hibaldstow]. The man who 
built the Chapel was impelled thereto by a Dream wherein the 
spot of ground was shewed to him. He bought it and built y** 
Chapel. I had many attentive hearers. 31. At Scawby we had 
but few people. I preached, and Mr. Wilson gave an exhortation. 
The night was very cold, and I fear the he&rts of some of the 
people were cold. Yet some, thank God, appeared to be blessed. 
O God revive thy work in this place." 

And so the Diary closes. Every page of it bears witness to 
unwearying zeal, and anxious, almost painful concern for the 
spiritual welfare of the Societies under the care of this devoted 
man of God. With a ministry composed of men of whom Joseph 
Pescod is a type, it is not difficult to understand the remarkable 
growth of the Methodist Church in its earlier days. On the last 
page of the Diary he writes thus : " By the mercy of God I am 
brought to the conclusion of the year 1799. I have not heard of 
any remarkable revival of the work of God anywhere since August 
last. Nor does it appear that I have been of much use to the 
Church of Christ myself this year. But my soul cries, *Lord, 
pardon my defects, and revive thy work ! * The political world 
has been all in confusion. The Duke of York's Expedition to 
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Holland has failed, with great loss. Bonaparte has return*' to 
France after the conquest of Egypt : and the Nations seem to be 
at a loss what to do. But God sitteth above the waterfloods and 
reigneth King forever."

North Wales in John Wesley's 
Journal. 



5 August, 1747. "We rode in a green vale shaded with rows 
of trees " : The vale of Dyfi, near Machynlleth (see Young's 
Methodism in Wales, p. 279). From Machynlleth he would pass 
through the beautiful winding Vale of Corris to Dolgelly, and 
thence [on the following day] through the Ganllwyd Glen on his 
way to Carnarvon. 

6 August. " Baldon Ferry " : Moel-y-don Ferry. It crosses 
the Menai Straits at Port Dinorwic, Moel-y-don being on the 
Anglesey side. [The Rev. J. Hugh Michael, B.A., learned from 
the ferryman that in his lease the ferry is called by four different 
names : Moel-y-don, Mol-y-don, Bol-y-don, and Llanwyn. — H. J.F.I 

26 August. " Ryd-y-Spardon " : Rhydyspardyn, about ij 
mile west of Llangefni on the old road to Holyhead. There was 
no Noncomformist Chapel in Anglesey prior to 1764, but there 
were private houses open, where travelling preachers were 
welcomed. 

5 March, 1748. " Trefollwin *' : TrefoUwyn, ijt mile 
north east of Llangefni. [See Chr. Hopper, E.M.P., 1, 202]. 

6 March. " Llanfehengel, about six miles south west of 
Llangefnye '': should be Llanfihangel. There are four places of this 
name in Anglesey, but none of them is located in the position 
indicated in the Journal. The Llanfihangel that Wesley referred to 
was no doubt Llanfihangel Tre'r Beirdd, which is situated six miles 
north east (or perhaps more strictly, north) of Llangefni. 

" Llanygorse " (in 1809 edition, " Glanygorse ") : Glan-y-gors. 
As there are several places bearing this name, a difficulty arises as 
to which one is referred to. If Wesley returned the same day to 
Llangefni, he would probably preach at Glan-y-gors in the Parish 
of Llangwyllog, being about one mile from the Church. This 
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would be on his way back to Trefollwyn farm, where he was stay- 
ing. If, however, he passed the night at Clwchdyrnog (see under 
25 March, 1750), he would most likely preach at Glangors-fawr or 
Glangors-bach, adjoining farms about 2^ miles north west of 
Llanerchymedd, and about 3 miles from Clwchdyrnog. The 
former alternative appears more likely to be correct, as 
probably Wesley did not visit William Pritchard until March, 1750. 

25 March, 1750. "We came to the sands": known as 
Traeth Mawr, 2J miles from Tan-y-bwlch. This low-lying plain 
stretches from Portmadoc almost as far as Aberglaslyn, the hills 
rising picturesquely from either side. The sands, to the extent of 
7,000 acres, were reclaimed from the sea by an embankment nearly 
a mile long, erected by Mr. Madocks towards the end of the i8th 
century, at a cost of ;^ 100,000. 

25 March, 1750. "Trefollwyn" was not the name of a 
Parish. (See above, 5 March, 1748). 

25 March, 1750. "William Pritchard," of Clwchdyrnog : 
" He was a native of Lleyn, Carnarvonshire. After his conversion 
he joined the Independent Church at Pwllheli, and his house 
became the home of pilgrim evangelists. He had a controversy 
with Chancellor John Owen of Bangor, and after being harassed 
for two or three years in the ecclesiastical court, won his case, but 
the Chancellor induced his landlord to turn him out of his farm. 
He was obliged to find a new home in Anglesey, near Llangefni. 
His new neighbours disliked his preaching services and devised 
all manner of schemes to molest him. One Sunday morning, a 
mob of about 250 attacked his house, breaking windows and 
threatening to kill everyone that hindered them. For this they 
suffered justice ; and the terrors of the law limited their churchly 
rage. But one method was still available — to have him driven out 
of his farm. This was done in 1745, and was again repeated some 
five years later. He found refuge at last in a leased farm on the 
Bulkeley Estate, called Clwchdyrnog. Here he welcomed 
preachers of all denominations and of all degrees ; amongst them 
being John Wesley. He himself remained faithful to his Church 
at Pwllheli, eighty miles away, attending its monthly communion 
up to the time of his death in 1773 " (Elvet Lewis : Ncmcmformity 
in Wales), Clwchdyrnog farm is little more than one mile by road 
to the north of Llanddensant village. 

I April. " Llanerell-y-madd " : Llanerchymedd. 

13 August, 1756. Place Bagh : "Plas-bach, about four miles 
south east of Conway, in the Parish of Llansantffraid-glan-Conway, 
on the Denbighshire side of the river Conway." [D. Young, p. 549],

Wesley's Coach Journeys between 
Chester and Holyhead : The following 
advertisement which appears in the Dublin 
Freeman's Journal of 26 to 28 March, 1771, 
is quoted here as indicating the travel con- 
ditions which obtained at that day on the 
Chester-Holyhead coach route : — 

Chester Post Coach to Holyhead (in 2 Days) sets out on 
Monday, March the 4th, at the Hour of Six in the Morning (from 
the White Lion and Yatch (sk) Inns in Chester, and to continue 
every Monday, Wednesday and Friday, at the above Hour, and 
the same Days, from the Eagle-and-Cnild, and WelchVhead Inns, 
in Holyhead), hung on Steel Springs, genteel and easy. The 
Proprietors are determined to spare no Expence to accommodate 
all Gentlemen and Ladies in the best manner ; and if they chuse 
to take a Bye-coach, they will undertake to carry them to and 
from Holyhead to Chester, in one Day and a Half, as the Parties 
shall agree. Each passenger to pay two Guineas ; one at the time 
of booking, and the other at entering the Coach. Each Passenger 
to be allowed twenty Pounds of Luggage, and for the Overplus to 
pay twopence per Pound. There will be a Boat kept at each 
Ferry on purpose ; each Passenger to pay Sixpence. Performed

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Bath Notes. 



Avon Street. Wood's HisL of Both, p. 76. "Avon 
Street .... is thirty feet broad and contains fifty-one Houses, 
which from a regular and tolerable bigness have fallen into 
an irr^ularity and meanness not worth describing." 

J.W. Jowmal, 20 Sep., 1758. " Room "too small ; encouraged 
them in their design to take a piece of ground and build. 

Mary Gerrish (ob. 19 March, 1825 ; W.M.M.^ 1825, p. 286) 
" one of the oldest members of our Society." " About the year 
1776^ joined the first class that was formed at Bath, and which 
met in an obscure room in Avon Street, the only place of worship 
then possessed by the Meth. Soc. in this city." Cf. Jawmal, 
24 Sep., 1779. James Gerrish. 

This probably does not necessarily mean that the first class 
in B. was formed in the year 1776. Tuck, Wes. Meth. in Fromey 
p. 42, gives from the old society-book at Frome, the roll of 
members at Bath, in Sep., 1757. There are 19, of whom all but 
three, — including Betty and Sarah Naylor [Cf. J.W. Jowmal^ 
8 July, 51, 27 Mar., 57*] — live in Avon Street, and all follow 
homely occupations. 

J.W. Jowmal, 21 March, 1777. • "Our chapel stands in the 
midst of all the sinners." 

Had been enlarged, and a gallery added, in 1770. See 
Alex. Mather, E.M.P., ii, 184. 

Memoirs of F. Shum, W,M,M., 1825, p. 654. "At this 
time the chapel was in Avon Street, amidst the poor and refuse 
of society, so that few people of character or respectability in the 
world's esteem were to be seen there, unless at the time of Mr. 
Wesley's annual visits. At other seasons the congregations were 
small and the members of society were persecuted or treated 
with contumely and scorn." 

Mr. Fox-Andrews says that this Avon Street chapel is that 
shown in the engraving in the Life of Mrs, [Geraldine Hooper] 
Denning ; and continued in use after the opening of King Street, 
until the Milk Street mission was undertaken. The site is now 
occupied by St. James' parish-room. 

The Christopher Inn. See Mem, of Edward Hadden, 
ob. 12 Aug., 1824 ; W,M,M,, 1825, p. 140. (His father's obituary 

I. See addendum (2). 2. See addendum (i). 
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is in AM., 1787, p. 75; written by Miss B[ishop?] of Bath, 
Wesley's correspondent.) 

Mrs. Hadden, his mother, married a second time, to Mr. 
Grange. After his death she kept on her husband's inn, The 
Christopher. " It was at The Christopher that Mr. Wesley found 
a home for many years whenever he visited Bath." On the 
Sabbath her house was private, and her domestics were at liberty 
to attend public worship. " She acquired an ample fortune." 

Mr. G. B. Caple (Proc,, I, 127) finds in the old Trustees' 
Book of King Street that the " proprietors " of this chapel, — of 
whom Wesley was one, and drew his interest, — held their annual 
meetings at The Christopher. 

Robert Spence, in his 2/t/e, p. 58, relates a vivid incident of 
the commercial room at The Christopher. 

WMM,y 1825, p. 285. Mr. Sam. Franckom, ob. 19 Feb., 
1825. 

WMM,, 1825, p. 859. Mr. Thomas Ball, father of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Collinson (Stev., City B., 497) "was regarded by 
the revered father of Methodism with peculiar esteem and 
confidence." 

ADDENDA. 

(i). Were these connected with the Mary Naylor of the (bracketed) 
references ? She is at Bradford-on- Avon in the Wheatley troubles. She was 
with Ch. Wesley in the riots at Devizes, in Feb., 1747. For her he wrote an 
elegy. She died 21 Mar., 1757. C.W. mentions her, always in the neigh- 
bourhood of Bath, 9 Oct., 1745, 30 June, 1748, 29 Nov., 1753. Wesley does 
Dot precisely say that he buried her in London, though it looks likely. His 
mention of her " courage " suits a Devizes heroine. C.W. vehemently re- 
pudiates any idea of her spiritual decline. Does he include his brother 
amongst her censors ? ** The saints whom erring saints condemn." 

Wesley to Miss Bishop. fVifrJts, xiii, 18 [1767]. " We have had 
a sode^ in Bath for about thirty years, sometimes larger and sometimes 
smaller ; with some later particulars of interest.

348. Methodism in the County of Hereford. — The present

London : Published by J. Johnston, 
98y Cheapside, and sold by aU Booksellers. According to the 
preface the poem was published 14 January, 18 16. Can 
any member of the W.H.S. give the real name of " Peter 
Porcupine, Junr " ?

350. Bonar's Story of John Wesley. — The following story is 
quoted from A. A. Bonar in the ETspo^iory Times, vol. V, 
p. 82, as illustrating I John, i, 7. I do not recollect meeting 
with this incident anywhere else. I should like to know 
whether the story is trustworthy. 

John Wesley was once stopped on the road by a highway- 
man. He quietly gave up all his money, and as the man 
was going away, he said to him, " Let me speak one word to 
you. The time will come when you will be sorry for the life 
you are leading. Remember this, 'the blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth us from all sin.' " 

Many years after, Wesley was leaving a church where he 
had been preaching, when a man approached him and asked 
if he remembered being stopped on the highway. "I was 
the robber, " he said. " The verse you quoted clung to me, 
and changed my life." — Bev, F. F. Bretherton. 

351. Liverpool Methodism. — Rev. F. M. Parkinson (W.H.S. 
Proc, I. 106 ) says "We are left in no doubt as to the exact 
date " when was " built the first Methodist Preaching House 
in Liverpool " i.e., Pitt Street, and gives 1754. It should be 
1750. The record in the Annals of Liverpool in 1754 refers to 
date of registration not erection. 

Wesley's visit to Liverpool 4 Aug., 1762, is not men- 
tioned in the index to the Journal. 

" Our Parish Church," which Wesley mentions in 
Journal, 21 April, 1757, and elsewhere, was St. Thomas.' 
It has recently been taken down. " The Old Church " which 
Wesley mentions in Journal 3 May, 1759, is St. Nicholas, 
near the landing stage. 
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Can any member help me with information as to 
Liverpool Methodism f — Bev. Oeo, Lester. 

352. We Have No Panniers (Jotmial. 29 Sep., 1748.) — Can 
any member explain the exact force of this reply. Was the 
owner of the " hoarse voice " which came out of the darkness a 
robber lying in wait for a helpless traveller ; or a confederate 
of smugglers ; or a would-be purchaser of smuggled goods, 
expected that night to be brought into the neighbourhood ? —

353. "Mr. V of C {Jov/maly 25 Sept., 1771 ) — Can any 

member identify these names. As a trial guess :— Crediton is 
suggested by Wesley's movements in the neighbourhood 
on some other occasions.

354. " Hymn Wanted." — Under this head in the Notes and 
Queries of T.P,*s Weekly appeared following query : — "About 
25 years ago I picked up an old Methodist hymn book 
(probably then 70 or 100 years old) in which the following 
curious verse appeared in one of the hymns. I quote from 
memory, but I know I am substantially correct. 

" G>me, honest sexton, take thy spade, 
And let my grave be quickly made. 
Now, dig it wide, and dig it deep ; 
That my poor soul may safely sleep." 

Can any one give me the entire hymn ? — D,0,P. " 

No reply to this query has appeared in T.P.^s Weekly, 
I share the querist's desire to see the " entire hymn." But 
can it be possible that such a piece of doggerel ever appeared 
in a Wesleyan (or other) hymn book. I know it was the 
practice of pious people in the " the good old times " to 
embellish their books of devotion with such metrical non- 
sense on the fly leaves, and, probably, the querist has met 
with something of this kind written in an old hymn book. 
But this question states that the verse "appeared in one 
of the hymns." 

Can any of our members who are familiar with the old 
hymn books throw light on this curious question ? — Mr, Bobert

355. Notes on Place Names in Journal. — North Wales in 
Journal. (Mr. D. B. Bradshaw, Supra, p. 53). In Wesley's 
time the main road from England to Holyhead, by way of 
the Bangor ferry, crossed Anglesey by the road passing 
through Llangefni and Gwyndu. The modern road lies a 
little to the south of this, and was part of Telford's scheme 
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for expediting the Irish coach-borae mails across Anglesey, 
sanctioned by Parliament in 1819, and including the 
supersession of the ferry by the well-known suspension bridge 
over the Menai Strait. "Gwendy," on the older road 
(Journal, 1 1, 7, 85) was popularly, though not very exactly, 
reckoned to be half way between the Strait and Holyhead. 
Perhaps therefore we may locate at Gwyndu Mr. Jenkin 
Morgan's "house, near half way between the Ferry and 
Holyhead," where W. had " lodged three years before," (24. 
3. 50). He is apparently, then, the " Mr. Morgan, a 
neighbouring schoolmaster," — i.e., near ** Thomas Thomas's, 
near Ryd-y-Spardon," (26. 8. 47, 3. 3. 48). 

Is anything known of the "honest exciseman (Mr. 
Holloway)" — Christopher Hopper calls him "Holiday," — 
whose house was " a little quiet solitary spot where no human 
voice was heard but those of the family." (3. 3. 48., 25. 3. 50). 

356. Broadwater. (27. 8. 60).— Mr. W. C. Sheldon says : " A 
hamlet in the parish of Wolverly, near Kidderminster. In 
popular speech called " Broadwaters.' " Mr. F. W. Brampton, 
of Wolverly Court writes him : " Situated on the main road 
from Wolverhampton to Kidderminster; being only a mile 
from the latter, it is now regarded as a suburb of 
Kidderminster. It takes its name from a succession of lakes, 
all fed from the same streams, as in the case of Sutton Park. 
A number of water-mills used to be driven by the said 
stream, some of which remain, and it may be interesting to 
note that the paper for Bank of England notes is still made 
near to Broadwaters. There is no local record whatever of 
Wesley having stayed in the village, but there are still many 
old cottages certainly going back to his time." 

357. The New Inn. (23 Aug., 1774). — Shown upon a map of 
about 1 775 in possession of Mr. J. T. Lightwood. Proceeding 
from Llandilo Vawr towards Llandovery, at a point a mile or 
two from the former place a road turns off on the left hand 
for Lampeter. The Inn stands in the angle of the forking of 
the two roads. [See further Young, p. 209.] 

358. RouBiLiAc's Bust of Wesley. — The missing Roubiliac 
bust mentioned in the Proc, Vol. V, 162, is now, I believe, 
in the possession of Mr. J. G. Wright, of Bournemouth. 
And it is my opinion that these busts were taken from the 
marble bust that is in the National Portrait Gallery. — Rev.

Was this ** long-beard " idea peculiar to him, or was 
there ^ sect who held this doctrine ? 

36. — " One of the most celebrated beauties of Europe *' ; her 
dreadful end.

The late Rev. Richard Green. 



Since the last issue of our Proceedings the Wesley Historical 
Society has sustained a heavy loss in the death, on 19 September, 
of the Rev. Richard Green, its honoured Founder and the chief 
of its Editorial Council. On account of increased feebleness 
Mr. Green has not been able to contribute very largely to recent 
issues of our periodical; but his counsel and help have been 
sought continually, and were cordially rendered, up to within a 
very few weeks of his death. Those responsible for the prepara- 
tion of the Proceedings will greatly miss his guidance and assist- 
ance, as they sincerely mourn his loss. 

It is only fitting that the present issue should be to some 
extent of a memorial character. We therefore publish an article 
written by Mr. Green some time ago, in which he tells the story 
of the founding of the W.H.S., and also brief appreciations of 
Mr. Green's character and work by Rev. Dr. Moss, Rev. G. 
Stringer Rowe, and Rev. Robert Foster. We are also able, 
through the kindness of the connexional editor, Rev. John Telford, 
B. A., to furnish a portrait of our late esteemed chief. 

The Editorial Council, after consulting with the working 
members, ventured to ask the President of the Conference to take 
Mr. Green's place as our President, and he has kindly consented 
to do so. Mr. Simon is well known as a life-long student of the 
history of our Church, and under his guidance we have every 
confidence that the usefulness of the W.H.S., and the interest of 
the Proceedings, will be fully maintained. 

May we suggest to our members that the present is a fitting 
time to seek an increase in our numbers. Doubtless there are 
many at home, and possibly some abroad, who are deeply inter- 
ested in our work, and would join our ranks if the value of the 
Society were pointed out to them.

J. CONDER NATTRASS. 
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By the decease of the Rev. Richard Green, the Wesley His- 
torical Society has lost one of its founders, — the person who served 
probably more than any one else as a bond of union between its 
members, and as a court of appeal on recondite questions. The 
Society originated in the course of a conversation between Mr. 
Green and a friend, at a time when the former was printing in the 
Methodist Recorder the notes which were afterwards gathered into 
the volume of Wesley Bibliography, Originally the bibliographical 
scheme embraced, in addition to that volume, a second on ArUi- 
Methodist Publications, and a third in correction and enlargement of 
Dr. Osborn's annotated list of publications by Methodist preachers. 
The last part of the scheme was eventually abandoned on account 
alike of its magnitude and of its comparative inutility. Mr. Green 
himself completed the second, and found the stores collected by 
Mr. R. Thursfield Smith invaluable. Most of these are now 
locked away in a drawer in the library of Didsbury College, where 
some philosophical historian of Methodism will some day find them 
useful. Their character quite unfits them for a position on the open 
shelves. 

Much time was spent by Mr. Green and his friend in the 
discussion of little points that were constantly arising in the work 
in which both were interested, but to the completion of which his 
knowledge and devotion were indispensable. Both felt the 
wisdom and necessity of uniting together those who were spending 
time in the inviestigation of the early history of Methodism, and 
also of providing means for the preservation of facts which were in 
danger of being lost for ever. The result was the establishment of 
the Wesley Historical Society, which seems now to have firmly 
based itself in the goodwill of its supporters, and to be likely to 
answer the purpose for which it was designed. The task involved 
at first a great deal of correspondence ; but Mr. Green never lost 
heart, and his influence was powerful in securing the attachment 
of members and in getting them to work. It is hardly likely that, 
without him and one or two who were likeminded, the Society 
would have survived the struggles of its early days. If the burden 
of the work fell upon younger shoulders, the stimulus came gener- 
ally from him ; and to him the Society is indebted for labour that 
was abundant, and for an unstinting generosity in the commun- 
ication of information which in his memory was stored up as the 
product of the unwearied study of many years. 

R. W. MOSS, 
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We have suffered a sore loss in the death of the Rev. 
Richard Green, a loss which it will be exceedingly difficult to 
supply. Mr. Green was one of the prime and principal movers 
in the founding of our Society, and, from the beginning, gave to 
its service all the enthusiasm of his loving interest in early 
Methodism, while he put freely at its disposal the stores of his 
intimate knowledge — as detailed as it was extensive — of Methodist 
arigines, especially as they were to be found in the life and work 
of the Wesleys. 

How much he did for the Society in counsel and personal 
labour cannot be told. His invaluable contributions to its 
Journals and Proceedings are known to all the members, but only 
a few were aware of the active part which he took in all its affairs. 
Such success as the Society has achieved is largely owing to his 
unremitting practical interest. 

It was alike a great privilege and a great delight to be 
associated as fellow-workers with him ; and his unfailing urbanity 
and genial brotherliness won the affection of all who had to do 
with him.

Mr. Green was sent in i860 to reconnoitre in Italy. On 
his return, after spending some six months, chiefly in Florence 
and Naples, he was commissioned to seek a colleague in order 
to the commencement of a Mission in Italy. He found in the 
Rev. H. J. Piggott just the man required, and together they 
repaired to North Italy. For two years Mr. Green laboured in 
laying the foundations of our work there, but in 1862 was com- 
pelled, on the ground of ill-heath, to return to English work. He 
could not live in the Italian climate. Although he was only for so 
short a time in Italy, Mr. Green's influence remained. Together 
with Mr. Piggott he gave a noble tone to the work, and the fine 
spirit of the two friends has proved one of the precious heritages 
of our Italian Mission. Mr. Green, needless to say, was as much 
beloved by his Italian as by his English brethren. To the end 
he was a devoted friend of Italy, often pleading on English 
platforms the cause of Missions there. He had faith and hope 
also in a reformed Romish Church, and argued that, as the new 
leaf of the beech tree thrusts off the withered leaves of bygone 
days, so a revival wUhin the Romish Church would some day 
cause it to shed its errors and superstitions, and to re-clothe itself 
with new life and beauty.

The Founding of the Wesley 
Historical Society. 

The death of the Rev. R. Green gives added interest to the following 
account, which was inserted in one of the MS. Journals circulated amongst 
the working members of our Society. 



The formation of a Wesley Historical Society originated, I 
believe, with Mr. G. Stampe, of Grimsby, who wrote two or three 
letters on the subject to the Recorder. He received very little 
encouragement — only two replies, probably from the late Mr. C. D. 
Hardcastle and the late Mr. J. B. Leslie, appearing. We talked 
the matter over, and knowing that " what's to be done must be 
begun," I determined at once to found such a society, however 
small its beginning, or insignificant its work. 

With the help of the Rev. (now Dr.) R. Waddy Moss, who 
from the beginning favoured the scheme, I drew up the accom- 
panying programme.^ I then wrote to a score of persons whom 
I knew to be interested in early Methodism, with many of whom 
I had had correspondence while collecting my Wesley Library. 
From most of these I received a favourable reply. I then procured 
a small stiff-covered exercise-book, wrote an address to the 
members, and an article, "Some Portraits of John Wesley," 
and sent the book on its way. By the time the Journal had 
completed its first round there were twenty-four members. 

It will be seen on reference to the programme that the work 
of the Society was confined to the papers in the MS. Journal^ and 
that the annual subscription was is. 

After some time the late Dr. Moulton, who had written an 
interesting article (since published in Proceedings, L 26) on The 
Wesleyan Hymnbook, expressed to me his great regret that the 
pressure upon his time was such that he could not possibly write 
for the Journal, as he would have been glad to do. " But," said 
he, " if you will allow me to be an honorary member, with permis- 
sion to read the Journal — but not require me to write — I will 
gladly subscribe los. a year to the funds of the Society.'* 

This suggested to me the possibility of obtaining a number 
of honorary members, whose subscriptions might cover the cost 
of publishing selections from the MS. JowmcUf together with other

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interesting papers on early Methodism. This met with the 
approval of the members, and the Society was put upon its present 
footing about September, 1895. 

The first meeting of the Society was held in Birmingham 
during the Conference of 1894. 

Mr. Moss was our first editor ; but finding himself unable to 
continue the work, his place was taken by Rev. H. J. Foster, who 
took charge of the Proceedings from September, 1902. 

The first two MS- Jomnals are preserved intact. Articles have 
been extracted from all the others and printed in the Fraceedings. 
The unpublished papers are being bound in volumes, and will 
soon be in Rev. F. F. Bretherton's hands, who will issue them to 
members who may desire to see them.

The object of the Society to be :— 

To promote the study of the History and Literature of Methodism. 

To accumulate exact knowledge of all subjects bearing on the same.

More Precisely:—!. To aid in obtaining exact Lists of— (i) Works 
by J. and C. Wesley ; (2) Works by other Members of the Wesley Family ; 
(3) Works by Ministers and Laymen ; (4) Works relating to Methodism ; (5) 
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lives of the Wesleys ; (6) Local Histories of Methodism ; (7) Anti-Methodist 
Works ; (8) Works relating to the Divisions of Methodism ; (9) Portraits of 
the Wesleys and eminent Methodists — paintings and engravings. 2. To 
encourage the writing of Local Histories of Methodism and Methodist Build- 
ings. 3. To seek a solution of historical and other difficulties relating to the 
Methodist Church. To register information respecting the location of (>ortraits 
and other paintings, valuable Methodist books, letters, manuscripts, relict, &c. 

Method of Working. —Manuscript Journal or Journals to be circulated 
by post amongst the members. Journals to be written on 4to paper, and 
forwarded post-paid within four days by each member to the next member on 
the list. The Journal to pass twice round the entire number of members (the 
first time to receive the members' contributions, and the second in its completed 
form), and then to be preserved by the secretary. For each section a secretary 
or steward to be appomted, who shall collect and tabu^ite the information in 
his own section. 

Membership. — The one condition of membership to be the contribution 
of at least two pages of information and enquiries, every time the Journal is 
received. If two or more Journals be circulated, the members shall be divided 
into as many sections— each member being required to write only in the 
Journal belonging to his own section.

The Second and Third Editions 
OF THE 1780 Hyan Book. 



For some time I have held the opinion that the last edition 
of the 1780 Hymn Book that Wesley revised, was the Third 
and not the Second, as generally supposed. After a minute and 
careful comparison of the two volumes, I have come to the 
conclusion that while I am unable to justify my opinion by any 
very strong arguments, yet there is abundant evidence that the 
third edition underwent a much more careful revision than the 
second. The quick eye and diligent hand of Wesley are displayed 
in a large number of small details. 

One of the first features that arrest attention is seen in the 
difference in the spelling of many words, e.g., 'wandering' for 

* wandring,' 'suffering ' for * suffring,' 'quickened * for * quickned,' 

* wondering ' for * wondring,' with * assuage ' for * asswage,' * clothe * 
for *cloath,' etc., etc. 
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Unnecessary words are deleted, as in the title on page 7 : 
Instead of * A Collection of Hymns, &c.,' we have simply * A 
Collection of Hymns.' The titles or headings are removed 
from the following hymns : — Hy. 280, Isa. xxxii., 2 ; 286, 
Exod. xxxii., 10; Deut. ix., 14; 287, Luke xviii., i. One title 
is inserted, (page 337,) Phil, ii., 5. But in one instance at least 
the printer has failed (page 284), where we have Luke viii., i 
for xviii., i. 

There are several instances of the correction of the punc- 
tuation, and some instances of the insertion of omitted question 
marks; needless capitals are supplanted; and in some of the 
headings of sections a more orderly use of capitals is made. 
In the Sections of Part V. *For the Society,' instead of the 
repetition of the words * For the Society ' at the head of each 
section, e.g., * For the Society Meeting,' * For the Society Giving 
Thanks,' &c., the part is distinguished by the words, *For the 
Society,' and each section solely by the words, *At Meeting,' 

* Giving Thanks, ' * Praying,' &c. 

There is a marked peculiarity in all these early editions of 
the Large Hymn Book, which is not a little curious. It is the 
placing the apostrophe (') over the silent *e,* e.^., *burthenSd,* 

* ransomed,' • powers,' ' endudd,' * reconciled,' ' heavenly,' * savdd,' 

* evdry,' * givdn,' * designed,' &c., &c., &c. 

In the third edition this is carried out to a much greater 
extent than in the former editions — the first and second. Com- 
paring the second and third editions together, I counted in 50 
pages no less than 103 additional words so marked. Whether 
these changes are sufficient to establish my supposition I leave 
the readers to decide.

Early Preaching Places in 
Gainsborough. 



The Rev. Arthur Shipham, to whom and to Miss Taylor our 
Society owed the very full and acceptable Note on " Mr. Dean's 
Chapel" at Gainsborough (Jowrnalf 28 June, 1784), printed in 
Proceedings, IV, 177-8, now sends us photographs, taken by 
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his son, Mr. F. T. Shipham, of this and several other places 
in the town, with early Methodist associations. These, with the 
exception of The Old Hall, once the home of the Hickmans, 
have not before been photographed. 

Wesley's first recorded visit to the town is of 3 August, 1759. 
" I preached at Gainsborough, in Sir Nevil Hickman's great hall. 
It is full as large as the Weavers' Hall," — the Hall of the Weavers' 
Company, — ** in Bristol. At two it was filled with a rude, wild 
multitude (a few of a better spirit excepted). Yet all but two or 

three gentlemen were attentive I was walking back," 

— to his lodging ? — " through a gaping, staring crowd, when Sir 
Nevil came and thanked me for my sermon, to the no small 
amazement of his neighbours, who shrunk back as if they had 
seen a ghost." Two years before this, at the Conference of 1757, 
Alexander Mather had been appointed to the Epworth Circuit, 
"which then included the Gainsborough Circuit.^' {E,M.F., II, 171). 
The parents of Captain John Duntin, — whose " recent death," at 
the age of eighty-four, is noted in the Meth. Mag., 1826, p. 430, — 
** became serious on the very earliest introduction of Methodism 
into this part of the Kingdom, and received many of the first 
Methodist Preachers into their house." Mr. Shipham gives us 
the hired room in the yard of the White Horse Inn of those 
earliest days. 

Wesley was in "the old hall " again on 5 August, 1761. His 
congregation had not improved : " A mixed multitude, part civil, 
part rude as bears." The master of the house, Sir Nevil George 
Hickman, who had succeeded his father in the baronetcy ^ m 
I733» has honourable mention in the Journal, 23 April, 1766, as 
securing " great quietness " for the poor harassed Methodists of 
Scotter, eight miles away. ^ Several subsequent visits are reported in 
the Journal, but without any special incident or characterization. 
A Mr. Robert Moor of [Sheffield and] Lincoln, heard Wesley at 
Misterton on the visit of 27 June, 1784, the day before Wesley's 
sermon in Mr. Dean's chapel above referred to. He was con- 
verted, and lived till 1849, ^^ ^® ^^^ of the last surviving fruits of 
Wesley's ministry {WM.M,, 1856). He says that " next year " he 
heard Wesley in the " Old Town Hall" of Gainsborough. Perhaps 
we may amend the old man's report, and think that the visit to

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"The Old Hall," on 23 June, 1786, is intended. "In the 
evening I preached to a large congregation at Gainsborough, in 
Sir Nevil [George] Hickman's yard," shown in our second picture. 
"But Sir Nevif is no more, and has left no son; so the very 
name of that ancient family is lost ! And how changed is the 
house since I was young, and good Sir Willoughby Hickman lived 
here ! ^ One of the towers is said to have been built in the reign 
of King Stephen, about six hundred years ago." Mr. Shipham 
adds : " The Hall is situated in the very heart of the town, between 
the Market Place and the Parish Church. The Hall itself has 
not been altered since Wesley's time, but the surroundings are 
very different, streets having been opened on three sides of it. 
The Hall yard is still an open space. The tower spoken of is 
standing, but I should say it is much less ancient. In Stark's 
Eistary of Gainsborough (ed. 18 17) it is ascribed to the time of 
Henry VII. There was. Stark says, undoubtedly some building on 
the site at the time of the Conquest, where Alfred the Great 
stopped, where Sweyn expired and Canute held his court. Some 
part of the present building is evidently of the time of Stephen." 

George Shadford, a native of Scotter, makes it clear (E.M.P., 
VI, 143-4) that these services were not isolated occasions, 
or matters of special favour to Wesley himself. "When our company 
lay in quarters at Gainsborough," he says, " I went with a sergeant 
to the place where the Methodists frequently preached, which was 
the old hall belonging to Sir Nevil Hickman." And he helps 
us to realize the "rude" congregation Wesley found in his 
earlier visits. " We did not go with a design of getting any good 
for our souls ; but to meet two young women (who sometimes 
frequented that place at one o'clock) in order to walk with them 
in the afternoon." But the preacher's word took hold : " I 
thought no more about the girls whom I went to meet; and 
found that I had work enough to take care of my own soul. 
I now went every Sunday when there was preaching, at half-past 
one, to the same place ; and continued so to do most of the time 
we lay at Gainsborough." Shadford indirectly dates this. He 
had joined the militia when this was revived as a national force 
in 1757} and his story makes it clear that he was quartered at 
Gainsborough in the winter of the year after that in which Thurot 
landed at Carrickfergus (see Journal, 5 May, 1760, and especially 
Mdh. Rec.j W.N., 1906, pp. 44 sqq.); his year is 1761. 

3. Died 28 Oct., 1720 : sacc. by his fifth but only surviving son, Sir 
Nevil ; be died June, 1733, ^^^ ^^ sacc. by his second but eldest surviving son, 
Sir Nevil George. 
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Mr. Shipham gives us also " our new [preaching] house at 
Gainsborough," which was ''crowded sufficiently," when 
Wesley preached there, 4 July, 1788. At his last visit the old 
evangelist writes of this (2 July, 1790) : '* I was struck with the 
preaching-house at Gainsborough (one of the handsomest towns 
in Lincolnshire) so neat, so elegant ! just taking up one side of a 
small neat Square." Rev. A. Shipham says : " The ' new house * 
was in what is now a rectangle, one side of which is a row of 
cottages. Of these the first two were the old Chapel, and the 
others were the Sunday School and a Committee Room with 
a printing office and a stable underneath. In 1853 a new school 
was built in the yard of our present chapel. What a commentary 
on Wesley's note, — "this poor society, which has been so 
miserably depressed, will again lift up its head !" — that fourteen 
years later, in 1804, the congregation moved to another chapel, 
accommodating over 1000 people. I have a personal interest 
in these places, for my great grandfather, Thornton Shipham,^ 
was a leader and trustee of the old chapel in Wesley's time, 
and of the chapel opened in 1804. One side of the parish 
church appears in the picture of the * New House." In the days 
of my grandfather, born in 1796, the chapel service was 
held at 9 o'clock, so that the Methodists might attend the 
Church Service at half past ten. He used to talk of being led 
from one service to the next ! "

It throws some interesting light on the circumstances attend- 
ing the introduction of Methodism into Cork, and some Extracts 
Spelling is left as in the pamphlet. 

An Affectionate Address, &c. 
Gentlemen, 

I cannot but wonder on observing what a great Noise and 
Confusion many of the Inhabitants of this City at present are in 
about Religion, chiefly occasioned by the coming hither of some 
of those People calPd Methodists. A Spectator who never 
convers'd with, or heard any of them preach, wou'd, no doubt, be 
ready to conclude, that these Men were Setters forth of strange 
Gods, or at least that they were for bringing a new Gospel to your 
Ears, and new Customs to your City; and he wou'd be the 
more inclined to think this, when he found so many Objections are 
made against them; and these not by one Society or Body of 
People in Particular, but by several of every Denomination. 

The Objections which I have observed to be made since my 
first arrival here, have been chiefly of three sorts. 

I. Against the Men themselves, 
II. Against their Doctrines ; And 

III. Against the Methods they make use of in Propagating 
these Doctrines. 

The first Objection which I find to be made against the Men 
themselves, is, that some of them have not been r^ularly ordained 
by a Bishop, but are Laymen. 

Secondly, that some of them are illiterate Men and have 
not had a CoUedge Education ; And 

Thirdly, that they are Wicked Men, and, therefore as such, 
very unfit to preach the Gospel. 
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The Objections which I have observed to be made against 
the Doctrines they teach, are, their affirming that it is not only 
their Right and Priviledge but that all the children of GOD do 
now receive the Holy Ghost, and that not in an imaginary 
Manner, but that they have him actually dwelling in them. 

Their affirming that a Man may not only attain to the 
Forgiveness of his Sins in this Life, but that he also may (tho he 
were young and might live many years in the World afterwards) 
have a firm Assurance thereof, and that he is reconciled to the 
favour of GOD. 

The objections made against the Methods they make Use of 
in propagating these Doctrines, are, First, their publickly preaching 
in the Fields and Highways. 

Secondly, their preaching at unseasonable hours, and Lastly, 
To confirm and establish those the more in these Doctrines, that 
have newly embrac'd them, they have private Societies or Meetings 
. . . . (Page 7) .... A few months agoe the LORD 
(I trust) sent two or three of his Servants to this Place, here they 
met with Multitudes that were in the broad way and hastening to 
eternal Perdition : the Lord put a word into their Mouths to 
shew these People the Deplorable State they then were in, and 
the Fatal Consequence of abiding in that State ; they also earnestly 
beseeched those Sinners to turn from the E»ror of their Ways, at 
the same time promising in the Name of their great Lord and 
Master Jesus Christ, that GOD for his sake would receive them 
and be reconciled to them. As the Lord gave them the Word to 
speak, it then reached the Hearts of numbers of their Hearers, it 
made a great impression upon the minds of many, it brought 
several to such a serious Consideration about Eternal Things as 
they never had before, and from a deep Conviction and Concern 
arising from a Sense of this by the Grace of God, many have 
broke off from a vicious Course of Life and now live in the Fear 
of GOD. Those who before were Drunkards, Common Swearers, 
Fornicators, Thieves, Sabbath Breakers, &c., are now reclaimed 
from the Error of their Ways, and abhor their former belov*d Sins. 
Men who before spent the Produce of their Labours at the Ale- 
house, or on lewd women, while at the same time perhaps, their 
poor Wives and Children were in want of Bread at home, these 
Men now with what they earn provide for themselves and Families 
things necessary for Life and Godliness, those who before went 
very seldom or never to the Church, or any other place of 
Worship, and never in all their Lives to the Lord's Table, are 
now crowding the Church three times every Sunday, and 
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many of these are Partakers of the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper every Week. I appeal to the Inhabitants of this great 
City if these things are not strictly true, and are not these 
Instances glaring in the Eyes of every Man ? Can a Man open 
his i. yes and not see them ? .... (Page 32). Our reason 
for Preaching so early in the Morning is, that we may have done 
by 6 o'clock, that all may go timely to their Labour, and we have 
frequently found that this had a happy Influence on the Minds 
of many, for the remainder of the Day, and perhaps prevented 
them from repeating their former Follies. — Again we preach at 
six o'clock in the Evening because most have then concluded the 
Daily Labour, and instead of spending the Evening in such 
Follies as before, may now spend them to the Glory of GOD and 

Benefit of their own Souls (Page 37). I cannot but 

take notice of Some Objections that have been lately made 
against us. 

That in the beginning we told the People, we did not come 
for the Fleece, but the Flock, but that now some of the Mem- 
bers of the Society pay us so much Weekly, and therefore we are 
now found out to be Lyars, and that our chief end is to get 
Money, &c., — to this I beg leave to reply. 

When we first came to Cork, it was Summer Time, and we 
wanted then no House to Preach in, because we had the Conveni- 
ency of the Open Air, and the Light of the Sun, but now if we 
Preach at all, it must be under Cover, and at a time when Candle 
Light is necessary. Now it was impossible for us ever to promise 
the Inhabitants of the City of Cork that we wou'd hire a House, 
put it in proper order for Preaching, and provide other Conveni- 
ences, but some of our friends sensible of the Inconvenience of the 
approoching Winter, hired a House for this purpose, and put it 
into as good order as they coud and whatever money has been 
since collected either in private or in Publick, is to defray the 
Debts contracted on this Occasion, and other Necessaries since, 
and these Collections are constantly received by the Stewards of 
the Society and never come into our Hands at all, and they are 
so far from haveing any Thing to spare, that they are still several 
Pounds fn Debt, yet never the Less we are persuaded that if God 
separates a Man to the Gospel of his Son, and if he has no private 
Fortune of his own to subsist on, and it is Manifest by his turning 
Sinners from the power of Satin unto GOD, that GOD hath sent 
him, I say if such a Man cannot provide for himself, we think it 
right in the sight of GOD, that the People ampng whom he 
Labours should provide for him Food and Raiment and a Place 
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where to lay his Head, and having these Things he will be there- 
with Content, for the Lord never sends anyone on such an 
Important errand till he has overcome the World, so as to Look 
upon all that is in it as Dung, and £>ross, he will therefore be 
Careful), only to accomplish that great work for which he is set 
apart ; he knows GOD has not sent him to make his Fortune, or 
to lay up Gold as Dust, but to turn Sinners from Darkness to 
Light thai they that sow and they that reap may r^aice together in the 
Harvest of the Lord^hut to return, which of you have found us 
out in pursuing any Sinister End, and can charge us with Depart- 
ing from what we at first declared (in the Rules of the Society), 
who can say that any of us have made our Fortune by Preaching, 
either hear or else where . . . 

It is rather singular to find the pamphlet dated distinctly 
1747, as Jonathan Reeves did not go to Cork until the summer 
of 1748. No doubt the date on the title page is a misprint.

359. Two Eighteenth Century Satires. — In a little volume 
bound in rough calf, I find the original narrative of the 
Primary Ordinations held in the Countess of Huntingdon's 
chapel at Spa-fields, London, on Sunday, 9 March, 1783. 
Bound up with this are the following curious * satires.' 

(i). La Cloche De Ldme : or Conscience thelovdest Knell 
A Satyr occasioned by Several late Complairds from Places of 
Public Resort of the too long and frequent Tolling of the Belts at 
Death's and Funerals. (2). VigUiana Novissima^ or The Re- 
formed Watchman. By PhiUdethes Lucerrudis, London : J. 
Towers, in Fore St., Cripplegate. 1774. 

In one of the notes there is a reference to a History of 
TThikfield by " the ingenious author of Fugitive Pieces." — 
printed f6r Dodsley in 1761.

360. Chinese Paling. (Minutes Conf., 1779, Q. 22.) "Our 
brethren at Huddersfield desire leave to collect money in the 
neighbouring circuits. May they do it ? A. Yes ; on the terms 
mentioned in the late Minutes. But it is desired, that neither 
they, nor any other of our builders, set up any Chinese Paling.*' 
Can any member describe this, or refer to any engraving of 
the period where the paling is shown. It is reprobated, 
along with "tub pulpits," in the Large Minutes^ ed. 6, 1789, 
Q. 63.— /?«;. H, J, Foster, 

361. John Haime's Age. {E.M.P., i, 310)— The Rev. H. Hop- 
kinson, of Shaftesbury, has obtained for Rev. J. Telford, B.A., 
the baptismal register of John Haime, showing that he was 
born 18 February, 1708. By 18 February 1784 he would 
have completed his seventy-sixth year. At the date of his 
death, 18 August, 1784, he would be in the seventy-seventh 
year of his age, not the seventy-eighth, as George Story gives 
it at the above reference. 

362. Scripture or Draw Cards. (Proc,, I, p. 15, IV. pp. 6, 40.) — 
An advertisement on the cover of the Methodist Magazine for 
December, 1820, shows that the use of these cards still 
obtained in Methodist Circles : 

" Utile Dulci : a new Pack of Cards, containing Anec- 
dotes, Epigrams, &c., intended to promote instead of suppress- 
ing Religious Conversation. is. 6d." This is one of a list 
of publications advertised by Francis Wesley, Stationers Court, 
with this general recommendation : "F.W. presents his grate- 
ful acknowledgements to the Preachers and Patrons of Sunday 
Schools in the Wesleyan Methodist Connexion, for their 
countenance and approval. None of the following Publications 
contain any of the peculiarities that might awaken the suspic- 
ion or excite the disgust of any religious denomination." 

363. Notes on Place Names in Wesley's Journal. — 
(i) " General- Wood near Todmorden (31 May 1753; 
indexed under 'Todmorden'). — General-Wood was originally 
a farmstead, remnants of which remain to this day. The 
neighbourhood is now called Walsden, a suburb of Todmor- 
den. — Bev, Henry Scanes. 

(2) Langham Row (5 July, 1779, etc. ; "a lone house," 
18 June, 1780). — The home of Mr. George Robinson, for 
many years one of the Stewards of the Grimsby Circuit, is 
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near Hogsthorpe, about seven or eight miles from Alford, 
Lines. It is an out-of-the-way hamlet, —scarcely to be called 
a hamlet, — consisting of fewer than half-a-dozen farm houses, 
of which Mr. Robinson's was one. — Rev. M. Riggall,

364. Wesley AT GuiSBOROUGH (22 June, 1761). — "Tradition 
says that Wesley stood close to the old toll booth, and, as 
the fish shambles were near, he would get the full force of 
the unpleasant odour. Who was the gentleman that desired 
him to preach, and with whom he presumably stayed for the 
night ? — Rev. J, W, Seller , who also adds : 

" By this time a society was established. In his auto- 
biography James Rogers says that this same year he began to 
walk over the mountains every alternate Tuesday evening, to 
attend the preaching in Guisborough. 

**In 1775 Jacob Rowell was appointed to the superin- 
tendency of the Yarm Circuit, in which Guisborough was 
included. He worked hard to procure a meeting house for 
the Society, which was opened in 1777, the following being 
the chief subscribers : James Kendrick, Charles Summerson, 
Robert Thomas, John Moon, John Ridley, James Jackson, 
John Taiorson, William Snowdon, William Hoggett, Thomas 
Garbutt, Ralph Elgie, John Middleton. The building still 
stands, and is now a dwelling>house. It is situated a little 
way from the main road through the town and is approached 
by a narrow lane which ends in a cvl-de-sac. In this chapel 
Wesley preached, 26 June, 1779, and on three subsequent 
visits to Guisborough." 

Thomas Corney (ob. 5 Feb. 1807) was " amongst the 
first fruits " of this neighbourhood, and joined the society at 
Guisborough in 1759 {Meth, Mag,, 1808, p. 88). See also 
W.H.S. Proc, III, p. 107. 

365. The STAINED GLASS AT TaTTERSHALL, LINCOLNSHIRE. 

(Journal, 7 July, 1781; cf. Proc, IV, p. 11 2-3). — "The win- 
dows of the magnificent choir were glazed with beautiful 
stained glass, which was removed by a late Earl of Exeter 
[Brownlow, 8th Earl] to the chapel of Burleigh (Co. Northants), 
on condition that he replaced it with plain glass, which could 
have been done for the sum of forty pounds ; but this being 
neglected the inside has suff'ered greatly from the weather." — 
Beauties of England and Wales, London, 1807. Vol. IX, p. 710. 
" The late Mr. Banks, of Revesby, was employed by Lord 
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Exeter to get the glass : the townspeople threatened to rise 
and obstruct him ; but he was a day before them. The glass 
being taken down hastily, for fear of the parishoners, no plan 
for its re-arrangement could be observed. Part of it was put 
up in the chapel at Burleigh ; part was given to Lord War- 
wick, to ornament his castle : and part remains unpacked.'* —

366. The Hymn "Jesu, Lover of my Soul.*'— The authorship 
of this inimitable hymn is usually attributed to Charles Wesley. 
Can any member say on what definite authority this is done ? 
Does the original MS. exist in Charles Wesley's handwriting ? 
Is it not more than possible that Johm, Wesley wrote it in or 
about 1736? 

It is worthy of note that though it first appeared in the 
1740 Edition of "Hymns and Sacred Poems (p. 67) it is 
afterwards found only in the "Select Hymns" of 1761 and 
its subsequent editions, and not in any of the " Collections of 
Hymns " published during the lives of the Wesleys. It next 
appears in the 1797 "New Edition" of the large hymn-book. 
The superscription to the hymn as it appeared in 1 740, was 
" In Temptation." 

These facts may have some significance as to the author- 
ship.

367. Wesley's Last Pocket Diary. — This precious relic, pre- 
served in the Wesley safe at Headingley College (See 
Proc, V, 229), has recently been photographed page by 
page, by the permission of the Governor on behalf of the 
Trustees, and sets of the thirty-two pages can be obtained from 
Mr. Mawson for jQ2 mounted, or ;^i los. unmounted. As 
opportunity serves, I am working through the lines of Byrom 
shorthand with the deepest interest. All proper names are 
written in longhand, and it is readily practicable so far to 
fill up the many gaps in the printed Jawmah for the time 
covered by the Diary, — i Feb., 1790, to 23 Feb., 1791, a 
week before the writer's death. The Itinerary now in course 
of publication can be presented with a full, daily record of 
Wesley's movements, on first hand authority. Meanwhile, 
one or two interesting facts corrective of the text of the 
printed Journal may be notified to our working members, 
who may be able to follow up the new clues thereby given. 

(i.) NoRTHWiCH (10 April, 1790). — It has always 
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been a difficult thing to accept, — although hardly anything 
seems impossible to the resolute, untiring traveller Wesley, — 
that, between Wigan on Sat, lo April, and Bolton the 
following day, he should "cross over" to Northwich, far 
away in Cheshire. But the Diary shows that this needs 
adding to the list of cases given in the Notes on the Itinerary, 
section (I.) {Proc, VI, p. xii), where, by some early error 
of transcription or of the press, a place-name has been entirely 
substituted for another far away. The plain long-hand name 
in the Diary is '* Northall," which a glance at the map shows 
to be obviously practicable. North Hall is a gentleman's 
seat lying on the left hand of the high road from Wigan to 
Chorley. Mr. R. M. Carnson has obligingly hunted it up for 
our Society, and finds that it was built by Lord Chief Justice 
Clayton, of Adlington Hall, a little further on the road, for 
his brother, about the middle of the 1 8th century. But as 
yet he has not found, nor can I lay my hand upon, any clue 
to the identity of the persons for whose sake Wesley rode 
over to North Hall, and whose story he tells. Any further 
light would be very acceptable. 

(2.) "Mr. W , OF Bolton" (5 March, 1790 N. & 

Q. 190). — I have several times searched the contemporary 
Bristol and Bath newspapers for a death at some date near 
to that of Wesley's visit to this sick man, expecting to find it 
the death of a Bolton visitor to the waters of Bath or the 
Bristol Hotwells. But the Diary is again clear in this place 
and at 31 Aug. "Bolton " is an early error for "Belton," 
and the biographer of John Valton (E.M.P., VI, 120) at 
once gives us our clue to the sick man's name, when he 
says that Mrs. Purnel — who in 1785 became Valton's wife — 
" and Miss Johnson, and Mrs. Wait, of Belton, were reckoned 
three of the most pious women among the Methodists in the 
west of England." Of these names something may hereafter 
be added, but for the present the correction of the place 
name and the filling up of the personal name may be 
welcome to students of the Journal " Belton " in the diary 
follows Pensford, and Mr. P. Endres Gane of Bristol, tells 
me that Belluton close by is locally " Belton." 

I leave the above as it stands. But I find a full memoir 
of this Mr. William Wait, of Belton, in the Meth. Mag.^ 
1803, pp. 130-4. 

(3.) Wesley's Last Sermon, at Leatherhead, 23 
Feb., 1 791. — I turned eagerly to the page in the Diary, the 
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last entry upon which records how Wesley spent this day, in 
the hope of finding in whose house the aged evangelist 
delivered his last message. Tyerman only says, " a magistrate 
in whose dining-room he preached." {Lift iii, 650). H. 
Moore only contributes the fact that it was "to a small 
company." (ii, 387). Whitehead simply says that it was 
at Leatherhead. James Rogers, his companion through- 
out the day, is only vaguely allusive. Miss Ritchie is 
hardly more definite. The Diary shows that, having risen, 
or at least awoke, at 4-0 a.m., Wesley breakfasted at 6-30, at 
9-0 entered his chaise in company with James Rogers, and, 
reading Ghistavtis Fasa on the way, reached Mr. Belson's house 
at 1 1-30, and half an hour later, at 1 2-0 noon preached from 
Isaiah, 55, 6. He dined there at 2-0, and at 4-30 went 
forward to a Mr. W[hit]ford's, where he spent the rest of 
the day quietly, retiring at his usual hour, 9-30. 

This latest entry shows in the longhand, and still more in 
the shorthand, how near the writer is to the limit of all 
strength. " Belson " might perhaps be read as "Bulson," 
but half an hour spent with Manning and Bray's Surrey gives 
more than one instance of the name. For example (vol. i, 
585), in Dorking Church is the memorial of Mary Belson, 
wife of Augustine Belson, ob. 1683. And at vol. ii, 678 is 
given, from a tomb in the parish church or churchyard of 
Leatherhead, this : "No. 37. Mrs. Hannah Belson, wife of Mr. 
Richard Belson, died August 28, 1791, aged 41 years." The 
place and date provoke the question whether she were one 
of the little company who heard : " Seek ye the Lord while 
he may be found." On 26 Jan. 1791 also, the Diary shows 
a morning call upon Mr. Belson, somewhere between Epsom 
and Dorking. But I can at present go no further. Can 
any worker find a Richard Belson amongst the magistrates of 
Surrey at that date ? 

The bracketed letters of the name I have written as 
" Whitford " are very feebly traced, but the capital W is fairly 
certain, and the terminal ** ford *' clear. The " t " is probable, 
and slight marks may stand for the " h" and " i ", if we know 
otherwise of a suitable name. Manning and Bray say 
(ii, 674) of the old Rectory-House of Leatherhead, that it 
was usually leased on a seven years' term. " Mr. Briscoe 
was lessee for some years, and was succeeded by Mr. Eaak, 
who enlarged the house about 1780 .... Richard 
Norman, Esq., afterwards had it, and in 1801 sold it to John 
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BoussUly JFhitefoord, Esq., who resides here." [i.e. in 1809.] 
Gary's Itinerary, 1810, spells his name " Whitford," as Wesley 
does, for I think we may take it that we have found Wesley's 
host. I believe that there is some tradition that Wesley 
stayed at the old Parsonage. Mr. Whitefoord may have lived 
there before he bought it. I know nothing of him. But 
this unfinished Note may elicit from some other worker what 
would make all complete and clear. 
368. Mrs. Attersal (Journal^ 23 Jan., 1781 ; indexed 
as " of Dorking.") This name may prove to be right, though 
Rev. J. Telford, who in 1903, at my request, carefully sought 
for it in the local registers, parochial and non-parochial, 
could not discover it. But as I searched Manning and Bray 
I found Tattersall as an old county name. For example 
there is found at Chipstead Church : " Here lies the body of 
Rachael Tattersall sister to Paul Humphrey, Esq., who died 
March the 8th, 1763, aged 60, a most affectionate wife and 
a sincere Christian. (Vol. i, p. 248, and cf. p. 587). I 
suggest that the name Tattersal[l] should be looked for, 
perhaps at Dorking. She was " snatched away in the bloom 
of youth.*' The series of Surrey parish-registers now in 
progress of publication may help in this and some other 
cases. — H. J. Foster.

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Two Scarce Wesley Aedals. 



The accompanying photograph represents two scarce Wesley 
Medals, which may be worth recording and preserving in our 
Proceedings. 

The size of the smaller one is i^^ inch in diameter. The 
obverse shows the bust of John Wesley, with inscription " The 
Rev. John Wesley A.M." The reverse has the quotation "The 
righteous shall be in everlasting remembrance," in the field, 
while in the exergue is the date, " M.DCC.LXXXIX." 

This Medal is, I believe, the only one struck in the life-time 
of Wesley. After his death a very similar one was issued with 
the same obverse but a differing reverse, representing a tomb with a 
weeping female figure leaning over it, and with a superscription 
" Follow thou me." On the panel of the tomb is the inscription : 
Joannes Wesley obiit secundo die Martis 1791, 

anno suae aetatis octogesimo octavo. 

Having done all in my power I account myself 

an unprofitable servant. 

Regarding the presentment of Wesley on the obverse it is 
interesting to note that it almost exactly resembles the cameo 
medallion executed by Wedgwood, from which it was probably 
copied. The date of execution of Wedgwood's medallion is 
somewhat uncertain. The present firm were unable to say, some 
twelve years ago, whether it was during the life of Wesley or later. 
But the date on this medal seems to point to the earlier date 
unless, indeed, Wedgwood copied from the medal, which is un- 
likely. Most probably the medallist was the copyist. 

The larger medal, one of the pair issued in various metals 
on the occasion of the Centenary of Methodism in 1839, is 
2^ inches diameter. On the obverse is a bust of Charles Wesley 
with the following inscription in the margin : " Charles Wesley 
M.A. born at Epworth Dec. 18, 1708^ Died in London March 

I. This is the date usually given for Charles Wesley's birth : it is 
probable however that he was born Dec. 18, 1707. See Telford's Life of 
Charles lVes/ey.—J,C.N, 
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29, 1788." On the reverse is the inscription, in the margin: 
"Centenary of Methodism, 1839," and "God buries his work- 
men but carries on his work." In the field is a verse of one of 
Charles Wesley's hymns : 

" O for a trumpet voice. 
On all the world to call ! 
To bid their heart rejoice 

In him who died for all ! 
For all, my Lord was crucified. 
For all, for all, my Saviour died." 
Above and below the verse are sprays of leaves. The medal 
was struck by Carter, of Birmingham. The companion medal, of 
similar size, bore a bust of John Wesley on the obverse, and on 
the reverse a representation of the Centenary Hall, Bishopsgate 
Street, recently replaced by the new Mission House. This medal 
is much more frequently met with than that of Cha/rle$ above 
described.

Two Apocryphal Stories of 
Wesley. 



I.— WESLEY SHIPWRECKED IN THE SOLENT. 

In the Belfast News Letter, 7 May, 1790, was published the 
following story : — 

" Extract from a letter from a gentleman at Cowes in the 
Isle of Wight, dated April 30th [1790, probably]. 

"It is with infinite regret I inform you that y* day after the 
Rev. John Wesley had been preaching at Egypt a little from 
hence, a messenger from P'tsmouth brought him an invitation to 
preach at the great chapel in that town. The venerable grey- 
headed veteran of the Gospel immediately obeyed the summons, 
and notwithstanding the wind blowing strong, immediately em- 
barked on board the same little vessel which brought over the 
messenger. Unfortunately by the carelessness of the boat's crew, 
they got entangled in the bowsprit of the Royal Oeorge, sunk at 
Spithead [Sep., 1782], and by that means the boat was overset, 
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The rev. gentleman was a full hour combating with the waves, 
when at length a boat ventured out from Ryde and picked him 
up, with the other persons who were overset, and brought them 
to the Vi'M in the town, where every attention was paid to them, 
but I am very apprehensive that Mr. Wesley will feel the effects 
of this unfortunate accident during the remainder of his life, 
notwithstanding that he appears to bear it with all Christian 
patience and fortitude." 

Wonderfully circumstantial all this. Egypt House and Point 
are on the shore, a little way out of West Cowes. The older 
maps and charts mark the place of the sunken Royal George, 
(But the soundings adjacent are 9, 11, and 13 fathoms.) She 
sank midway between Portsmouth and Ryde. Any boat seeing 
the accident might naturally enough run into Ryde with the 
news. 

But, if the tale of an hour's combat with the waves were 
worth serious criticism, it might be noted that on his return to 
Portsmouth from his last recorded visit to the Island (11 Aug., 
1785), he only preached in a little court. His visit of Oct., 1784, 
says nothing but " returned to Portsmouth Common." The story 
might perhaps be regarded as a belated and exaggerated enlarge- 
ment of the rough crossing of 9 Oct., 1782, or of 8 Oct., 1783, 
when the wherry was in some peril from the seas which washed 
over it. (The Spring, however, was not his time for visiting the 
Island.) Wesley himself has briefly dismissed the whole story 
with a pleasant touch, in a letter to George Holder, written in 
Scotland, 24 May, 1790 {JForks, xiii, 92 ; Eleventh ed., xiii, 108): 
" When the wit told the world of my being in the water at Ports- 
mouth, I was three or four hundred miles from it." The news 
must soon have reached him that the story was in print. 

He left London for the West and North on 28 Feb., 1790.

II.— WESLEY AND SWEDENBORG. 

The following story is printed by Walter Thornbury in 0. £ N. 
London^ vol. ii, p. 304. 

"Towards the end of February, 1772, the Rev. John Wesley 
was in conclave with some of his preachers, when a Latin note 
was put into his hand. It caused him evident astonishment, for 
the substance of it was as follows : 
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* Great Bath Street, Coldbath Fields, 1772. 

* Sir, — I Have been informed in the world of spirits that you 
have a desire to converse with me. I shall be happy to see you 
if you will favour me with a visit. I am, Sir, your humble 
servant, £. Swedenborg.' 

"Wesley frankly acknowledged that he had been strongly 
impressed with a desire to see him, but that he had not men- 
tioned that desire to anyone. He wrote an answer that he was 
then preparing for a six months' journey, but that he would wait 
upon Swedenborg on his return to London. Swedenborg wrote 
in reply that he should go into the world of spirits on the 29th of 
the then next month, never more to return. The consequence 
was that these two eminent persons never met." 

The story fits in with the known facts so far as this, — that 
Wesley was in London in 1772 until the end of February, and in 
the early days of March set off for Bristol and the North ; and 
that Swedenborg died in London, 29 March, 1772. Wesley re- 
turned to London on 10 October, after seven months' absence. 

It is interesting to notice that on 28 Feb., 1770, when also 
Wesley is on the point of starting for Bristol and his summer 
tour, he sets himself to read the writings of Swedenborg, begin- 
ning " with huge prejudice in his favour, knomng him to be a pious 
man.^* The disappointment was great, as the well-known passage 
in the Journal shows. 

(Cf. Letter, J.W. to Elizab. Ritchie, 12 Feb., 1779, fForks, 
xiii, 48 ; Eleventh ed., xiii, 58.) 

The story is taken from a little known work of which I saw 
a copy in the Manchester City Free Library : Documents concern- 
ing the Life and Character of Emanuel Swedenborg, Collected by 
Dr. /. F, L. Tafd, of Tubingen : Edited in English by Rev, I, H. 
Smithson, Manchester: J, Heyv)ood, 1841, It will be found at 
pp. 136-150, in a letter written 6 Feb., 1826, by J. I. Hawkins, 
"the well-known engineer, well acquainted with Mr. Smith." 
This is explained to be the Rev. Samuel Smith, who was a Metho- 
dist preacher [at Macclesfield] in 1772, the date of the story, and 
afterwards " one of the first ministers of our church " [i.e. the 
Sweden borgian], Mr. Hawkins says that Smith claimed to have 
been one of the preachers present with Wesley, helping along 
with the rest to prepare for their venerable Leader's approaching 
journey to the North. A Rev. Mr. Sibley had also heard Smith 
relate the incident. The suggestion is advanced that Wesley had 
been reading Swedenborg's Intercourse between Heaven and Hell^ 
which was published in 1770. 
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Further than this, the Rev. Mr. Clowes (Jowmal, 22 April, 
1779; see also D. N. Biog.) writing on 19 January, 1826, asserts 
that Mr. Richard Hoghton, Wesley's frequent host in Liverpool, 
once had told him of a conversation with Wesley, when he was 
on " a late visit " to Liverpool, — it is suggested that of April, 
1772, — in the course of which Wesley said to R. H., "We may 
now burn all our books of theology. God has sent us a teacher 
from heaven, and in the doctrines of Sweden borg we may learn 
all that it is necessary for us to know.'' Clowes emphatically 
rejects all suggestion of Wesley's words being spoken ironically. 
On the basis of these facts it is asserted that the Intercourse, if 
not others of Sweden borg's works also, had come in Wesley's way, 
and had deeply impressed him with tfie truth of the author's 
teaching, and had also disposed him to a favourable estimate of 
Sweden borg himself. It is of course acknowledged that Wesley, 
if ever he were so drawn to this writer and his teachings, after- 
wards entirely drew back, and spoke with severely disparaging 
criticism both of the doctrines and the author. 

This " Document " is followed in pp. 14 — sqq., by a full ex- 
amination of Wesley's story of Sweden borg's fever and consequent 
mental unsettling, as given in Arm, Mag., 1783, p. 438, and re- 
printed in Works, xiii, 388 (ed. 1829-31). Robert Hindmarsh, — 
a preacher's son, who had been one of the boys " set at liberty " 
in the revival at Kingswood School in April, 1768 [Journal^ 
5 May, 1768], and a helper to younger " seekers " in Sep., 1770 
[ib,y 25 Sep., 1770], but who left Methodism, and was the first to 
organize the Sweden borgians as a distinct denomination in 
England [See D, N, Biog., and Hastling, Kingswood School, p. 
58], — is said to have gone into the matter thoroughly, and traced 
it to the illwill of Swedenborg's " enemy," the Swedish clergyman 
Mathesius, named by Wesley. Hindmarsh claimed to have re- 
ceived from Wesley's second authority, Mr. Brockmer, the Mor- 
avian, an explicit denial of all responsibility for the story, or for 
any belief in it ; and, further, to have sought out Mr. Richard 
Shearsmith, peruke-maker, of Cold Bath Fields, Clerkenwell, with 
whom Swedenborg was lodging at the time indicated in the 
Thoughts in the Magazine, and to have obtained from him a 
complete denial of the asserted " facts." A very pretty piece of 
historical criticism is thus presented to us.

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Saauel Powell. 
Wesley's Dublin Printer. 



The name of Samuel Powell, Dublin, appears on the title 
pages of many Wesley publications and editions issued between the 
years 1747 and 1770, and it is of special interest to note that the 
first printed Minutes of Conference were issued from his press in 
1749. (See Green's Wesley Bibliography, Nos. 135 and 136). 

The earliest reference to Powell comes from the pen of the 
eccentric John Dunton, who was married to John Wesley's aunt 

Dunton visited Dublin in 1698, and he writes, in his Life 
and Errors of John Dunton : — 

"As to Mr. Powell [then residing in Skinners' Row, now called 
Christchurch Place] his person is handsome (I do not know 
whether he knows it or no), and his mind has many charms. 
He's the very life and spirit of the company where he comes, and 
'tis impossible to be sad if he sets upon it ; he is a man of a great 
deal of wit and sense (and I hope of as much honesty), and bis 
repartees are so quaint, apposite and genteel, 'tis pleasure to 
observe how handsomly he acquits himself; in the meantime he's 
neither scurrilous nor profane, but a good man, and a good printer, 
as well as a good companion." 

Mr. Powell's printing office was situated in Crane Lane, so 
called from the Crane which stood beside the old Dublin Custom 
House, the site of which is now occupied by Dollard's Printing 
House. One of his apprentices was Thomas Gent, author of the 
History of Bippon. "Gent decamped to England in 17 10, and the 
consequent persecution which he encountered from Powell, when 
he afterwards returned to Dublin, his native City, was the cause 
of his quitting Ireland, and settling in York ; with the typographical 
annals of which City his name is inseparably connected. The 
productions of Powell's press excel those of all his Dublin 
contemporaries in beauty and accuracy." (Sir John Gilbert ; 
Histm-y of Dublin), 

In Skater's Public Gazetteer of 20 July, 1762, an advertisement 
appears intimating Powell's removal from Crane Lane to Dame 
Street : 

" Samuel Powell, Printer, Being obliged to remove from 
Crane lane on account of the New Street to be made from Essex 
Bridge to Cork-hill, hath taken a house in Dame Street opposite 
Fownes's Street, and built a large and commodious Printing 
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Office for earring on all manner of Printing Work, In a more 
extensive way than formerly ; hopes therefore that his Friends and 
Benefactors will continue to favour him with their orders, which he 
is resolved to execute in the most beautiful and correct Manner 
with the greatest Dispatch, and at the most reasonable Rates." 

He printed books for John Smith, the Bookseller on the 
Blind Quay, whose honesty Wesley commended {Journal^ i April, 
1756; ProCy V, 70 ). Powell died in 1772 at a very advanced 
age.

I.— A LETTER OF JOHN WESLEY. 

I do not think the following letter has been published. 
It is addressed 

"To 

Mr. Robinson 
at Langham Row 
near Alford 

Lincolnshire." 

** London 
Feb. 24. 1779. 
" My Dear Brother 

I am glad, you have a little work to do in our Lord's Vine- 
yard, & doubt not, but you will do it faithfully. 

If it please God to prolong my Life & Health, I purpose 
visiting Lincolnshire about Midsummer. It is well you wrote : or 
probably there would not have been a night to spare for Langham 
Row. But I will now endeavour to bring it in. I did not think, 
any of your Daughters had remembered me. Peace be with you 
& yours ! I am 

Your Affectionate Brother 

J. WESLEY." 
Notes : Mr. George Robinson, of Langham Row, near Hogs- 
thorpe, about 7 or 8 miles from Alford, was for many years one 
of the Stewards of the Grimsby Circuit. 
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Wesley's Journal shows that on Mon., 5 July, 1779, he 
preached at *^ about eleven, at Langham Row, to a congr^ation 
gathered from many miles round, *How amiable are thy tat>ernacles, 
O Lord of Hosts.* " Old inhabitants of the neighbourhood have 
told me of traditions which their fathers had told them, as to the 
gathering of early Methodists from Alford, Thurlby Grange, 
Trusthorpe, and other places round about, when Wesley was the 
preacher at I-angham Row. Langham Row itself was an out-of- 
the-way hamlet — scarcely to be called a hamlet — consisting of 
less than half a dozen farm-houses, of which Mr. George Robin- 
son's was one. There are still descendants of his in the neigh- 
bourhood. [W.H.S. Froc., vi, 79.] 

N.B. — In Vol. xiv of Wesley's Works (Index, p. 491) [ed. 
1 831], there is a wrong reference. Vol. xii, p. 426, contains a 
letter of Wesley to Joseph Benson, dated 11 Jan., 1777, in which 
he mentions two letters from New York, "one of them from 
George Robinson, late of Newcastle." This cannot have been 
George Robinson of Langham Row. [The same error is found in 
i2mo. ed, 1856, Vol. xii, p. 398.]

The 
letter is written to T. Carlill, one of Wesley's preachers. 

Cork, May 6, 1785. 
Dear Tommy, 

I desire you and no other preacher out of the 
Gainsborough Circuit, to attend the Conference. I will pay the 
two guineas to Robert Armstrong. You may take brother Fish in 
the place of Samuel Botts. Simon Kilham must in nowise be 
removed from Epworth. Encourage James Christie to read, and 
his gifts will increase. 

We cannot allow a Baker to remain in our Society, if he seUs 
bread on the Lord's Day. But if he only hakes pieSy as they call 
it, we do not exclude him : although we are convinced that to 
abstain even from this is the more excellent way. 
I am. Dear Tommy

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Queries? — i. Who was Simon Kilham? Is the reference 
here to the elder man, father of Alexander Kilham, or to the 
brother of the latter ? Father and Son were both called Simon :

Churchyard recently. The father died 19 January, 1802 : the 
son 8 June, 1856. A memoir of the former, probably by the 
latter, appeared in the Methodist Magazine (Methodist New Con- 
nexion), 1802.^ See also W.H.S., v, p. 122, Rev. H. J. Foster's 
illuminating notes.

My dear sister 

I thank you for your kind present w** reach** me safe and 
good and should have thank ^ you before but am so low and 
poorly that I can but just get thro' the daily duty (wh. I en- 
deavour to perform) of writing or meetings — and above all by a 
vigorous act of resignation to plunge myself through faith into the 
will of Jesus resolved to suffer all his righteous will — then Satan 
appears with all his power and creates me all the aggravations of 
flesh he can to draw my mind from its center, but they tend to 
show me the need of a deeper plunge into the pure union, and for 
that I groan day and night, so let us pray and plead together tho' 
absent in body we may be present in spirit. 

My sufferings are exceeding keen but last night though almost 
sleepless (or only starting sleep) I was much follow"* by these 
words : — 

For the joy he sets before thee — bear a momentary pain 
Die to live the life of glory — suffer with the Lord to reign. 

It seems to me I both hve and miss him every day m>ore and 
more. I am forced to cry continually for support from above.

369. The Text of some Wesley Letters. — (I). There is a 
letter of John to his brother Charles, printed in Wesley's 
WorkSy London, Oct. 31, 1753; the original of which is in my 
possession. The following passage does not appear in the 
printed copy : — " What I have desired any time these ten 
years is, either that you would really act in connexion, or that 
you would never say you do, either leave off professing or 
begin performing. How can I say, I do not know your 
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intentions ; when you had told me, you intended to winter in 
Bristol ? I answer, ist, I heard of your intending to be at 
Bristol before ever I heard it from you. 2. Did you consult 
with me in this ? was my approbation ever inquired after in 
the matter? or any other of the travelling preachers? or 
stewards ? 3. Had you previously consulted with me (which 
you did not) in this one point, yet one swallow makes no 
summer. O Brother pretend no longer to the thing that is 
not, you do not, will not act in concert with me. Not since 
I was married only (the putting it on that is a mere Finesse) 
but for ten years last past and upwards you have no more 
acted in connexion with me than Mr. Whitefield has done. 
I would to God you would begin to do it now : or else talk 
no more as if you did. My love to my sister, Adieu." 
Charles Wesley endorsed this letter as follows : ** Brother Oct 
31 1753. Trying to hing me under his yoke" — (The late) Mr. 
B, ThursfieU Smith, 

(II). — John Wesley to Miss Loxdale. — I have recently 
had the privilege of examining the letter dated London, 
8 October, 1785. Works ed., 1830, Vol xiii, p. 106, Eleventh 
ed., xiii, p. 125. The printed copy omits a good deal that is 
in the original and adds much that is not. In the second 
sentence the original after " had " reads contracted a degree of 
stispicion towards all who professed either friendship or religion. 
The following is in the original, before the sentence " I thank 
you for writing freely to me : " You send me comfortable news 
concerning Mrs. Eden. And certainly this gracious Visitation is 
designed for a Blessing not only to her, but likewise to her poor 
husband. You shoM lose no opportimity of peaking a word to 
him, whenever providence throws him in yowr way. Let not a 
voluntary humility hinder you. Ood can bless a few and ordinary 
words. Nay and let it not hinder you from praying with as well 
as for your friends. I advise you my dear Nancy, to begin withoui 
delay. Why not this very day ? Make haste my friend to do 
whatever may be for the good of your own or any other soul. The 
printed sentences beginning " I believe W.'s nervous disorder 
etc ; " and that containing a reference to Gregory Lopez, are 
not in the original. What is the explanation of this strange 
variation ? — Bev. F. F. Bretherton. 

(III). — On Page 127 of my Early Methodism in and Around 
Chester I refer to a letter dated 15 Dec, 1781. 1830 ed., xiii, 
104, 1810 ed., xvi, 164, Eleventh ed., xiii, 123 : "I snatch a 
few moments" etc. Now Dec. 13 — 21 is a blank in the 
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Journal and a journey to Chester is I suppose a possibility, 
though there is no hint of any departure from London. 
I have recently had the opportunity of examining the original. 
The date is somewhat marred, but the owner and I strongly 
think that the early transcriber was correct in printing 1781. 
The group of Miss Loxdale's letters are dated 1 781-5. But 
the heading Chester is still a mystery. — Bev. F, F. Bretherton, 
(IV). — I gave to Rev. R. Green a complete collation with 
the originals of the printed letters to Miss Bishop (Works, 
Eleventh ed., xiii, pp. 16-37.) The printed letters are often 
abridged, all the 'personalia being excised, and only (I suppose) 
the " profitable " parts left. In one or two cases the printed 
letter is a composite of parts of two or more of the originals. 
In fact the case corresponds closely to what Mr. Bretherton 
has above remarked upon in the Loxdale letter. See also 
below under Samuel Furley — Bev, H, J. Foster, 

370. John Whitley, of Gola, Co. Monaghan (Crookshank, 
History, i, 258); John Whiteley, and Whitley (Minutes, 
1777,8,9). — I have recently had to distinguish these for a 
correspondent. The former appears in the Minutes of 1774 
only, as admitted on trial and as appointed to Armagh. Mr. 
Crookshank explains that, owing to domestic circumstances, 
Whitley was unable to fulfil the appointment, and had to relin- 
quish altogether his hope and purpose to enter upon the 
itinerant work. The latter is admitted on trial in 1777, as 
John Whiteley, and is appointed to Staffordshire as John 
Whitley. As John Whitley he is received into full connexion 
in 1778, and appointed to Thirsk. As John Whitley he 
desists from travelling in 1779. Rev. Thomas Stanley is the 
originator of the confusion between the two men, in his 
memoirs of John Whiteley's son Francis, Meth, Mag., 1823, 
pp. 495-6. Rev. John Ward, in his History of Bingley 
Methodism, 1863, p. 32, follows Stanley, but furnishes the 
fact which probably occasioned Wesley's call to John 
Whiteley in 1776 to give himself wholly to the itinerant life. 
When Wesley was at Bingley in May of that year he found 
that Whiteley's wife had died in the preceding February, 
setting the successful local preacher free from home ties for 
the larger work. The Minutes are however quite clear that 
the Irishman admitted on trial in 1774 is distinct from the 
Yorkshire farmer of Eldwick Cragg, who was admitted on 
trial in 1777. — Bev, H. J, Fostei\ 

371. Wesley's Deed Poll. — (Proc, I, 39). At the above reference 
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Rev. C. E. Wansborough discusses the question whether the 
Poll-deed was acted upon during Wesley's lifetime, or indeed 
was intended to be. John Valton, in his MS. diary, penes 
Mr. G. Stampe, says, 3 Aug., 1784, "Blessed be God, our 
Conference ended in much harmony and love. We never 
saw so many preachers met together before. A violent 
opposition was expected to be made by 3 or 4 mistaken 
Brethren to the Deed of Declaration for a Conference suhse" 
quent to Mr, Wesley's deathj^ 
372. Everett's " Wesleyan Methodism in Manchester 
AND Vicinity." — In looking over my Book-shelves I took 
down this volume and opened it. The frontispiece is a 
portrait of an old Miner with his smock and pick and 
peculiar shoes, a cross between a clog and a shoe. 

The Inscription is as below. " Richard Bradley, aged 90. 
The plate presented to the Rev. J. Everett for his Historical 
Sketches of Wesleyan Methodism in Manchester and its 
Vicinity by Mr. John Fernley." 

From the Preface we learn that these sketches were 
written by direction of the Conference. "The Preachers, 
impressed with the importance of the subject, entered upon 
the Minutes of Conference, an Order for the accomplishment 
of the design, the order stating that " every Superintendent 
is directed to collect all the information which it may be his 
power to obtain respecting the introduction of Methodism 
into the principal places in his circuit, which information he 
shall bring with him to the next Conference to be disposed of 
as shall then be determined." This was in 1822. This work is 
dedicated to Dr. Adam Clarke, in a rather long, but felicitous 
address. The points I wish to elicit are : i. Are there many 
copies like mine extant ? 2. Why did Everett not finish it ? 
3. Was the old Miner in frontispiece the first Methodist in 
Manchester ? 4. The importance of this work is that it 
emanated as a direction from Conference ? 5. It is intensely 
interesting and is worth a good review to-day. — Bev, W. H, 
Coradine. 

[Everett's Manchester is catalogued by Mr. G. Stampe, 
Proc. i, 10, and by Dr. Osbom in his Bibliographical Record, 
under Everett's name. It is published as "Part first of 
Vol. i." Everett has also left his Sheffield apparently un- 
finished. Two volumes are announced, but only Vol. i was 
published. A very full review, praising — with many qualifi- 
cations, — Everett's Manchester will be found in the fF.M. 
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Mag., 1828, pp. 107-113.] 
373. Mr. Myat*s House (31 March, 1788); Mr. Myat's Yard 
AT Lane End (28 March, 1790). — Rev. Edward H. Hudson, 
B.A., of Longton, writes : " In the public library I find a 
History of the Borough of Stoke upon Trent, by John Ward, 
W. Lewis and Son, Finch Lane, London. 1843. The book 
quotes passages from Wesley's Journal having to do with his 
visits to the district, and among them that of 28 March, 
1790. In a description of part of Fenton (p. 553), he 
mentions the manufactories of Knight, Elkin, and Bridg- 
wood, and another erected by the elder Spode for his son, 
Samuel Spode, and proceeds : * Adjacent thereto is a manu- 
factory occupied by R. Gallimore, formerly belonging to Mr. 
Joseph Myatt, from the front of the house adjoining which 
the late Rev. John Wesley preached on his last journey to a 
large- auditory as mentioned in his Joumat,^ All whom I 
have asked t^ll me that this last is the manufactory now 
occupied by James Kent. The neighbourhood is known as 
The Foley, and the boundary between Fenton and Longton 
passes close to the spot. There has been lent to me a 
handbook of a bazaar held here a few years ago, which 
contains an historical account of local Methodism by the 
late Mr. John Ward, — not the same as the editor of the 
History above mentioned. He says, *Mr. Myatt*s house, 
where Wesley preached on his last visit, still stands, — ^a 
large house enclosed in Mr. James Kent's manufactory at 
The Foley, and now used as workshops.* On referring to a 
Lane End Directory for 1818, I find the name of Mr. Josh. 
Myatt, gentleman, then residing at The Foley ; no doubt the 
person referred to in Wesley's Journal, The site upon 
which the chapel, or meeting house, was erected is said to 
have been at or near the place now occupied by the Birming- 
ham District and Counties Banking Co., Stafford Street.'" 
Mr. Hudson points out how Wesley in the six references in 
the Journal sometimes speaks of *' house " and sometimes 
"chapel." The latest, 28 March, 1790, suggests that "house" 
is "preaching-house." In that of 31 March, 1788, it may 
also be so, if Mr. Myatt had built it within his own works, 
or on his own land, and at his own cost. 

Mr. Hudson adds : " In the History first mentioned I 
find the following reference to Wesley's last sermon in the 
neighbourhood, preached at Tunstall, on 29 March, 1790, 
the day after the visit to Mr. Myatt : " Persons are still 
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living (1838) who describe this, his farewell sermon, as the 
most powerful and pathetic that ever came from his lips." 
Lane End is the old name for Longton. 
374. Rev. Samuel Furley (sometimes written " Furly.")— 
Rev. Nehemiah Curnock sent to the Methodist Becarder 
(17 Oct, 1907, p. 14) interesting Letters written by John 
Wesley to S. Furly, which were in the possession of Mr. 
A. J. Derrick, of Melbourne, Australia, who, a few months 
earlier, had permitted their insertion in a Methodist news- 
paper published in that city. 

From these, and from previously printed matter I trace 
Mr. Furley as under, viz : 

1754 : Queen^s College, Cawhridge. See Tyerman's Wesley ^ 
Vol. ii, p. 186-7. A Letter from Wesley. 

1755 • 'Same Place. See Letter (No. i) in Methodist 
Becorder^ 17 Oct., 1907. 

See Letter (No. 2) in 
Methodist Recorder^ 17 Oct., 1907 : from Wesley, at TuUa- 
more. 

1758 : See Letter (No. 3). ditto. : from Wesley, at 
Cork. 

1759.60: Kippaa, near Ferry Bridge, Yorkshire. Sec 
Letters (Nos. 4, 5, 6, and 7) in Methodist Recorder, 17 Oct., 
1907. 

1762 : Kippaa. Letters 25 Jan., 30 July (in which 
Wesley invites Furley to attend Conference in Leeds), 15 
Sep., and 13 Oct. : See Tyerman's Wesley , Vol. ii, pp. 

450-453- 

1764 : Shithwaite. See W.H.S. Proceedings, Vol, iii, 
p. 144, also Wesley's Journal under date 19 April, 1764. 

1764 : John Wesley writes to Mr. Furley a letter dated 
"Liverpool, 15 July, 1764." It treats of the cultivation of 
style. See Works, Eleventh ed., xiii, pp. 393-4. 

1766 to 1795 : Roche, Comivall. See W.H.S. Proceedings, 
Vol. iv, p. 193. Wesley writes (JbumaZ, Wed., 14 Sept., 1768), 
" After preaching at St. Austle and Medros, I rode over to 
Roach (sic), and spent a comfortable evening with my old 
acquaintance, Mr. Furly." 

In an article which appears in The Cornish Magazine, 
Vol. ii, p. 73, the Rev. Mark Guy Pearse, speaking of Rev. 
George Thomson, says : " a volume of his (i.e. Mr. Thom- 
son's) religious effusions was published, without his name, 
by the Rev. Samuel Furley, of Roche." 
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It will be noticed that in most of Wesley's letters to 
Furley the subject of Christian Perfection is referred to. 
Furley raised many objections to Wesley's views, and was 
disposed to argue. Possibly his disputatious spirit annoyed 
Wesley. Anyhow there is no trace of friendship after 1768, 
although Wesley was several times in the neighbourhood of 
Roche subsequently to that date. — Bev. Geo, Lester, 

Note. — Wesley's letter {Works, xii, 225) dated " Bristol, 
13 October, 1762," addressed to "Mr. S. F." reads very much 
like a Furley letter. The use of the word " Sammy " also 
supports the notion. It is printed (imperfectly) as such in 
Tyerman, Vol. ii, 453. [There is no doubt of this. Another 
letter by Wesley {Works, xii, 349), St. Ives, 15 Sept., 1762, 

"to the Rev. Mr. F ," is no doubt rightly, indexed as 

to Furley. When I lived in Bristol, I saw, and collated with 
the printed copy of the racy letter on Style {Works, xiii, 
378-80, dated 15 July, 1764), the original, which was in the 
possession of Mr. Joseph Wood, a son of the Rev. James 
Wood (ob. 1840), and well-known for many years in Bristol 
as an architect. He was, until his death, a member of 
Portland Chapel, Bristol. It was addressed to Furley, ** at 
the Rev. [Mr. Venns ; the name is erased, and the address 
completed] In Huddersfield, Yorkshire." It is full of small 
verbal changes, and typographical differences, and has 
apparently been " edited," in similar fashion to the letters 
noticed under N, and Q, 369. — H.J,F,] 

Additional Note. — The Vicar of Kippax, from 1758 
to 1770, was the Rev. Henry Crooke, a close friend of the 
Rev. John Wesley (W.H.S. Free, ii, pp. 115-118). As Mr. 
Crooke was at the same time, i.e. from 1755 to 1770, when 
he died, incumbent of Hunslet, Leeds, where he resided 
and where his parochial duties required his constant presence, 
I surmise that the Rev. Samuel Furley was Mr. Crooke's 
curate residing at Kippax. However, as there are no early 
lists of curates extant, the matter must needs remain in 
doubt. — Mr, C, A, Federer,

2. Of these, Baldwin Street and Nicholas Street are those for whose 
better accommodation the Room in the Horsefair, in its original and smaller 
form, was built by Wesley in 1739. {fourncU^ 9 May, 1739). The third may 
be one in Back Liane, to which Wesley went on 17 April, 1739 ; ** where I had 
not been before," he tells his Fetter Lane friends in his weekly letter of 26 
April : {Messenger^ 1877, p. 96). Back Lane is, probably, now the Old Market 
Street end of Jacob Street. Henry Durbin {Proc.y II, 40-43) was a typical 
member of these C. of £. Societies, though he only joined that at Baldwin 
Street after the arrival of Whitefield in Bristol. (See his letter. Ami, Mag,, 
1779, p. 4S7). Miss Elizabeth Ritchie gives a pleasant glimpse of his closing 
days. — (Bulmer's Memoirs of Mrs. [Ritchie] Mortimer, p. 169-70. Letter, 
Bristol, 1799). "With good old Mr. Durbin I also spent some hours very 
profitably. He told me, that, when only sixteen years of age, he and several 
serious young men used to meet together iu a kind of religious society, before 
Mr. Wesley came to Bristol. When he came, they invited him to meet with 
them, and he proved a second Peter to these Corneliusses. Some of them 
became the first members of the Methodist Society, in that city. Mr. D. 
added, * I now feel eternal life abiding in me. I know in whom I have 
believed, and he will keep what I have committed unto Him.' He was 
eighty-one years of age." See below, under 12 June, 1739. 
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the Church of England. These were encouraged by some of 
the most serious of the clergy, and with the approbation of 
the Bishop.' 

1738. 

In the year 1738 Mr. Morgan, a serious and awakened 
clergyman of the Church of England, pitying the rude and 
ignorant condition of the Kingswood colliers, sometimes preached 
to them in the fields, and thus opened the door to the field; 
preaching in that part among the Methodists. This Morgan 
behaved friendly toward the Methodists, and was intimate with 
many of both sorts, but after some time he joined with the 
Quakers, and became a public preacher among them in Bristol.^ 

3. Bishop Joseph Butler was consecrated 3 Dec., 1738, succeeding 
Bishop Thomas Gooch. 

4. This notice of a predecessor of Whitefield in the work of open-air 
evangelism is an interesting, and I think entirely new, addition to our know- 
ledge of the beginnings of the Revival. Whitefield's "first field pulpit" at 
Rose Green had been Morgan's the year before, Cennick tells us (under 1739). 
See further for these locahties Procy III, 38, (where " hurdle heaps " is, by a 
common trajection, for "ruddle heaps," the riddled waste of the pit bank). 
Following tie clue given by the closing sentence of this 1738 paragraph, I 
enquired of Mr. Norman Penney, the editor of the Journal of the Friends* 
Historical Society ^ who after a little search discovered the interesting document 
printed as an Additional Note below (in Part vii of this volume). This gave the 
Christian name as William. I turned to the notices of an Evangelical clergy- 
man named Morgan and his wife, in Charles Wesley's y27Mr;fiz/, 19-23, and 29-30 
March, 1740. These I submitted to the Rev. J. A. Thomas, of Westcote 
Rectory, Chipping Norton, who courteously suppued me with two entries from 
the parish registers in his keeping. ** April 23, 1739, Mr. Thomas Johnson 
was elected Church- warden by me William Morgan ^^ and "April 7, 1740, 
Mr. John Rawley was elected Church-warden by me William Morgan." The 
comparison of the vividly characterizing account of Mr. Moi^n, and of 
his wife also, given by Charles Wesley, with the equally realistic portrait given 
by Mr. Penney's document, leaves but little room for doubt that we have found 
at Westcote the precursor of Whitefield, and so of Wesley also, in open-air 
preaching to the Kingswood colliers. Mr. Thomas adds : "The registers are 
unfortunately defective at this period and do not show when Mr. Morgan came 
here. Mr. John Davies was Rector in 1725, and Mr. Morgan was no longer 
at Westcote in 1741. His name occurs in no other place than those given 
above. I think he was undoubtedly a curate, taking duty perhaps at neigh- 
bouring parishes." C. Wesley makes Idbury and Westcote [Barton] Mr. 
Morgan's "churches." Mr. Thomas, however, adds: "It is clear from the 
registers that Westcote, Idbury and Fifield were not one parish but separate. 
Idbury is in the diocese of Oxford, and could not be uniteci with Westcote.** 
From Charles Wesley we gather that both Morgan and his wife had been in 
peril from the "still "brethren and John Bray, in the Fetter Lane Society. 
I can go no further at present, and can only wait in the hope of discovering 
whether William Morgan is also the Quaker resident at Kew, who had been 
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1739. 

After Mr. Whitfield was returned from Georgia, and had 
been more than ever popular in London, he came to Bristol, 
February 14, 1739, where, after being refused the use of the 
church, he began to preach in Newgate to the prisoners on the 
15th, and continued daily to do so till forbid by the Mayor. 

Feb. 17th. — He preached the first time in or near the same 
spot in Kingswood, called Rose Green or Crates End, where 
Mr. Morgan had preached last year. This opened a way for his 
future preaching at Two Mile Hill, Han nam, &c., in Kingswood, 
besides the Fish Ponds, Busselton,* and places adjoining; and 
in Bristol at Baptist Mills, Bowling Green, Weavers' Hall, 
Templebacks, Brickyard,* &c. 

March 29th. — The colliers voluntarily gave Mr. Whitfield 
^20 in hand, and subscribed ^£40 towards building a school 
which he had proposed to begin for them and their children.** 

March 31st. — Mr. John Wesley came to Bristol at the 
earnest invitation of Mr. Whitfield. 

April 2nd. — This afternoon^ Mr. Whitfield laid the first 

one of the Oxford Methodists, and gave so fovourable an account of his 
former friends to George III, whom he encountered in the gardens of the 
palace (H. Moore). It is hardly needful to say that this Willmm Morgan is 
entirely distinct from the young Oxford Methodist whose untimely death is the 
starting point of John Wesley's printed y<wf7«a/j {Proc.^ Ill, 47). There are 
many other William Moi^ans in the Alumni Oxonienses^ of whom I incline to 
choose, as best satisfying uie likely conditions of age and of marri^e : ** Morgan, 
Willmm, s. John, of St Peters, Worcester (city) gent. Magdalen Hall, 
8 March, 1727-%, ^ed 17, B.A., 1731." 

5. This may still be heard locally for " Brislington." Wesley writes 
both " Busselton," and " Bristleton," in the pocket diary of 1790.

6a. The biographer of Count, of Hunt , ii, 361, quotes this fact from 
Whitfield's letter, 29 March, 1739, with the comment : **This was . . before 
Mr. Wesl^ had ever been in Bristol. The attention of the reader is particu- 
larly called to this fact because all biographers of Mr. Wesley have been silent 
on this sabject." 

7. At 2 p.m. He literally " laid " the stone, which was simply deposited 
upon the stir£u;e of the ground, Whitefield takin|; possession of the spot by 
offering prayer, kneeling upon the stone ; " a man giving me a piece of ground 
(in case Mr. Qreswicke] should refuse them any.") Letter in Tyerman, 
IVhiUf,^ I, 195. Mr. Creswicke, of Hanham Hall, one of the landowners 
amongst whom in an irregular way the manorial rights of the old Kingswood 
Forest had become apportioned, threatened to take possession of " the colliers' 
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stone for the new school in a field at Two Mile Hill ; but after 
a little while Mr. Wesley had the school built more in the 
middle of the wood, where the building is now entirely finished, 
and besides a fine hall for preaching, there are four rooms on 
each end, and two handsome houses more. This evening 
Mr. Wesley preached the first time in Nicholas Street Society 
Room.® 

April 8. — On Sunday following Mr. Wesley preached the 
first time in Kingswood at Hannam Mount. 

April 17. — The people began to be in agitations.® 

school," his men having already seized " Mr. Cennick's [preaching] house" on 
Kingswood Hill, but he was restrained by the intervention of Mr. Jones of 
Fonmon, like himself on the Commission of the Peace. (C. W. Journal^ 5 and 
22 Sep., 1 741). In Proc. Ill, pp. 68-72, wiU be found Bryan I*^son's letter of 
9 June, 1752, remonstrating with the agent of Mrs. Archer, another claimant of 
manorial rights in the Forest, who had served a notice of ejectment upon 
Roquet and Maddern as occupiers of Kingswood School. Their own manorial 
rights were not beyond challenge, but these were bold attempts to treat Ceimick 
and Wesley as ** squatters." As to the site finally chosen, see Proc^ III, 39. 
It was near the site for the intended school, and whilst Cennick and the colliers 
were standing beneath a sycamore which became historic, that the incident of 
14 June, below, took place. See Proc,^ II, 5, 6 ; Vfesley'sjoiimal, 5 Aug., 
1764, II Sep., 1770. (Wesley, in Moravian letter, 2 July, 1739 {Proc,, V, 13) 
says, ** On Tues. 26 I preached the first time under the sycamore at 
Kingswood"). Cennick, under 14th June, below, also adds the extremely 
interesting fact that the young man for whom they were waiting was none other 
than Samuel Wathen ["Nathen" is a misprint or a misreading of the MS.], for 
whose interesting history see Procy III, 40. Tyerman, in Wesley, I, 275, 
guessed Thomas Maxfield. Cennick in his Autobic^raphy would lead us to 
suppose that Wathen was expected to preach. Besides Westell, Richards, 
and Maxfield, certainly other Bristol young men began to "preach" in 
the early days of the awakening. The inscription on the mural tablet 
of John Hall, grandfather of the president, Samuel Romilly Hall, in Portland 
Chapel, Bristol, says of him : ** For more than 58 years a i)ersuasive and 
successful preacher of the Gospel" (ob. 23 Dec, 1798 \ Journaly 23, 9. 79, 
1. 10. 80). Ithasalways been difficult to understand Wesley's statement {Journal^ 
9 Sept., 1790), that Joseph Humphreys assisted him as his first lay preacher, in 
1738. Not unnaturally Tyerman thought him a sort of Moravian lay-preacher 
(Ty., Wesley, I, 346-7). But in a foot-note to Wkitf,, I, 223, he says: "I 
incline to think this date is not correct." Certainly more than one young 
man, Cennick included, was evangelizing in more or less formal fashion, 
before Wesley's crucial recognition of Maxfield, and in him of the principle erf 
" lay "-preaching. 

8. He had been expounding at Nicholas Street the night before, i April ; 
the printed Journal and the Moravian letter agree that on tiis Monday 
evening he was at Baldwin Street for the first time. Cennick is in error. 

9. I.e., the physical manifestations under the preaching. This is also 
the earliest date in Wesley's ^nnted. Journal ; but the Moravian letter says that

May 12. — Mr. Wesley laid the first stone of the chapel 
in the Horse Fair. 

May 14. — I came to London and was received into the 
Society in Fetter Lane, together with my sister, Sally Cennick, 
and Kezia Wilmott.^^ Here I heard of the awakening in Bristol 
and Kingswood, and felt an inexpressible desire to see it. I 
asked the Brethren if I might not have leave to visit Bristol, &c. 
Mr. Whitfield told me both his design of building a school for 
the colliers' children, and also wished I would go and be one 
of the masters. He wrote of the same to Mr. John Wesley 
(who knew me some time before Mr. Whitfield came from 
Georgia), and I received a pressing letter for me to come to him. 
I consented with all my heart ; and after I had settled my affairs 
in Reading, I took leave of my relatives and went to Bristol. 

June II, Whit Monday. — I set out on a wet morning with 
Br. Feme and walked the same day to Sandy Lane, and because 
it was late before we came in we were obliged to sleep upon straw 
in an outhouse all night. ^^ 

woman of Nicholas Street society sunk down as one dead. We prayed for her 
and she soon revived, and went home strengthened both in body and in spirit." 
These physical manifestations continued, occasionally, as late as 18 March, 
1765. See Joseph Humphreys* judgment upon those which occurred under 
his own preaching, Tyerman, Whitfield^ i, 225-6.

The somewhat painful story of 26 Oct., 1750, belongs to the Cennick 
family. "Tetherton" is Tytherton, near Chippenham, where Cennick had 
bought a house and built a school (J. £. Hutton, p. 200) just after his great 

campaign with Howell Harris in Wiltshire. "J H "is James 

Ilatton. For Jane Briant see Memoirs of Hutton, p. 154, where reference is 
also made to Cennick's journey to the Continent, mentioned by his mother to 
Wesley, who also himself speaks in a somewhat bitter fashion of Cennick's 

setting out, under 8 Dec, 1745. ** Mr. H " is probably Mr. Heatley, 

for whom see Hutton, pp. 188-9. ** P S " will be Peter Sims, an 

original member at Fetter Lane {Hutton, p. 95), mention of whose house in 
Paved Alley, Leadenhall Market, often loosely spoken of as in The Minories, 
frequently occurs in the early history of the Revival in London. "John " is 
her son, John Cennick. She presumably had removed to Tytherton from 
Reading. 

12. Feme's wife appears in Benham*9 Hutton, p. 183, but Feme is not 
found. Sandy Lane is a hamlet at the southern angle of Bowood Park. 
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June 12. — We came through Bath to Bristol in the aftei- 
noon, but Mr. Wesley was gone for some time to London before 
we arrived.^* Mr. Purdy, a tailor from London (and who 
afterwards joined with some rigid perfectionists in Bristol, leaving 
Mr. Wesley entirely, and preaching for himself began a quite new 
sect), received us very kindly.^* That evening we visited a 
society in Baldwin Street of religious young Churchmen who, in 
a little time afterwards, wholly mingled with the Methodists. 

June 14. — I, Mr. Purdy, Feme, Tommy Ostfield, and Mrs. 
Norman^* of Bristol walked three miles to Kingswood to see the

14. Notwithstanding his defection, Wesley writes a letter of unc^ualified 
appreciation of him to his son, Victory Purdy. (Letter, Works, xiii., 113, 
dated i Feb., 1784, reprinted from Meth, Mag., 1828). Apparendy the son 
had written to Wesley to ask for information about his father. The Moravian 
letter of 30 April, 1739 {Messenger, as above) adds this interesting fact to our 
knowledge : ** This day [i.e. Thursday, 26 April] I being desirous to speak 
little, but our brother Purdy pressing me to speak and spare not, we made 
four lots, and desired our Lord to show what He would have me to do. The 
answer was * Preach and print.' Let Him see to the event." Purdy 's 
urgency it was, then, which led Wesley to take the first step, as it proved, in 
the long Calvinistic controversy, by printing his sermon on Free Grace, 

The letter also fills up with more detail what Wesley has printed under 
26 and 29 April. But the following earlier paragraph may be worth putting 
upon record m our pages. The date is Tuesday, 24th. '* I was now in some 
doubt how to proceed. Our dear brethren, before I left London, and our 
Br. Whitfield here, and our brother Chapman since, had conjured me to enter 
into no disputes — least of all, concerning Predestination — ^because this people 
was so deeply prejudiced for it. But this evening I received a very long 
letter, almost a month after date, charging me roundly with resisting and 
perverting the truth, as it is in Jesus, by preaching against God's decree of 
Predestination. I had not done so yet ; but I questioned whether I ought 
not now to declare the whole counsel of God, especially since the letter had 
been handed about in Bristol before it was sealed and brought to me, tc^ether 
with another wherein also the writer exhorts his friends to avoid me as a &lse 
teacher. However, I thought it best to walk gently, and so said nothing 
this day." 

The younger Purdy had a remarkable career. For him and for his 
father see {e.g,) Braine, History of Kingswood Forest, pp. 258-9. 

15. For this remarkable woman, one of the first three members of 
Wesle)rs own first "band" in Bristol, see C.W.'s Journal, passim, during 
these months ; also Proc, II, 5, 6, and note ; V, 4, 5 ; and specially a 
character sketch of her by James Ireland, of Brislington Hsdl, in Arm, Mag,, 
1789* .P« 240. Miss Ireland, of Brislington Hall, and Rev. A. B. Beaven, of 
Leamington, confirm and complete what might be conjectured from Mr. 
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colliers, and by the way I had an opportunity to relate all my 
experience, which afterwards opened a door for my preaching. 
In the afternoon, Sammy Nathen, an apprentice to a surgeon in 
Corn Street, and a chief member of the Baldwin Street Society, 
had b^un to visit the colliers and to read to them, and was to 
have come about 3 or 4 o'clock, but as he stayed later than 
ordinary, and the people were a little impatient, my company 
earnestly entreated me to expound a chapter or else speak to the 
souls. I was sensible of the Divine call in my heart, beside the 
open door before me, but as I had never done such a thing and 
my conscience was exceedingly tender, I delayed, though 
persuaded on all sides, till Mr. Nathen came, who joined with 
the others to entreat me to preach. We went aside into a little 
cottage near where the foundation of the new school was laid, 
and there we kneeled down simply and asked our Saviour to 
make manifest His mind, and when we had done one wrote 
several lots which we cast before the Lord, and I drew out 
" To respond." I stood under a sycamore tree and spoke to 
several hundreds with a boldness and particular freedom in my 
heart with a blessing and afterwards returned to town. My 
preaching was noised over all Kingswood and Bristol so that I 
could not avoid preaching again in Kingswood at White's 
Hill^* on the morrow, and at Nicholas Street Society. From 
this time I preached in many places and was universally received, 
but did not appear like a minister, still wearing either a dark 
coloured coat or else a very light one. At this time the 
awakening spread exceedingly, and for about a year after, all 
places where we came received the Gospel joyfully, especially 
Bedminster, Bath, Bradford, Pensford, Busselton, Keinsham, 
Kendalshire, Upton, Downing, Stapleton, Hambrook, etc. At 



Ireland's account ; they inform me that Mr. James Ireland's first wife was 
Constant, dat^hter of John Norman and his wife, onr Mrs. Norman.

16. This should perhaps he printed "in Kingswood, at White's 
Hill...." A street so named leads up from Silver Street, Bradford-on-Avon, 
to Bearfield, an early preaching place of Wesley on the hill above the little 
town (e.g., 17 July, 1739, and after.)

Sep., 1769. 
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the end of this year I got acquainted with Br. Telschig,^^ who 
often came where I preached, and whom I loved dearly; but 
because he saw that Mr. Wesley was about to break oflf from the 
brethren in London, and knew I and he preached not directly 
the same, he would not speak much with me ; only told me he 
loved me and wished I had more experience. 

It was April 17 th (as is said a little before) that people 
began to fall into fits under the discourses, especially as Mr. 
Wesley began to preach perfection, and to speak terribly out of 
the Law. The first time it was observed was that day at 

Baldwin Street Society, and then John H n groaned and 

cried out surprisingly.^® At first no one knew what to say, 
but it was soon called the pangs of the new birth, the work of the 
Holy Ghost, the bruising of the serpent's head, casting out the 
old man, etc., but some were ofifended and entirely left the 
Societies when they saw Mr. Wesley encourage it. I often 
doubted if it was not of the enemy when I saw it, and disputed 
with Mr. Wesley for calling it the work of God ; but he was 
strengthened in his opinion after he had wrote about it to Mr. 
Erskine in Scotland (who at that time had made a great stir 
among the religious Scots) and had received a favourable answer. 
And frequently, when none were agitated in the meetings, he

In Proc.f V, 8 is given a Moravian letter, 4 June, 1739, which recorded the 
admission on trial (22 May, 1739) into one of the Bristol "bands," of Haydon 
"and eight other men, and Thomas Hamilton (aged 14) with 4 other 
children. This same letter adds that on the 29th May Wesley preached 
at John Haydon's door, ** in the Back Lane," (above, Note 2.) 

Cennick does not seem to think much of " Tommy Hamilton, the tailor's 
boy." But C. Wesley remembers a T. Hamilton along with Mrs. Vigor, in 
letter XXII (and Mrs. Vigor and T.H. in XXIII), both letters dating from the 
time of John Wesley's critical illness in 1753-4. The boy seems to have stood 
well after his " trial." Cennick*s Hamilton is clearly the boy of fourteen 
mentioned, but not named, y<?«rwa/, 19 May, 1739. 

Thomas Whitehead of Gloucester is also mentioned, but not named, in 
journal, 22 June, 1739. Whitefield makes this certain (Tyerman, IVhiief.^ 
i, 199). For John Deschamps, stuffmaker, see-P/w., IV, 94-5. " Mansfield " is 
somebody's error for Maxfield. 

The pathetic spiritual history of Lucretia Smith may be traced out in 
Wesley, Works, [IX, 120] XII, 186, XIII, 97 ; and Journal, 18 April, 1739, 
25 Dec, 1740 (specially) ; also C^N.yJoumaly 4 Sep., 1739, 16 Sep., 1739. 
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prayed, Lord, where are Thy tokens and signs, etc., and I don't 
remember ever to have seen it otherwise than that on his so 
praying several men were seized and screamed out. I can't be 
persuaded but that, though there might be some who affected 
this, there was somewhat supernatural. ^ ® I have seen people so 
foam and violently agitated that six men could not hold one, 
but he would spring out of their arms, or off the ground, and 
tear himself as in hellish agonies. Others I have seen sweat 
uncommonly, and their necks and tongues swell and twist out of 
all shape. Some prophesied, and some uttered the worst of 
blasphemies against our Saviour. I have seen one Ann Roberts, 
a servant at Mr. Deschamps, without Lawford's gate, fall down 
often and become lifeless, and continue so twenty-lour hours, and 
then come to herself singing a hymn. This was one of the chief 
of these persons, but besides her was Lucretia Smith, a Quaker 
gentlewoman ; Thomas Mansfield, a toy maker, now a great 
preacher with Mr. Wesley, who has been as he said possessed of 
the devil, that he once conversed with a saint in Heaven in his 
fits ; Tommy Hamilton, a tailor's boy ; Mr. Whitehead, a gentle- 
man that favoured the French Prophets, etc. In the beginning, 
when Mr. Wesley prayed for them, they were recovered, sang 
hymns, and declared before all they had received the Holy 
Ghost, etc. But oftentimes the samp persons were seized and 
grew intolerable, and though they prayed with them whole nights 
they were rather worse and worse. 

Thus things went on till Monday, October 22nd, when they 
began to cry out as I was preaching in Kingswood, at Two Mile 
Hill. At first I took but little notice of it, but its increasing 
forced me to do all I could to prevent it. One night, I believe 
more than twenty roared and shrieked together in the new school 
whilst I was preaching, and at the same time, though it was 
winter, it thundered and lightened, rained and blew such a 
tempest, that I was frightened and had no doubt but the whole 
was delusion. The chief persons who were affected were Sarah 
Robins, Betty Sommers, Sarah Jones, and a brother of Betty 
Sommers. The three former confessed they were demoniacs. 
Sally Robins could not read, and yet would answer at any time if 
persons talked to her in Latin or Greek. They could tell who was 

19. This should be compared with (say) Wesley's own counsel to his 
Bristol pQopXe, Jouma/f 22 June, 1739. The only entry in the yi;wnifl/ which 
looks like this alleged asking for signs, is 26 April, 1739, when Wesley was 
** led, without any previous design ... to pray " that if Free Grace was 
God's truth. He '* would bear witness to His word.'* 
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coming into the house, though they were held down upon the 
floor. They said who would be seized next ; what was doing in 
other places, etc. If anyone had a Bible with them, though ever 
so artfully concealed, they knew it, and would not suffer such an 
one to touch them. One said her name was Satan, the other 
Beelzebub, and the third Legion. All at times cursed and 
blasphemed our Saviour, gnashing their teeth, and at intervals 
sang the Gloria Patri and Lord's Prayer in song tunes. If any 
prayed with them, they tried by the most comical inventions to 
make them laugh or hinder them. If one named Jesus either in 
prayer or singing, they trembled and cursed Him. Mr. Wesley 
asked Betty Sommers how the Devil entered her ? She said, " By 
thy gospel, thou toad!" But experience proved that the more 
questions we asked them the stronger they grew and were more 
violent ; so that I resolved neither to ask them anything nor suffer 
them to speak when they would say anything, and thus by a little 
and little it came to nothing in Kings wood. That was remarkable, 
if one said, I charge you in the name of Jesus Christ not to speak, 
they were always obedient : and so it was if one wanted them to 
give any answers. ^^^ 

Not long after happened something of this kind at Wester- 
leigh, about seven miles from Kingswood. ♦♦♦♦♦♦ 
Things of this kind were frequent everywhere, and all manner of 
fancies were preached by such means, and I myself went far from 
my first simplicity; but one day I walked by myself into the wood, 
and wept before the Saviour, and got again a sensible feeling of 
His presence, and determined thence-forward to preach nothing 
but Him and His righteousness. And so all fits and crying out 
ceased wherever I came, and a blessing attended my labours; 
only this opened a way for Mr. Wesley and me to jar and dispute 
often, because, firstly, I could not believe or preach Perfection, 
and, secondly, I resolved to mention only the righteousness of 
Christ and the final perseverance of souls truly converted. 

20. Cennick identifies for us as Betty Sommers the unnamed case in 
foumal, 23 October, 1739. This "demoniac" outbreak had occurred quite 
independently of Wesley, who had that day been at Bearfield, and had re- 
turned home in the evening to Bristol, where, as he says, he was urgently 
pressed to come to Kingswood to see the case. 

Sally Jones is the "S y J s" of Journal y 28 Oct., 1739, and 

apparently the daughter of ** Mrs. j[one]s, in Kingswood." It is not quite 
clear whether this is the ** widow Jones" whose house was well known to the 
Methodists of these months. On Sun., 9 Sep., Cennick went from preaching 
at Rose Green to Mrs. Jones* house {Arm, Mag,^ 1805 ; suppl., p. 28). 
Charles Wesley says, 11 Oct., "At six I began John i, at the widow Jones's. 
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It was the first time of my preaching by night in the open air. The yard 
contained about four hundred. The house was likewise fiill. Great power 
¥rais in the midst." I incline to think that one and the same Mrs. Jones and 
her house are intended in both cases, as also in the entry in the Journal of 
28 October. I think we may write L[izz]y C[onno]r at the same place, and 
at 25 June, 1739. C. W. gives Jane Connor, of Baptist Mills, and Mary 
Connor, 30 Oct., 1739. (Cf. Proc,^ V, 11). See also under 1740, below.

Notes and Queries. 



375. The Ambuscades at Clifton Moor (18 Dec, 1745). — 
SmoUet, in his continuation of Hume's History^ chapter xix, 
says : " They [i.e. the retreating rebels] were overtaken at 
the village of Clifton, in the neighbourhood of Penrith, by 
two regiments of dragoons. These alighted and lined the 
hedges in order to harass part of the enemy's rear guard, 
commanded by Lord John Murray, who at the head of the 
Macphersons, attacked the dragoons, sword in hand, and 
repulsed them with considerable loss." Wesley's reference 
suggests that it was the rebels who lay in " the ambuscades," 
and harassed the royal troops from behind " the hedges and 
walls." General Oglethorpe was courtmartialled on the 
charge of not attacking Cluny Macpherson and Lord George 
Murray, when the Highlanders stood at bay at Clifton, and 
defeated Cumberland's advanced guard. He was acquitted, 
however, but in consequence left Westbrook House, 
Godalming, and retired to Carham, his wife's estate and 
home. 

376. Journal of William Edmundson, the Quaker, {Journal, 
17 July, 1765).

377. Methodist use of Shorthand, etc. — Some of the early 
preachers used shorthand.

Macauley's ; and a note in the family's Life of William 
Bramwdl suggests that he also used some sort of shorthand. 
What other preachers did so, and what systems did they 
use ? Was any code of signs or abbreviations in use among 
the preachers ? — Mr. John Taylor. 

I have recently seen Diaries of Richard Reece, written 
partly in shorthand, and partly in longhand. — Rev. F. F. 
Bretherton. 

378. The Plain Man, Sheriff of the City of London, who 
LIVED IN an Inn-yard. (Journal, 27 Feb., 1790). — I en- 
quired of Rev. A. B. Beaven, of Leamington, to whom I am 
indebted for frequent help, and who is regarded as a final 
authority on the London Aldermen of the past, whether he 
could tell our Society anything of Sheriff Baker, Wesley's 
host. He replies: "The Sheriffs of London for the year 
1789-90 were Alderman Newman and Thomas Baker. I 
think, but I am not quite sure, that the latter was the Thomas 
Baker of Great Tower Street, who died 10 Jan. 1793. That 
however was not his place of business. All I know certainly 
about him is that he was of the Blacksmiths' Company. 
Possibly the Clerk to this Company might be able to give 
you information, as this particular guild is not rich in Sheriffs 
and Mayors, so that Baker would be a personage amongst 
them. There is a short notice of Baker in an anonymous, 
and somewhat scurrilous, publication called CUy Biography, 
published in 18 10, when apparently he was dead. It runs 
as follows: 'Thomas Baker, Esq., was sheriff in 1790, to 
which office he was certainly not promoted for his learning, 
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for report says he can neither read nor wriiey which frequently 
is of great negative advantage^ for much ill often comes of it 
He was a horse dealer in Smithfield.' Baker never became 
an Alderman, I believe, I have a book on the Aldermen in 
the press." Mr. Beaven gave me an introduction to Bernard 
Kettle, Esq., the librarian at the Guildhall, who, with equal 
kindness, adds a fact or two confirmatory and completing to 
Mr. Beaven's information : " In -4 list of the livery-men of 
London who voted far Mr, Alderman Sawbrtdge at the laie election 
for Members oj Parliament for the OUy of London^ 1784, under 
the Blacksmiths' Company appeared the name of Thomas 
Baker, of the Greyhound Inn, Smithfield. I think this must 
be your man. He appears in a similar list for 1792, where 
he is described as of the Blacksmiths' Company ; residence 
Smithfield ; trade, horse-dealer. The Greyhound Inn was 
in existence as early as 1677, as it is to be found on Ogilby's 
map of that date, and in 1747 it formed one of five inns nearly 
adjoining one another in West Smithfield. They stood in 
this order: Crown and Cushion, King's Head, Greyhound 
Inn, George Inn, White Swan Inn. There is still a public- 
house called the Crown, but all the rest have disappeared. 
The yard is shown in maps as late as 1902, but it finally 
disappeared during last year, a great block of red-brick 
building having completely smothered it. As to the short 
biography of 1800, referred to by Mr. Beaven, I 
do not think you need attach much importance to it. 
The whole volume is very entertaining reading, but very 
scurrilous. ThQ London Chronicle ior 1789, 26-29 Sep., p. 312, 
contained an account of Mr. Baker's Chariot, used during 
his Shrievalty."— -P. 
379. Early Methodism in Limerick. — In the JourruU, Saturday 
8 June 1765, Wesley writes: "I rode to Limerick, and 
found the preaching house just finished. I liked it best of 
any in the kingdom, being neat, yea elegant, yet not gaudy." — 
Some particulars of this preaching house are given in a some- 
what rare volume entitled, History of the City of Limerick. 
Limerick: Printed by Andrew Welsh for John Ferrar, near the 
Exchange, 1767, . *'The Methodist Meeting house near Quay 
Lane was first opened for Divine Service on the first of May 
1763 ; it is a plain handsome Building with a brick front sup- 
ported by four Tuscan Columns, and over the place of worship 
are commodious; rooms for their Preachers. It was finished at 
the expense of above 600/. which was chiefly contributed by 
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the members of their Society in the City, and by some other 
charitable persons in this and other parts of the Kingdom." — 
Mr. D, B, Bradshaw, 

380. Robert Carr Brackenbury. — The following obituary notice 
which appeared in the Oentleman*s Magazine, Oct., 1818, may 
be of interest. " In his 66"* year, Robert Carr Brackenbury 
Esq., of Raithby Hall, co. Lincoln, formerly a celebrated 
character on the turf. Though possessed of an ample fortune, 
he was for many years a zealous preacher among the Metho- 
dists, and he is stated to have bequeathed ;^i6oo for the 
spreading of the Gospel." — Bev, B. Butterworth. 

381 Memoranda : Trowpridge and Bradford on Avon. — 
(see our Illustration.) (i) Preaching House in Waldron's 
Square, Frog Lane, Trowbridge, opened by Wesley at 
Oliphant's request (Jovrml, 17th Sep., 1754). When John 
Mason formed a class at Trowbridge in 1781, its first 
members were Oliphant, Knapp, Welby, and their wives. 

(2) The Chapel on the bridge opened by Rev. John Valton, 
II May, 1790. Joseph Sutcliffe, who had promoted its 
erection, writes of his friend : '* He opened the new chapel at 
Trowbridge while I took his place in Bristol. On my return I 
found the most grateful sentiment, that so blessed a man had 
been sent amongst them. In the chamber at Mr. Knapp's 
where the preacher lodged, was a Bible placed for their use. 
On the blank leaf between the old and the new Testament, I 
found in Mr Valton's own hand three texts: Jer. 48, 10 
(quoted) ; Jer. 6, 8 (quoted) ; Gen. 6, 3 (quoted)"— i?.ilf. P., vi 
pp. 130-1. In Mdh Mag., 1829. p. 586, mention is made of a 
William Pembury, an honourable pillar of Methodism for 
more than 50 years, " founder of the chapel at Trowbridge," 
and for many years the regular Sunday morning preacher. 

(3) Mr. Knapp's House, where Adam Clarke also 
found a welcome when he arrived at Trowbridge to begin his 
work as an itinerant. 

(4) The Lock-up on the Bridge at Bradford-on- 
AvoN. — William Hitchens wrote to Wesley, 28 Feb., 1757, 
the following account of his detention in this lock-up. ** At 
Bradford in the evening, I was pressed for a soldier and 
carried to an inn where the gentlemen were. Mr Pearse 
hearing of it came and oflfered bail for my appearance the 
next day. They said they would take his word for ten 
thousand pounds ; but not for me ; I must go to the Round- 
house : (the little stone room on the side of the bridge :) 
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so thither I was conveyed by five soldiers. There I found 
nothing to sit on but a stone, and nothing to lie on but a 
little straw. But soon after a friend sent me a chair, on which 
I sat all night 

(5) For Mr. Pearse [" Pearce " in all cases but this] see 
E.M.F.y i, 252 ; ii, 65, 72 ; Journal, 8 July 1751 ; Life of 
J dam Clarke, i, 169 ; and elsewhere. Rev. N. D. Thorpe, of 
Bradford, writes of him ; **Richard Pearce used to live at the 
Cross Keys as its landlord, but never allowed any one to have 
more than a pint of beer at a time.

(6) Rev. S. W. Christophers, in his Class Meetings in 
relation to the Design and Success of Methodism, W.C.O., 1873, 
on p. 47, says : " You remember, I have no doubt," said a 
venerable lady a short time ago, " Mr. Wesley's account of 

some of his first visits to Bradford in Wiltshire Ah ! 

though Bradford was not so bad as some places, there was 
carnal worldliness enough to try the courage, and faith, and 
patience of the few holy people who rallied round the first 
Methodist preachers. But I have very pleasant recollec- 
tions of one happy pilgrim's home. It was an inn a little out 
of the town, the other side of the bridge on the Trowbridge 
road. It had the sign of the ' Cross Keys.' I see the sign 
now. It cannot be said of some of the first Methodist 
disciples of the Saviour that there was * no room for them in 

the inn,' for they often found shelter and welcome 

in the * decent public' The * Cross Keys ' was kept by a 
good man called Richard Pearce. He was one of the first 
Methodists in Bradford. He outlived the first troubles of 
Methodism, and indeed lived to retire from the * Cross 
Keys,' with the acknowledged character of a consistent, 
zealous and large-hearted Christian. I shall never forget the 
little whitewashed room behind the bar in his house. That 
room was set apart for Methodist meetings. There my aunt 
used to go, and there I have been ; nor was ever a class- 
meeting in that room interrupted by anything from without. 
Mr. Wesley was always welcomed there ; and there, too, Mr. 
Romaine used to go. Now I mention it because it was to 

me a holy place To the diligent pursuit of their calling 

as Methodists meeting in that room, we owe, I believe, the 
success and continued prosperity of Methodism in that 
neighbourhood."

Bentley Hay is one of the Hays in Cannock Forest, which is 
sometimes recorded as " The Forest of the Seven Hays." The 
Hall is three miles north of Wednesbury, and two miles west of 
Walsall, near to the road running between the latter town and 
Wolverhampton. It is notable in national history in connection 
with the escape of Charles II after the battle of Worcester, and in 
Methodist history as the residence of one of the two magistrates 
to whom Wesley was taken on the evening of 20 October, 1743. 
John Lane (b. 1669, d. October, 1748) was grandson of the Colonel 
Lane who sheltered Charles II, and whose sister Jane Lane con- 
ducted the King, disguised as her groom, to the south. He was 
at once the uncle and father-in-law of John Wyrley Birch, the 
Birmingham magistrate, who did not go to bed at six in the 
evening when there was duty afoot, but who made short work of 
the rioters in that town. [Journal, 19 March, 1768. See 
Proceedings, IV, 61-4.] 

Bentley was acquired by the Lanes in 1430 from an old 
Staffordshire family, the Griffiths', a descendant of whom via John 
Griffiths, one of Wesley's faithful bodyguard on 20 October, 1 743, 
is a member of our society and an office bearer of our church. The 
Lanes held it till September, 1748, when it was sold only a few 
weeks before the death of John Lane, to the Anson (now Lord 
Lichfield's) family for jQi 1,600. The historic Hall, an early Tudor 
mansion, was erected soon after the Lanes came into possession 
of the estate, but was practically demolished at the end of the 
1 8th century. Shaw, from whose great county history (1801) our 
illustration is photographed, writing at the turn of the century 
says : " The ancient seat .... has been entirely mutilated of late 
" years, and is now converted into a modern farm house for a 
" tenant ; so that Httle remains of the building are now visible, 
" except the stables on the right hand and a summerhouse in the 
" gardens on the left." The summerhouse has long since disap- 
peared, and only the stables remain. The present house is 
probably little more than a re-casing of a small part of the original.

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Rev. Jenkin Aorgan, 
OF Rhosyaveirch. 



Of all the "loving people" of Anglesea mentioned ¥rith 
such gratitude by Wesley, there was none more worthy of his 
praise than Jenkin Morgan, his host and guide. This saintly 
man was bom in Glamorgan, and in early life joined the Presby- 
terian Church at Watford, near Caerphilly, a church which was 
in a flourishing state at the passing of the Act of Uniformity. 
When the Rev. Griffith Jones organised his Welsh Circulating 
Schools he was unable to find sufficient teachers of competent 
parts and piety in the Established Church ; but, though giving 
much umbrage thereby, he did not hesitate to receive into his 
training college, and afterwards to employ in the villages, young 
Dissenters from various parts of the Principality. Evan Williams, 
who became a distinguished Calvinistic Methodist minister, was 
one of these, and Jenkin Morgan was another. It was while 
catechising his flock at Llanddowror that Mr. Jones discovered 
their appalling ignorance, and this led him to establish his schools, 
in which young people and adults were taught to read the Bible 
in their native tongue, and instructed in psalmody and scriptural 
knowledge. The first was opened in 1730, and in ten years there 
were 128 schools, with 7,595 pupils. At the death of their 
founder, in 1761, the schools had increased in number to 
2x8, whilst also 150,212 persons had been taught in twenty-four 
years to read the Welsh Bible, comprising all ages from six years 
to above seventy. 

The first appointment of Jenkin Morgan was to Llanuwchllyn, 
in Merionethshire. He was enjoined not only to instruct 
the people in reading the Bible, but also to "promote their religious 
advancement by every means in his power." He soon found 
that the most eflective means was preaching, and with such 
power and acceptance did the young pedagogue minister that 
his fame became widely spread. When in 1738 or 1739 the 
Rev. Lewis Rees visited Pwllheli, he was so impressed with the 
religious needs of the district as to recommend the people to 
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send for " a pious schoolmaster, who was also a noted preacher, 
then stationed at Llanuwchllyn." Not long after, a leader of the 
little community in Carnarvonshire presented himself at the door 
of Jenkin Morgan, and so strongly did he put the case that the 
good schoolmaster packed up his few effects and took his journey 
with the messenger of the church. In Carnarvonshire he made 
the acquaintance of William Pritchard — whom Wesley so often 
mentions — and formed a still more tender tie by marrying a goodly 
young woman of the neighbourhood. Application was made to 
the clergyman for permission to open a circulating school ; but 
the use of the church or the school-room was indignantly refiised, 
whereupon Pritchard received the scholars into his farm kitchen, 
and here Morgan commenced his duties. Cruel and absurd reports 
were spread abroad as to the purposes of the two benefactors, one 
of them being that they designed to engage a foreign ship to carry 
all the scholars into slavery. The persecution of Mr. Morgan was 
increased because of his evangelical labours in the neighbourhood. 
So fierce was the enmity that the rioters broke down the meeting- 
house of the saintly John Thomas, who often permitted the use 
of his pulpit to the zealous schoolmaster. 

When William Pritchard was turned out of his farm in 
Carnarvonshire, and was prevented by his relentless enemies from 
obtaining another in the county, he determined to cross over 
into Anglesea, and his friend the schoolmaster determined to 
accompany him. Mr. Morgan at once resumed his preaching as 
well as his teaching, and was the means of establishing at 
Rhosymeirch, near Llangefni, the first Dissenting church in Mona. 
In the spring of 1746, he paid a visit to the mother church at 
Watford, and was there ordained as pastor of the congregation 
he had gathered in Anglesea. 

It was in August, 1747, that Wesley first met Mr. Morgan. 
On his return from Ireland the great evangelist landed at Holy- 
head and took horse for Rydyspardon — a farm-house about i J 
miles from Llangefni. It was in Mona that Wesley penned his 
lamentations over the curse of Babel (see Journal, 6 March, 
1748), and the attempt to hold a service in the house of Thomas 
Thomas would have ended in dumb show had it not been for the 
coming of Mr. Interpreter, in the person of Mr. Morgan, " a neigh- 
bouring schoolmaster." That night Wesley and his travelling 
companion, Jonathan Reeves, slept beneath the hospitable roof of 
the good pedagogue and pastor, who on the following day sped his 
departing guests by acting as their guide. It was in the early part 
of the next year that Wesley once more, with Mr. Swindells, shared 
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the hospitality of Mr. Morgan, and in March, 1750, the 
Methodist leader was twice a welcome guest in the home of the 
Dissenting preacher. While Wesley and Christopher Hopper 
were waiting at the ferry until the boatman was pleased to cross 
over, Mr. Morgan unexpectedly arrived, and guided them through 
the dark night and difficult ways to his own house. Hopper's 
diary often seems to be a mere transcript of Wesley's; but his 
entry for March 25th, 1750 (Wesley has it the 24th) raises our 
estimate of Mr. Morgan's good service; ** We rode to Baldon 
Ferry. Mr. Jenkin Morgan came to the waterside, crossed over 
with us into the Isle of Anglesey, and there conducted us to his 
house, half-way between the Ferry and Holyhead." Whether in 
the same house Charles Wesley found shelter at midnight about 
a month after his brother had been entertained there the first 
time, we know not (the poet calls his host " a brother "), but some 
idea of the value of Mr. Morgan's services as guide to John 
Wesley and Hopper on that dark March night in 1750 may be 
gained from Charles Wesley's description of the country, on his 
second visit in 1748. "Near seven I landed in a strange 
intricate country, where I could procure no guide or direction, as 
often as I lost my way. At last Providence sent me one that 
understood English, and rode several miles out of his way, to put 
me in mine." We should have assigned this good service to Mr. 
Morgan had it not been for the next sentence : " I gave him some 
good advice and books, both which he thankfully received." 

Of Mr. Morgan it has on high authority been said that he 
was one of the most successful preachers of the age, remarkable 
effects at times attending his appeals. In Anglesey as well as in 
Carnarvonshire cruel and unrelenting persecution was his lot; 
but in spite of it his work in the island so prospered that the 
seedling which he planted about the year 1 746 became a tree with 
several branches, and before he went to rest his regular hearers 
numbered 800, a large number in a district so sparsely peopled.

In Wesley's journal, under date 25 March, 1780, he says, 
** On Easter day [26th] I set out for Warrington. Mr. Harmer 
read prayers both morning and afternoon. We had a large 
congregation in the morning ; as many as the church could well 
contain in the afternoon ; and more than it could contain in the 
evening, etc." 

Can any reader add to my knowledge of the Rev. John 
Harmer ? In Myles' Chrm. Hist, of Methodism he gives the name 
of John Harmer as one who was formerly a clergyman of the 
Church of England, who began to itinerate in 1766, and ceased in 
1772. I have a sermon printed in Warrington in 1778, described 
as "preached at the Magdalen Chapel, London, June 15th, 1777, 
when Mr. Dodd late preacher there was under sentence of death. 
By John Harmer, Vicar of Butlers-Marston, Minister of Kineton, 
Warwickshire." 

In the family Bible of the Phillips family, of Warrington, 
Peter Phillips is described as having been " christened by Rev. 
John Harmer at St. James' Church, on 18 Feb., 1778." Peter 
Phillips is remembered as the pioneer of the Quaker Methodists — 
now the Independent Methodists, — who formed themselves into 
a separate body in 1796-7. This denomination was an offshoot 
rather than a secession, and, as the process of formation was a 
gradual one, it is difficult to say whether they or the Kilhamites 
were the first to separate from the mother church. 

Peter Phillips, though a young man, had considerable 
influence in the society, and largely shaped its policy and work. 
He lived to give half a century of service as a preacher, and is 
commonly spoken of as the founder of the denomination. 

It would seem that John Harmer became an Itinerant under 
Wesley, and returned to work in the Establishment in 1772. The 
fact that Peter Phillips was baptized by him suggests that he was 
curate or vicar of St. James' in 1778. If this be so, the services 
described by Wesley on Easter day, 1780, were probably not held 
in the Methodist Chapel, but in old St. James' Church. 

There is no record of Wesley having preached in any other 
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Anglican Church in this part of Lancashire. If the foregoing 
surmise is a correct one it is an instance of sympathy and co-opera- 
tion on the part of an Anglican clergyman, — the only one known 
to me. I find that John Harmer published at Warrington, in 
1778, a sermon "preached in the Cathedral Church of Litchfield."

The Rev. J. Robinson Gregory in W,M, Mag,^ August, 1902, 
also identifies him with John Harmer, but in error, adds, " vicar 
of Marston, Cheshire*^ Harmer signs himself: "John Harmer, 
Marston, Ap. 14, 1773" in Meth. Mag., 1799, p. 107, under the 
paragraph beginning " In particular ....," and there attributed to 
C. Perronet. Mr. Gregory gives the authority of the original MS. 
of the unfinished epistolary account of the revival at Shoreham, 
sent by C. Perronet to J. Wesley. That original was in J. R. 
Gregoi^s possession. 

In the Life of the Countess of Huntingdon, i, 487-8, a few 
additional particulars are given, from which it appears that 
Harmer commenced his ministry as one of the Countess' itinerants. 
"He was sent to Brighton and Oathall; he also preached 
occasionally at Bath, but he was not a popular speaker. After 
some time however he thought proper to withdraw from all 
connexion with her Ladyship, and declined preaching in her 
chapels, without assigning any cause for such a step. This was 
the source of much vexation and disappointment to her Ladyship." 
A letter of Fletcher to the Countess is then given, dated Morley, 
9 Dec, 1766. He discusses Harmer's withdrawal and 
seems hardly satisfied with his reasons. The writer of the Life 
then continues : " Mr. Harmer joined Mr. Wesley, and in the 
year 1780 was situated at Warrington; of his subsequent history 
little is known." Possibly the authority for this date, 1780, is 
simply the entry in the Journal. 

The Rev. John Gunnell, of Penketh, near Warrington, at 
my request looked into the matter, and wrote me thus on 12 July, 
1906, after interviews with the Borough Librarian and "a local 
antiquarian of some repute :" 

" In 1780 Warrington had two churches, St. Elfin, the Parish 
Church, and Holy Trinity, built in 1707, and rebuilt and enlarged 
in the year in question, 1780. Edward Owen was Rector of the 
parish church from 1767 to 1807. James Stones was Vicar of 
Holy Trinity, 1768 to Nov. 1780. It does not appear that either 
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of them had a curate until long after 1 780. Wesley does not say 
in which of the two churches he preached ; but as Holy Trinity 
was being rebuilt in 1780, it is fairly certain that it was the Parish 
Church." Mr. Gunnell adds : " I consulted many Warrington 
and county records, printed and MS., covering the year 1780 ; 
among them a MS. Directory of Warrington, but not a trace of 
John Harmer, nor of any Harmer, do I find. If he had any official 
connection with either of the churches, his name would in all 
likelihood have appeared in one or other of the many documents 
I have examined." Mr. Gunnell says also : " The Rector was a 
man of more than ordinary catholicity for those days," and he 
thinks may readily have permitted Harmer to occupy his pulpit. 

The title-page of the sermon mentioned by Mr. Mounfield 
makes it clear that Harmer's cure was not held at "Marston, 
Cheshire," near Northwich, as was not unnaturally conjectured by 
Mr. Gregory from his presence in Warrington. The Rev. A. P. 
Dodd, vicar of Butlers Marston, obligingly searched for our 
Society a number of old papers, and finds, and sends, the full 
official record of the proceedings of Sunday, 25 March, 1770, 
when John Harmer "read himself in" as vicar of the church. 
The only other note he could discover was "that he took a 
marriage on 10 Dec, 1784. The following year a marriage is 
taken by someone else. I conclude," he adds, " that his ministry 
ended in that year." 

A further communication from Rev. John Gunnell is 
helpful. I submitted to him Mr. Mounfield's fact, and enquired 
where St. James' Church was. He says : " In the parish of 
Latchford on the Cheshire side of the Mersey. It was opened in 

1777 In recent years . . . the greater part of Latchford 

has been included in the County Borough of Warrington ; but in 
Wesley's days I should think the parishes were quite distinct, and 
it is hardly likely that Wesley would have spoken of St. James' as 
being in Warrington. The facts seem to point to the Parish 
Church, St. Elfin's, as the one referred to. And if, as appears 
highly probable, John Harmer was incumbent of the newly built 
St. James', he might by permission of the Rector assist Wesley by 
reading the prayers at the Parish Church." Mr. Gunnell 
however adds that, by some latitude of expression, Wesley may 
have spoken of St. James' in Latchford as " Warrington." Indeed, 
I do not know upon what authority Myles — in his 3rd edition, 
not in his earlier ones, — reckons Harmer as a Methodist preacher, 
"of the second race," from 1766 to 1772, or as a Methodist 
preacher, associated with Wesley, at all. Is the Life of the 
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Countess, so far as it agrees with him, an independent authority 
upon the matter ? Fletcher's letter makes it certain that Harmer 
left the Countess in 1766, but he says nothing of any transfer of 
allegiance to Wesley. So far as I can find, the Mintdes of 1 766 and 
years following, including 1772, do not mention Harmer. Myles 
continues his connection with Wesley as a Methodist preacher up to 
1772, whereas the present vicar of Marston Butler makes it certain 
that Harmer entered upon his cure there in 1770. If we 
might conjecture some personal connection of Harmer with 
Warrington and its neighbourhood, the most natural suggestion 
would be that the marriage at ButleFs Marston in 1784 was one of 
the incidents of his work there as vicar, and that the baptism of 
Phillips at St. James' in 1778, and his visit to, — perhaps, — St. 
Elfin's in 1780, were simply occasional, and, so to speak, accidental. 
But we evidently need more light before his whole ministerial 
course is clear.

Esteemed Friend, 

When I was at thy house I was talking about W"* Morgan, 
once a Clergyman now a Quaker, that went with a message to 
the King of Prussia, thou desired me to enquire where he lodged 
I did so, but could not hear, only that he was going to Holland, 
to study physic, he did so, passed examination & wrote a Thesis and 
commenced Graduate, he was introduced unto the Duke, in 
Holland, and had a long conversation with him, the Duke ask'd him 
what he intended to do now he had thrown off the gown, W"* 
Morgan told him he intended to practice Physic, and that 
he had wrote his Thesis, and who do you intend to dedicate it 
to, says the Duke, to the Duke if he pleases to give leave 
then besure you don't flatter me, and tell me what you intend to 
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say to me. The Duke offered him Money, but he refused and told 
him he could not accept of anything out of his own way, then 
replies the Duke you shall be my Physician and attend me in the 
army; but saysW"*- Morgan I must 'first consult my fr'^^in London, 
if I can obtain their consent I will obey the Duke's commands, for 
I shall be unwilling to break with the Society for any temporal con- 
sideration. W"** Morgan has liberty from his fr*** to attend the 
Duke. I presume he is gone again to Holland to take his Degrees 
as Licentiate and wait on the Duke tho' he apprehends it to be a 
post of great danger ; yet he confides in that gracious providence that 
has preserved his life thro' so many distresses and wants, and 
I hope will still protect the Duke and him in the day of Battle 
when death and destruction are flying round. 

About a Month or six Weeks ago W"* Morgan was to visit a 
fr**- in this Town, he had a meeting here so by that means I had 
the pleasure of hearing him Preach and Pray, a very good preacher 
we think him to be, he spent one evening at our house, and very 
agreeable company he is, he has the advantage of being very 
personable, of a fair & sweet Aspect, very affable and free in 
conversation, much of a Gentleman, One who I presume did great 
honour to his Religion and Country in foreign Nations. He gave 
us a short relation of his travels in an elegant Stile and with 
great freedom, he says the King of Prussia took him for a Spy, 
and ask'd him many questions about his Uncle king George and 
if he did not send him, and behav'd exceedingly rough and is a 
fierce Man. and the Queen Mother is as stern a Woman the 
king often sent one of his Ministers to his lodgings to examine 
him very close. W"- Morgan was taken prisoner at 
Prague, while in the hands of the french and us'd very cruelly 
almost to the loss of his life by the Jesuits, when Marshal 
Bellisle heard of it, he was so kind as to send an Hussar and took 
him away by force. 

I think it was the second time of his going into Germany 
that he had an Audience of the Empress Queen, she ask'd him 
many Questions concerning the principles of his Religion, and 
spake with great Judgment and good Sense, and highly commen- 
ded the Charity of the Quakers, and thought it great pitty they 
did not put themselves under the wing & protection of the 
Church. W"- Morgan had a long conversation with her with 
great freedom, he says he met with none that speaks latin so 
Correct and elegant as the Empress Queen, except the Pope, and 
that she is an exceeding fine Woman, she ordered him a pasport 
and letter to Cardinal Albani at Rome, which gain'd him 
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admittance to the Pope the Cardinal told the Pope there was a 
Quaker an odd sort of a Man that desir'd an Audience of his 
holiness, but refus'd to submit to the usual Ceremonies, in such 
Cases the Pope had a Curiosity to see so strange a sight as a Quaker 
at Rome, therefore to avoid giving offence he granted him twice the 
favour of a private Audience, without any Ceremony in a house 
in his Garden, in the Morning before the time of his leave, and 
behav*d with great Civility and good nature, and exceeding free 
in discourse, the Pope told W""- Morgan that he had heard of an 
Ignorant enthusiastical sort of people in England call'd Quakers, 
but had no notion they were such a Society, and Maintained 
such principles as he assured him they did. The Pope seem'd very 
well pleased with his Conversation and order'd him an Ample 
pasport thro* his Dominions. W°- Morgan said he heard the Pope 
has several times attempted to make a reformation in the Church, 
but the Cardinals always oppose him, and have even dared to 
threaten him with the Inquisition so he thinks it most prudent not 
to proceed. W°- Morgan was taken prisoner by the Spaniards, 
and strip'd of every thing except his pasports, before they set him 
at liberty they made him promise to go home thro' ffrance 'twas 
in the Spanish Camp he first heard of the intended invasion from 
France and the expedition into Scoland, and wrote to the Duke 
of Newcastle and Lord Cataret & gave them the first notice they 
received about it, but they gave no credit to his intelligence. 
Since he came home he has been introduced unto the King, and 
he showed the King the Copies of the letters he wrote to his 
Ministers, the King was displeased because they had not 
communicated 'em unto him and said he was of opinion, they 
might have prevented the Rebellion had they taken proper 
Measures. 

Henry Pellam offer'd him Money as a reward but he refus'd, 
& said he had no other view but to serve his King and Country. 
According to the promise W°** Morgan made the Spaniards he 
came thro' France 600 Miles, 300 on foot, sometimes almost 
starved & forced to begg. When he came to Lyons in France he 
was almost naked, no Shoes, hardly any Stockings, his feet bleed- 
ing, his beard long, a Spanish Cap on his head, his Spirits very 
low ; but with some difficulty he got Courage to speak to some 
persons he saw talking in the Street, to enquire where there was 
a Banker lived, one took pitty on him, call'd a coach and went 
with him to the Banker's but when the Banker came to the Coach 
& saw such a poor Miserable Creature he started back, but W^ 
Morgan by his eloquence and tears Melted him to Compassion 
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and tears also, then he handed him into his house, when W^ 
Morgan had told him the extreme want and distress he was in, 
ready to perish, this Stranger was so uncommonly generous as to 
order his servant to fetch a bag of Money & desir'd W"* Morgan 
to take as much as he wanted, & sent his servant with him 
to the best Inn in the Town, & bid his Man get a Taylor, 
Barber &c and come to him to furnish him with every thing 
necessary. W"* Morgan as soon as he was clean, and dress'd went 
to pay his respects to his very good friend the Banker, but he 
did not know him again, until he assured him he was the very 
same poor distressed creature that came in the Coach he invited 
him in and was much pleased with his conversation since W"** 
Morgan came home he has returned the Money with a handsom 
present.

AN EXACT COPY OF J. MACNAMARA'S 

"REMONSTRANCE TO WILL>« MORGAN" 

DATED IN BRISTOL THE loth OF JULY 1749. 

I am sorry Sir, to be obliged to quit this Town without seeing 
you. You will easily believe me when I assure you that I should 
never have been here had I not flattered myself with the hopes of 
seeing a person who was as dear to me as my Life, & Who under God 
owes his Life to my Care — I thought I once could have added his 
Soul ; But oh ! impenetrable Judgements of the Almighty ! how 
have I been deceived ! how are my hopes fallen ! 

You would pity me if you saw me. The anguish of my 
Mind is beyond expression. What, after all you have said & done 
in my presence, return to your Vomit ? After a plain and Demon- 
strative Conviction of those Errors which you formerly sustained, 
Reassume them & teach ? Nothing can be more shocking either 
in the sight of God or Men. 

I never heard it was permitted to play with what is most sacred 
in Religion, & yet I have found by your best Friends both here and 
in Bath, that you were Baptised twice, Confirmed twice, & that 
instead of Converting your wife^ as you promised, you are con- 
trary to the dictates of your own Conscience endeavouring to pervert

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the whole World. I cant comprehend why you made yourself a 
Catholick. pray who obliged You to it ? What can you say for 
your defense ; Is not the God of the Catholicks the same as the 
God of the Quakers And will he not when the measure of Iniquity 
is filled severely punish the abomination of his Sacraments, & the 
prostitution of a Religion which you so solemnly swore to observe 
& what in all probability you were Determined to abandon ? Let 
us leave Faith aside. Can it consist with the Integrity of an honest 
Man to deceive the Pope who received you as his Child, the 
Cardinals who adopted you & the good Old Man who glorified 
God to have seen you? What mortification will it be to those 
worthy people to hear of your fall? & what desolation must it be to 
me, to be instrumental in deceiving them? You were first a 
Minister, next a Quaker, afterwards a Catholick, & again a Quaker. 
What a medly of Religions & Changes are here ? Think Sir, think 
betimes, of your unhappy State. You don't want Sense & and if 
you will reflect I am perswaded you'll not be embarrassed what 
Party to take. I have exposed you to nobody. I only leave you 
your own Conscience. Remember the case of Judas who received 
& betrayed his Lord, Dread a final Impenitence. Awake betimes, 
ask pardon of the Saviour whom you Deceived & He may 
perhaps give you grace to amend & change a Life which is a 
Scandal to the Faithful, a disgrace to Mankind, & an abomination 
in Heaven. 

W. Morgan left Bristol about that time & became a Minister 
in the Church of England at in

382. Wesley at the Soho, 12 July, 1782. — Rev. T. E. Brigden 

. in our MS. Journal refers to a note recently inserted by Mr. 

J. T. Lightwood, and proceeds : — Mr. Lightwood's interesting 

note is from Walpole's New BriUsh Traveller, folio, 

published in 1784. The following (p. 150) therefore was 
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almost contemporary with Wesley's visit, as it would 
probably be written a year or two before the book was 
published. 

After describing the buildings, in four squares, with 
shops, warehouses, &c., for a thousand workmen, Walpole 
says, "they excel in the fabrication of buttons, buckles, 
boxes, trinkets, &c., and in many other arts, long predomi- 
nant in France, which lose their reputation on a comparison 
with the product of this place. The number of ingenious 
mechanical contrivances — water mills, &c., much facilitate 

their work Their excellent ornamental pieces in or-mofulu 

have been admired by the nobility and gentry, not only of 
this kingdom, but of all Europe, and are allowed to surpass 
anything of the kind made abroad 

" The environs of this building was, a few years ago, a 
barren and uncultivated heath, but now contains many 
houses .... Notwithstanding the population is double what 
it was a few years ago, yet the poor-rates are diminished, 
which is a striking instance of the good effects of industry. 
Without a note of recommendation from some correspondent 
or person known in the manufactory, a stranger will find it 
difficult to get admittance. The caution is not improper, as 
persons have been known to visit the manufactories of this 
town with a view to obtaining particular information." 

The writer then describes " Mr. Clay's manufactory for 
japanning, &c., making paper cases, stands, waiters, tea- 
boards, coach panels — all of paper, finely varnished and 
painted. Mr. Taylor's button, &c, manufactory, Mr. Ray's 
whip-making. 

" Nor is the education of the rising generation in the 
use of letters neglected as hitherto . . . evening schools being 
kept, to which the little artists resort for the instruction of 
their tender minds." 

Matthew Boulton transplanted his Snowhill plant hither 
in 1762, laid the foundations of his great factory, 1764, and 
completed the new building, 1765, at a cost of ;^9,ooo. 

Timmins says — " He was a keen judge of character, a 
clear-headed, catholic minded man — a very chieftain of 
labour, who knew how to put every man in his proper place, 
and to make the best of all. His pleasant manners, his 
genial temper, his unflinching justice, made him honoured, 
loved, and feared. While he was generous, he was just, and 
in the difficult art of managing men he has never been 
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surpassed. He exacted the best of everything — the best of 
material — the best of work — the best powers of man — and he 
reaped his reward." 

Since writing the above I have discovered that the 
account of Soho, given by Walpole, appeared first in 
Swinney's Birmingham Directory , published in 1774. It 
therefore applies well to the " Works " as Wesley saw them. 
And the following is from " Bisset's Magnificent Directory,** 
which bursts into poetry ! It refers to Wesley's " large piece 
of water." 

'* On yonder gentle slope, which shrubs adorn, 
Where grew of late, rank weeds, gorse, ling and thorn. 
Now pendant woods, and shady groves are seen. 
And nature there assumes a nobler mien. 
These verdant lawns, cool grots, and peaceful bowers 
Luxuriant, now are strewn with sweetest flow'rs. 
Reflected by the lake, which spreads below. 
All Nature smiles around— there stands SoHO ! " 

From this contemplation of the '* charming abode " he 
turns to the manufactory : 

" Soho — Where Genius and Arts preside, 
Europa's wonder and Britannia's pride ; 
Thy matchless works have raised Old England's fame, 
And future ages will record thy name ; 



Whilst Art and Science reign, they'll still proclaim 
Thine ! ever blended, with a Boulton's name." 

This excels Wesley's description. "His gardens running 
along the side of a hill are delightful indeed ; having a large 
piece of water at the bottom, in which are two well wooded 
islands." But Wesley characteristically adds, " If faith and 
love dwell here, then there may be happiness too. Otherwise 
all these beautiful things are as unsatisfactory as straws and 
feathers." — Bev. Thos. E, Brigden, 
383. The Wait Family of Belluton and Bristol. — {Proc, 
VI, 82, where it is explained that "Mr. W — of Bolton," JoMmeZ, 
5 March 1790, should be " Mr. W[ait] of Belton," this being 
the customary pronunciation of Belluton House, near 
Pensford). The memoir of this Mr. William Wait (Meth, 
Mag,, 1808, p, 130-4) is the record of a very beautiful family 
history, for three generations at least moulded by an earnest 
Methodism of the oldest pattern. It also contributes a few 
small details to the early history of the local Methodism. 
When, for example, Pensford suddenly reappears in the Journal, 
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22 Oct., 1760, after an interval of more than twenty years, it 
was at the solicitation of Mr. Wait and his saintly wife [See 
John Valton in RAf.P., vi, 120] that the preachers first, and 
then Wesley himself, again visited the place. When Wesley 
drove out to see Mr. Wait, his friend was supposed to be dying. 
He recovered, however, and lived until 27 August, 1806. 
When turning over the management of his large estates to his 
youngest son Daniel, he charged him to keep up the family 
traditions of open hearted hospitality to the preachers, and 
of generous attachment to Methodism. In the Bristol 
Society-roll for 1797, Daniel Wait is entered as a member 
in his father's class at Pensford. The brief but appreciative 
obituary notice of this Daniel Wait of Belton, who died 
20 April, 1830, {Meth. Mag., 1830, p. 445) is a clear-cut 
character sketch. Through his son Daniel Charles, and his 
granddaughter Priscilla, the wife of James Workman, Esq., 
the family is still represented, as holding the Belluton 
property. 

The Memoir of William Wait says that his youngest 
brother, another Daniel Wait, went into business life in 
Bristol. In Wesley's autograph roll of the Bristol member- 
ship for 1783 he appears thus with his wife and son : 

DanieH Wait m. Grocer Castle Street. 
Jane V m. 

Daniel] u. 

The Directories of 1787 and 1793 give us: "Daniel Wait 
and Sons, grocers." The only record of Daniel the elder 
which I have seen is the notice of his death in a Bristol 
newspaper of 22 Aug. 1807: "On Tuesday morning died at his 
house, in King Square, Mr. Daniel Wait, many years a respect- 
able grocer of this city, whose strict integrity through life 
gained him the esteem of all his acquaintance." Biit his 
son Daniel is known to students of Methodist constitutional 
history as one of the little band of Bristol gentlemen, 
Church-Methodists, who stood doggedly for " The Old Plan," 
during the long debates which filled the years between the 
death of Wesley and the Plan of Pacification in 1795. ^^ ^^^ 
SL trustee of the Old Room in the Horsefair, and of Guinea 
Street Chapel. His signature : ** Daniel Wait, junr.," is 
appended to the inhibition served upon Henry Moore by the 
"Old Planner" trustees, excluding him from the pulpits of both 
places, on the ground that not the Trustees but the Confer- 
ence had appointed him to the Bristol Circuit and its 
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chapels. (The full text of the inhibition may be found in 
H. Moore's Life^ by his daughter ; or in Wes, Meth. Mag., 
1845, PP- 319-20, note to Stamp's Life of Charles Atmore). 
He was a man of weight in the City of Bristol : Alderman, 
Sheriff, Mayor, Governor of the Incorporation of the Poor, and 
a partner in the Castle Bank. He lived in Stokes Croft, 
and died 2 Sept., 18 13. His grandson, W. Killigrew Wait, 
in the life of the City and in Parliament, more than sustained 
the tradition of public service far on into the middle of 
the nineteenth century. 

In Sir James Musgrave's Obituaries, I find " Wait Dan., 
grocer, London, 10 April, 1728 (H.R.C. 22)." This can 
hardly but be connected with the Belluton and Bristol family, 
but the representatives at Pensford, to whom I am indebted 
for some help, do not know of any connection. The Rev. G. 
Alex. Allen, Cudworth, Ilminister, to whom I am indebted for 
help, says : ** He could only have been a collateral relation of 
the family in which we are interested. Probably one of 
the Southampton and Isle of Wight Waits from whom our 
Waits come^'—HJ.F,

1740. 

[Under 1740, Cennick details the fierce opposition he met 
with at Upton, "four miles from Kingswood/' Details may be 
read in two letters of Cennick to Wesley, 16 June, 1740, 7 July, 
1740, — this last beginning, "Dear Favourite of God"! — Arm. 
Mag., 1805, suppl. 28 — 30. He proceeds :] 

In all this time Mr. Wesley and I disputed often, and chiefly 
it was because they said if we have no other righteousness than 
the righteousness of Christ imputed to us we can't be saved. 
Also, that a soul justified by the blood of Jesus Christ, and 
having the assurance of forgiveness and the witness of God's 
Spirit, bearing witness with his Spirit that he is a child of God, 
can finally and eternally perish. Also, that a man can become so 
perfect in this world that he shall not only not commit sin but he 
shall be without sin and be inherently holy as God. All these I 
withstood, and at first we reasoned out of the Scriptures mildly for 
some months, but the number of perfectionists increasing, and Mr. 
Wesley declaring and maintaining such sad things in their 
vindication, we argued hotly, and sometimes were both to blame. 
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The persons who said they were perfect were chiefly Mr. Nowers, 
who often preached, " I am the sinless perfect man.'*"' He said 
he had got so far he did not arty more need our Saviour but kept 
himself; also, that he thought it no robbery to be equal with 
God. When he said the Lord's Prayer he used to say, forgive 
them their trespasses etc., and said he never prayed for himself. 
He was at last found to be a liar and a hypocrite and contradicted 
in the public room in the Horse Fair, and proved to have told 
many lies. All these things I was witness of. Mrs. Norman was 
another, but her unsteadiness made her to be suspected by Mr. 
Wesley himself, who blamed her for being too much of a Quaker 
and for not fastipg. Another young woman sang publicly in one 
of the churches at Bristol and ran down the Old Market crying, 
" Repent for the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand." Another was 
Mrs. Jones, who said God came to her at three o'clock every 
morning and in the afternoon." Three sisters without Lawford's 
Gate, two of which Mr. Purdy married, and these said they were 
without sin, and never prayed but for others. Betty Bush, a 
collier's wife, and Mrs. Turner, a captain's wife,'^ Maxfield the 
Preacher, and several others behaved much in the same way, and 
grew more and more high, till on a time Mr. Wesley had made a 
sort of a Proselyte of a condemned man in London,** and sent 
word to his people in Bristol he should be executed the 
Thursday following at three o'clock, at which time they were to 
fast and pray for him. Accordingly they met and prayed, and at 
three Mr. Maxfield and Mrs. Turner broke out in a transport of

joy, saying, " There ! there ! I see his soul ascend into Paradise." 
The next news they heard was that the poor man was reprieved 
for transportation, and this mortified the perfect people excessiveljr, 
and lessened their repute among the souls. 

John and Charles Wesley visit Kingswood. 

Mr. Wesley saw that the souls were in parties both in 
Bristol and more especially in Kingswood, where I had by far the 
greater number, and therefore he came over himself, his brother 
Charles, Mr. Says, a cooper,"^ Mr. Maxfield, etc., to persuade me 
to renounce my principles, which he said were the very opinions 
of the Still Brethren ; and in all his sermons he preached 
therefore to prove the tenets of the Still Brethren were erroneous, 
and hindered people from working out their salvation, under a 
pretence that Christ had done all for them, etc. All that was 
effected by our frequent disputes and conference only made me 
see more and more their false foundation ; but because I had no 
mind to part from them I assured them I knew no Calvinist in 
the world, nor believed reprobation, or in the least doubted of 
universal redemption ; only I told them I should be glad to find 
a doctrine whereby the election and universal redemption could 
be made to agree.** Tne Perfectionists all this while strove 
daily with Mr. Wesley against me, and at last before Christmas 
he forbid me to preach in the school any more, and without any 
noise I yielded and never did.'^ 

The Perfectionists, not content with this, warned Mr. 
Wesley to put me out of the Society, and he had acquiesced, 
only he said he dreamed that a swarm of bees built in the wall of 
the school, and after he had pulled down the wall to get their

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honey, he found none. This dream he told before all the 
Society and interpreted it thus, ** Perhaps," says he, "these 
brethren and sisters who agree with Mr. Cennick are the bees, and 
if we should make a breach and put them out of our Society in 
hopes to have more sweetness when they are gone we should find 
none, and therefore I am of Br. Cennick's mind in this, viz.. that 
they have Bands, and we, and that neither they dispute with us 
nor we with them, and who on either side shall begin to dispute 
shall be excluded the Society." To this both parties agreed, and 
a day was fixed whereon Mr. Wesley should come to Kingswood 
and settle it. 

At the time Mr. Wesley and many more from Bristol came, 
and instead of doing as he had before proposed, he publicly put 
me out by name, and though I sat with him at the desk, and was 
a little surprised, yet I showed little of it to the souls, only they 
saw me weep as I went out, for I said nothing. Twelve men and 
twelve women followed me. With these I came to Stephen 
Tippett's house, a little way from the London Road, and there we 
sat down and wept together, but resolved to continue hearty 
friends to each other, and meet often; and by this means we 
loved one another, and increased our number until we were 130 ; 
but our Lovefeasts we kept upon the hay in the fields, and sat down 
,on the grass, which also was our table. There were certainly 
many blessings vouchsafed us at this time, and our Saviour was in 
the midst of our meetings continually. At times I went into 
Wilts, and visited the souls there, and in my absence the Society 
in Kingswood met themselves, and each spoke as he pleased in a 
hearty manner.*^ 

28. Wesley's paraUel, complementary, account of these unhappy differ- 
ences is given, 16 Dec, 1740, 21 Feb.— 8 March, 1741. In a recent 
pamphlet, the Rev. J. E. Hutton, M.A., of Heckmondwike, author of an 
admirable SAifri History of the Moravian Churchy thus comments upon these 
painful events : '^ It is clear now how the great game had been played. It is 
clear that the accusation against Cennick had been couched in the form of a 
private letter addressed to himself [i.e., C. W.'s letter to C, printed in J. W.*s 
Joumal\ It is clear that the verdict had been given against him before the 
trial came on. For such skilful opponents Cennick was no match. Years 
later, when his body lay mouldering in the grave, his fancied crime was still 
brought up against him. * I visited the classes at ICingswood,* wrote John 
Wesley in \i\s Journal, * Here only is there no increase, and yet where was 
there such a prospect till that weak man, John Cennick, confounded the 
people with strange doctrine ? O, what mischief may be done by one who 
means well. We see no end of it to this day' " (/okn Cennick, pp. 21-2.) 
Wesley takes up the thread of the story on 16 Dec, 1740. "The next 
evening Mr. Cennick came back from a little journey into Wiltshire. I was 
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In (October) Mr. Wm. Seward came through Bristol, and 
openly declared against Mr. Wesley's doctrines, at the same time 
speaking much in favour of Reprobation and all the rigid 
doctrines of the Calvinists. He preached several times in England, 
but was nowhere received, unless by a very few in Bristol, etc. 
He went into Wales to confer with Howell Harris ; and while he 
was there he was abused very much at Monmouth, and soon after 
it pleased God to take him to Himself."* 

Oct. 27. — Mr. Howell Harris also publicly wrote against Mr. 
Wesley's doctrines in a letter to me, and desired me to oppose 
them by declaring the truth. 

1741. 

This Spring Mr. Whitfield returned a second time from 
Georgia, and hearing I was parted from Mr. Wesley, sent a letter 
in which he invited me to meet him in London ; but the letter 
fell into the hands of Mr. Jones, a butcher, one of Mr. Wesley's 
friends, and so I did not get it till a week after it came to Bristol. 
In the meantime, Mr. Richards, a preacher, used all the argu- 
ments possible to reconcile us again to Mr. Wesley, but things 
were gone too far, and finding it in vain, they left off to persuade 
me and gave me the letter, and so in a few days I went to London 
and joined with Mr. Whitfield.^^ 

It happened about this time that Betty Bush, the chief 
perfectionist in Kingswood, sent me a blasphemous letter, which I 
read before my mother and several, and laid it on the table with 
an intent to expose it to all ; but before us all a wind came in and 
took up the letter and carried it out of the window into the air, 
and we saw it no more. 

greatly surprised when I went to receive him, as usual, with open arms ; so 
that a stranger would have judged he had scarce ever seen me before. How- 
ever for the present I said nothing, but did him honour before the people." 
Go on to 20tii Dec, and (the amusing) 26 Dec. Also C. W. Journal, 4 Nov., 
30 Nov., 2 Dec, 1740. Wesley printed, Arm. Mag,, 1779, p. 260, a letter to 
him from C, Dublin, 25 June, 1751, and headed it, "Sincere professions of 
Christian Love." Wesley had first written to Cennick.

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I did not continue long in London, but returned to Kings- 
wood, and happening to diiae with Mr. Charles Wesley at Mr. 
Mayne's, at Conham, he began to dispute about Election, etc. ; 
and when I had simply confessed I believed it, he said I must of 
necessity believe Reprobation also, to which I answered I would 
sooner believe Reprobation than say souls redeemed by the blood 
of Jesus Christ could perish for evermore. At this he fell into a 
violent passion and affrighted all at table, and rising up from the 
table, he said he would go directly and preach against me, and 
accordingly did, saying that I confessed to him that I believed 
children were in hell of a span long. He called also Calvin the 
first-born son of the Devil, and set all his people into a bitter 
hatred of me and those who were with me ; but Mr. Whitfield, 
printing against him, turned the edge of his anger and dispute a 
little from me to him, and after some years that raillery, which was 
the subject of all his discourses, dropped.^' 

31. " Mayne " is an error of printer or transcriber for Wayne, or as 
Charles Wesley spells it, **Wane." I do not know how C. W. had been 
introduced to him, but, after a serious illness, through which Dr. Middleton 
had brought him to convalescence, he says (Journal, 6 Aug., 1740) : *' When 
I was just able to stand, my brother came from London. We rode out most 
days in Mr. Wane's, or a hired, chariot, comparing our dangers, temptations, 
and deliverances." He ** carried " W, Seward [above, note 29] ** to Mr. 
Wane's and then to our colliers "(23 Sep., 1740). On 31 March, 1745, he 
writes, " I rode to Conham. Mr. Greaves read prayers in Mr. Wane's 

chapel My word did not return void. I walked back to the 

colliers " On June 23 following : ** I had just time to reach 

Conham chapel by two." On 20 April, 1746, " I preached with great severity 
at Conham." And so again, on the 27th. On 4 May he "preached to the 
Conham stocks and stones." A fortnight later, 18 May : ** Mr. Hodges [of 
Wenvo] read prayers at Conham." It can hardly be doubted that these refer 
to one and the same " chapel," and that this was the chapel built by Sir Abraham 
Elton \_Meth. Mag., 1828, p. 800], for the benefit of the workmen in his ex- 
tensive copper works at Conham. In his will he charged his Conham estates 
with a yearly payment of ;^io, "for the benefit of a minister at the chapel he 
had built at Conham." I have seen the advertisement of the sale of this 
property in 1839, in which the charge is distinctly set forth as still payable. 
The announcement of a later sale of ** the Conham Estate," 6 June, 1850, 
includes: ** A dwelling-house, pasture-land on the banks of the Avon, chapel 
and dwelling-house attached." I am too far away to get much further with 
any certainty. But Mr. E. Widlake, our schoolmaster at Hanham, — to 
whose kind help I have been indebted before {Proc, III, 159-60),— has made 
enquiry on the ground, and writes ; " There was a little chapel on Conham 
Hill within living memory. I have heard from old people that in their 
younger days they attended services there. It stood on a plot of land which 
is now occupied by Thatcher's quarry, and overlooked the river, Conham 
Hall, and Cfonham Farm. The last-named was occupied by Mr. Stibbs, 
whose son, co whom I mentioned the matter, remembers the place. It has 
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April 2STH.— On this day I accompanied Mr. Whitfield 
and Mr. Syms'' in visiting those who called themselves perfect, 
and afterwards he publicly and privately protested against their 
errors everywhere. He wrote also to London and desired Mr. 
Mason33 to print in the newspaper his letter, which was to expose 
the blasphemous errors of the perfectionists. 



not been used as a preaching-place for many years, and I think was tamed 
into cottages. [Aid. J. W. Dix, of Bristol, confirms this]. I remember going 
there to visit a person about 33 years ago. Shortly after the whole was 
cleared away in quarrying." Sir A. Elton was a very influential citizen of 
Bristol in his day, and a pioneer of the important manufacture of copper and 
zinc, in the ELingswood Forest. [Mr. Widlake draws a sketch map, which 
shows, close by the chapel, ** spelter works (old)."] He was treasurer of 
Lewinsmead (Presbyterian) meeting (Jourtml, 25 Sep., 1790; carelessly 
indexed in Jackson's ed.), and died 9 Feb., 172S. The Conham school-chapel 
was not the only one which he remembered in his will, and it is interesting to sec 
that in building their colliers' children's school also, Whitefield and Wesley 
had had a precursor in this work for the King's Wood, as we have seen that 
they had for open-air preaching. 

As to Mr. Wajme, I am only able to say that he was Sir Abraham's 
partner in the copper works. ** Messrs. Elton and Wayne had extensive 
copper and brass works at Crews Hole and Hanham about 1750" {Latimer ^ 
i8th cent., p. 67). Poll Book, 1754, gives "William Wayne, copper refiner, 
of Skrews-hole," amongst the Country Voters. In Barrett's Bristol (p. 166), 
I find also: "The Brass Battery began here — «.^., in Bristol — about 1704: 
one Sir Simon Clark was the first inventor of making copper : Mr. Coster 
and Mr. Wayne acted under him as assayists, who afterwards established 
it here under Sir Abraham Elton." I am sorry to leave the enquiry so very 
far from complete. It is not a very hazardous guess, perhaps, that Mr. Wayne 
was living at Conham Hall, when C. Wesley and Cennick met there — Aid. 
Dix believes so — and that the chapel was customarily called his by the 
workpeople, after Sir Abraham was dead. But I do not know. The short- 
lived conversion of a Kingswood schoolboy, ** Gaby" Wayne, is mentioned in 
a letter of W. Spencer to Wesley, dated 9 Aug., 1748. {Ami, Mag.^ 1778, p. 
533). The roll in Hist, of Kingswood School gives : ** Wayne, Gabriel 
Winstone, 174S— -? Lieutenant 51st foot; died 1787. {Gent, Mag,, 1787, p. 
1030). Son of C. Wesley's host, we may be reasonably sure.

James Hutton gave "such a castigation as made him quail ?" (Benham, 
Button, 117. See also C.W. foumal, 16 April, I740«) 
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June i8th. — I laid the corner-stone of the school in Kings- 
wood in a piece of land which I had bought of a collier for that 
purpose. I kneeled down and prayed on it, and sang some 
verses with a pretty large company who stood all round. 

Sept. 13TH (Sunday). — 1 met the Society as usual, and chose 
some of its members for stewards. Some of these met and spoke 
to the Society when there was no minister, and so all were kept 
together. 

1742. 

In the beginning of this year the school, or chapel, was 
finished, and ministers began at least to preach regularly once or 
twice a week ; only when I was there I preached once a day, and 
often twice. 

1743. 

In the beginning of February I spoke with all the Society, 
who were divided into five classes, and found all in a pretty 
flourishing way. I spoke with about 120 in number. 

May 29 (Trinity Sunday). — I began a free school for the 
colliers' children, and settled Mr. Little as master. He was to be 
paid out of the weekly collection, and for some time it went on 
well, till Mr. Little took to drinking, and this obliged us to break 
up the school. About the middle of this year Mr. Weston, who 
should have preached against the faith at St. Nicholas, named his 
text, which was, " Having a form of Godliness," etc., and then 
sank down in his pulpit and never recovered.^* 

Whilst Mr. Howell Harris was in town (a little before the 
Association kept in London, Dec. nth, 1745), I gave up 
entirely all my charge and care in the Tabernacle and among the 
Methodists to him ; and as Br. Thorne had done the same, he 
continued preaching at times in Kingswood, till I returned from 

34. Case reported to Wesley by **a gentleman of Bristol"; J. W. 
Journal, 24 Aug., 1743; see also 15 June, 1769. I find in the Bristol 
Oracle., 16 July, 1743, this announcement: "The same day [i.e. nth July] 
died the Rev. Mr. Weston, curate of St. Peters, who the Sunday night 
Se'nnight before was seiz'd with an apoplectic Fit in the Pulpit as he was 
preaching at St. Nicholas." My own, very hesitating, though, as it seemed, 
not unsupported, conjecture that Henry Becher, of Temple Church, was the 
unhappy man in question, is proved valueless {Proc, III, 156). Our workers 
will remember how deeply this death affected " good John Appleton " of 
Shrewsbury (See fully, Proc, IV, 221). The Bristol Poll-book of 1739 gives, 
"John Weston, Clerk, [parish of] Temple." His father, Paul Weston, voted 
in 1722, and was a resident in the parish of St. Nicholas. The son voted 
Whig, and the father Tory. His record in the Alumni Oxonienses is as 
follows : ** Weston, John, s. Paul, of Bristol, gent. Balliol College, matric. 11 
March, 1725-6, aged 16 ; B.A., 1729; M.A., 1732." 
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Germany, before which the Brethren had visited the colliers, 
preached in the new school, and took the care of the souls upon 
them. 

1744. 
[The lengthy entry in Cennick's Account, for 1744, does not 
yield much of value for the work of an Historical Society. Two 
of the early " Associations " are reported, with full details of 
disciplinary and doctrinal discussions. The closing paragraph of 
this year however, and those of 1746 and 1747, bring up the 
story to the definite establishment of the Moravian Church in 
Bristol and Kingswood. Whilst I lived in Bristol a new Mor- 
avian Church was very cleverly built on the top of the old one 
in Maudlin Street. The old has become the school underneath 
the new.] 

1746. 
Oct. 2 2ND. — Wm. Clear broke open the door of the school, 
accompanied with several others ; but it was done by the instiga- 
tion of Thomas Burchill, Bailiff of the Coalworks, under Mr. 
Bragge. Mr. Jenkins, the dissenting minister at Maidstone, once 
a Methodist, and Mr. Joseph Humphreys ditto at Bradford, 
prompted them on.'^ John Pool repented of it afterwards and 
joined the Brethren, and Clear also was very sorry, but went back 
again to Burchill ; and these are the only two who now keep the 
possession in the name, as they say, of Mr. Whitfield. 

1747. 

After Br. Edward Stone, who had been the chief person in 
bringing the Brn. to Kingswood, etc., had, after writing many 
letters of invitation, and with many earnest tears and prayers 
obtained his aim, he departed very happily to our Saviour on 
Sunday, August 2nd, 1747, and was buried at the burying-ground 
in Lamb's Acre by Br. Thorne the Tuesday following. 

35. This is Herbert Jenkins. (When he says " of Maidstone," 
Cennick is writing in 1750). ** Herbert Jenkins joined Mr. Wesley's society 
in 1743, [be was at the Conference of 1745], and itinerated for some years, in 
that Connexion, with great zeal and success. He afterwards joined Mr. 
Whitefield, and laboured in connection with Mr. Cennick, Mr. Adams, Mr. 
Godwin, &c., in the Tabernacle Connexion. He preached frequently for Mr. 
Kinsman, at Plymouth [Wesley met him there, 3 Sep., 1746, yi?«r«a/], by 
whom he was highly esteemed. He also laboured much in Wales, but when 
or where he finished his course we have not been able to learn " {Count, of 
Hunt.y i, 446, note). He was amongst the *'most popular supplies" at 
Bristol, about 1753 {ib., ii, 371). Myles gives 1753 as the date of withdrawal 
from Wesley.

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A AiNiATURE Portrait of 
John Wesley. 



In my Notes on the Portraits of John Wesley I referred (Proc.^ 
IV, 2) to a miniature by Henry Bone, R.A., which was at that 
time in the possession of the late Rev. Dr. E. E. Jenkins. The 
portrait has since passed into my possession, and I now present 
two photographs of it, — one representing it in the exact size of 
the original, the other shewing it mounted, and enlarged about 
two diameters. The portrait is painted in monochrome on 
enamel upon a copper base, and I believe its date to be about 
1780. 

In my previous notice of a small engraved portrait drawn 
and published by Thomas HoUoway in 1776, I referred to it as 
copied from Bone's miniature. I now think this was an error, and 
that more probably Bone copied from Holloway. Bone did not 
come to London till 1778, and was then only 23 years of age, 
when he could not have had much skill in the art in which he 
afterwards became so remarkably proficient. 

The following is a copy of a written statement which ac- 
companied the miniature, when it was in the possession of Dr. 
Jenking ; — 

"This likeness of Mr. Wesley was taken while preaching, 
and he used to say that it was the best that had ever been taken 
of him. It was given to E.W. on the occasion of her marriage 
to the Rev. William Drewitt, by Rebecca Kynrin. Mrs. Kynrin 
was the daughter of Mr. Dobson, an intimate friend of Mr. 
Wesley. The pendant used to be worn by Rebecca Dobson in 
her early days, and was much valued by her as having been often 
in the hands of her revered friend. It remained in her pos- 
session till she was Z6 years of age, when she gave it to E.W., as 
a special proof of approbation, on her becoming the wife of one 
of Wesley's preachers.*' 

Then follows a note by Dr. Jenkins : — 

" Mrs. Drewitt, the E.W. referred to above, gave this like- 
ness of Mr. Wesley to me. The Rev. Mr. Drewitt was a connec- 
tion of mine by marriage. E. E. Jenkins."

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Spangenberg and his Doctrine 
OP Faith. 



Wesley's account of his first interview with August Gottlieb 
Spangenberg in Georgia, 7 Feb., 1736, introduces readers of the 
Journal to the most able, lucid, and spiritual exponent of Moravian 
doctrine. He was born at Klettenberg, near Nordhausen, July 
15, 1704: the son of a Lutheran pastor. He entered Jena 
University as a student of law, 1722, but abandoned law for 
theology and philosophy. He became acquainted with Zinzen- 
dorfin 1728, went to Halle University and Orphanage in 1732^ 
was dismissed from his offices a year later for separatist 
tendencies, for supposed heterodoxy on the doctrine of the Lord's 
Supper, and for his association with Zinzendorf. He went with the 
Moravians to Georgia, 1735, where Oglethorpe had* obtained for 
him a grant of 50 acres. There we find him with Wesley. He 
visited Pennsylvania and the Island of St. Thomas, returned to 
Germany, 1739, and came to England, where he founded, in 1742, 
the first Moravian settlement in Britain, at Smith House, York- 
shire. At Herrenhaag, in 1744, he was consecrated Bishop for 
America. He wrote a Life of Zinzendorf 1772-5, composed some 
characteristic hymns which find a place in the Moravian hymn 
book — some of the best are in my copy of the second edition — 
and pubHshed his exposition of Christian Doctrine in 1779. He 
died in 1792. 

More than one writer on Wesley describes Spangenberg as 
"a simple-minded Moravian." If the simplicity implied is that 
described by Fenelon in several of Wesley's quotations — "that 
grace which frees the soul from all unnecessary reflections upon 
itself" — then the description applies to Spangenberg. Humble, 
unaffected, honest, gracious, self-forgetful, he appears in his 
writings. His hymn on " Christian Simplicity " (603, Liturgy and 
HymnSy 1849), reflects his character. But his simplicity was that 
of a well-educated theologian, a skilful organiser, and a strong, 
charitable, manly missionary. Wesley tells us, he "soon 
found what spirit he was of.'* 
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Spangenberg did not altogether escape from the doctrinal 
decline of what the Moravians themselves have called, " the time 
of sifting" (i 740-1 750). But he did not follow his brethren all 
the way into the antinomian, erotic mysticism which shadows 
the period, and he did more perhaps than any other man to lead 
the church of the United Brethren out of the unwholesome fog 
through which Zinzendorf for a short time led them. 

His great doctrinal work was published in 1779 under the 
title of Idea Fidei Fratrum. It was recognised as an authorised 
exposition of Moravian Theology, based on the Scriptures and the 
Augsburg Confession. It has been translated and published in the 
Danish, Swedish, Dutch, French, and English languages. I have 
recently found a copy of the delightful translation by Benjamin 
La Trobe, second edition, Hazard, Bath, sold by Haslop, 10, 
Nevil Court, London, &c., 1796. This particular copy bears the 
book-plate and stamp of Cheshunt College, and was uncut when I 
bought it — a nice clean copy with wide margins. 

This is the book of which one of the greatest of German 
men of letters, Johann Gottfried Herder, wrote : " What a leap is 
it from the theology of the Count, as it is contained here and there 
in his discourses and hymns, to Spangenberg's Idea Fidei Fratrum" 
Hagenbach, of Basle, writes, " The work is a doctrinal compen- 
dium so simply Biblical and so far removed from everything 
objectionable, that with few exceptions everyone must coincide 
with it who will grant that the Scriptures are the rule of our faith." 
The church historian notes " the chaste and temperate language.'' 
(Church His., I, 430). It is free from what Wesley considered to 
be the doctrinal and practical errors of the Moravianism he so 
strongly censured in the early years of the great revival. To take 
one point only, relating to " degrees of faith,'' of which Wesley 
thought that even Spangenberg denied the possibility. Spangen- 
berg quotes four passages bearing on the subject and writes (1779) 
" from these and other passages it is evident that such as even 
belong to the Saviour may have little and weak faith." 

The following is a specimen of his glowing, simple, scriptural 
exposition (p. 198) : 

*' What is that faith by which we are saved ? If a poor 
wretch should be so infected with sin, as once the Israelites were 
with the venom of serpents, which burning like fire in their bodies, 
killed them ; and if such an one were by the grace of God, to 
be as earnestly desirous of being delivered from sin, as such an 
Israelite, bitten by the serpents, was to be cured of his painful 
sickness ; and he were to look with as firm a confidence and hope 
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of salvation upon Jesus Christ, who became a curse for us on the 
cross, as the Israelites in their agony looked unto the serpent 
lifted up by Moses, for the preservation of their life : — what can 
we call this, but Faith ? 

" Or, if a person were to discover, (and such discovery is also 
grace) that he is blind to divine truths and cannot receive the 
things of God, and if he is as desirous of them, as Bartimeus was 
to recover his sight, and has an equal confidence, that Jesus Christ 
not only could, but was even willing, nay certainly would help 
him ; and then crieth to Jesus, as Bartimseus did, Thou Son of 
David, Thou Saviour of the World, Have mercy on me ! Have 
mercy on me ! — this again is faith. 

" Or, if a man painfully feels that sin defileth him throughout, 
and spreads, as the leprosy did, and he is as desirous (and this is 
the effect of the grace of God in us) of being delivered from the 
curse and dominion of sin, as the leper sought to be made clean ; 
and falls down at the feet of the Lord our Saviour, as the leper 
did, and laments his distress, in that hope, that He only could and 
would help him — this also is faith." 

La Trobe says that Spangenberg was " a man of primitive 
piety and patriarchal simplicity, of extensive erudition, of 
unwearied diligence, and of unimpeachable veracity. His style is 
unadorned and simple, though not devoid of idiomatic peculiarity." 
Dr. Wauer of Leipzig calls him "a born leader." I have 
Spangenberg's account of The Manner in which the church of the 
Unitas Fratrum preach the Gospel, and carry on their Missions 
among the heathen. London. Trapp, 1 788. It is a most suggest- 
ive, sane, interesting manual. One of his hymns is in the 
M.H.B. ("597), in an abridged form. In the Moravian H.B. (868) 
it begins 

** High on his everlasting throne 
The King of saints his work surveys." 

He was himself one of the " faithful souls " he describes in his 

ninth verse, 

" With power of heavenly love endowed, 
Full of the light of life, and crowned 
As kings and priests, to serve their God." 

He deserved his name : " The Melancthon of the Brethren," and 
the place which Dr. Cheetham has given him in his Church 
History (Macmillan, 1907) : " Many were trained in Moravian 
schools who did not belong to the Brotherhood, but became a 
leaven to the Church at large. This success was in a great 
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measure due to ZinzendorPs successor, Spangenberg, who was 
more cautious and prudent than the Count, and brought the 
community to accept as their belief a moderate form of Lutheran- 
ism." (For a portrait of Spangenberg, see Meth. Times, 6 Feb., 
1908).

Notes and Queries. 



385. Note on Disputed Authorship of Hymns. — i. Note by 
the late Rev. R. Green, N. & Q. No. 328, Proceedings, Y, 224, 
in reference to my remarks on pp. 214-15. — The precise 
point at issue seems to be missed. The question is not who 
made the translations, but who gave them poetical form and 
tone which, generally speaking, rank them beyond question as 
among the very finest in the whole collection. I doubt 
whether John Wesley was at all capable of this. He had 
poetic taste, and versifying skill, but not poetic genius. 
It was Charles Wesley, and Charles Wesley only, who was 
the Poet of Methodism. If John Wesley had, like his 
brother, been gifted with " the vision and the faculty divine," 
there was one crisis in his life which must have evoked it. 
But his tedious poem of some thirty stanzas on the loss of 
Grace Murray has nothing approaching the poetical verve 
and ring of most of these fine translations. Hence, with all 
deference due to such an authority as Mr. Green, I still 
think it probable that Charles Wesley, with little or no know- 
ledge of German, may have been employed, as Mr. Watson 
seems to suggest, to embellish his brother's renderings, and 
that without any acknowledgment of this help being thought 
due on either side. This generally ; there are some exceptions, 
in which such help need not be suspected. 

2. Note by Mr. J. G. Wright, N. & Q. No. 366, 
Proceedings, VI, 81. — As to " Jesu lover of my soul " being 
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Charles Wesley's composition, and not John's, the internal 
evidence is quite enough for me. I do not think John 
Wesley could possibly have written it. In deference, how- 
ever, to Mr. Green's expressed doubt (V, 224 fin.) and from 
not having yet found the passage I certainly seemed, and 
still seem, to remember, I would now speak somewhat 
less confidently as to the fact of John Wesley actually attri- 
buting this hymn to his hroiher,— Charles Lawrence Ford, B,A, 

386. Belson family at Leatherhead (Proc. VI. pt. iv, N, dt Q, 
No. 367 [3]). — Since the note above indicated the Rev. 
Harold Crook, of Mitcham, has materially advanced our 
knowledge by his search of the registers of Leatherhead 
parish church. In these he finds the entry : " Ann Belson, 
buried January 19, 1791, aged 25." This fits in perfectly 
with the remark of James Rogers that the gentleman, in 
whose house Wesley preached his latest sermon, " had lately 
buried his wife ." Rogers adds that, till that bereave- 
ment, Mr. Belson was an entire stranger to Mr. Wesley ; and 
that the visit of 13 February was at the gentleman's particular 
desire. But still we have not his Christian name nor a 
complete explanation of the friendship which brought Wesley 
on 26 January and 13 February to his home. The Librarian 
of the Guildhall of the City of London obliges me with this 
extract from The Universal British Directory [1793], vol. 3, p. 
529, under Leatherhead : " Gentry, &c., Belson, Richard, 
Gent., F[reeholder]. This is apparently the husband of 
Hannah Belson, the record of whose death on 28 Aug., 1791, 
I gave, from Manning and Bray's great county history. But 
he is not Wesley's host. — F. 

387. "Old Dr. A r" (Journal, 4 July, 1770). — On the pro- 
bable chance that this might be a Halifax name, I sought 
the help of our minister. Rev. C. Nelson Dove. He turned 
to Dr. Reginald Alexander, now of Halifax, who at once 
supplied the information required. He gave Mr. Dove a 
printed stemma of his family, going back to William A., of 
Campden, co. Gloucester, gent., who was living temp. Ch. II. 
His son, Elias A., M.D., was born at York, circ, 1680, and 
died at York, 1732. His son, William Alexander, M.D., 
was also born at York, 1708, and afterwards was resident at 
Wards End, Halifax, where he died, 17 July, 1786. He is 

no doubt the " old Dr. A r " to whom the Journal refers. 

The present Dr. A., is his great great grandson, and the 
sixth in direct succession to follow the practice of medicine. 
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Indeed, Mr. Dove writes that "the list shows in each 
generation of this remarkable family several members of the 
medical profession." For example, Rev. Joseph Entwisle 
notes in his journal : ** 1800, 23 Oct. Went to Halifax to 
tea, and spent the night there with Dr. Alexander. When I 
first knew him, he was an infidel, now he is a real Christian, 
and a good preacher." (Memoir^ p. 215). Our veteran 
Wesley worker, the late Rev. Thomas McCullagh, who had 
" despaired of being able to fill up the name " at the above 
entry, found an unexpected piece of family interest in Mr. 
Dove's communication, which I showed to him. His 
second son, Dr. T. Alexander McC, of Bishop Auckland, 
married the daughter of a member of the family of the 
Halifax Alexanders, though his own name, Alexander, was 
given without any reference to such a connection. — H,J,F. 

388. John Wesley's Wig {Proc, VI, p. 28).— To the Rev. G. 
Stringer Rowe's Notes may be added the following, from 
Notes & Queries, 1868, p. 65, (in answer to a long and inter- 
esting query put by "Cuthbert Bede" 1867, p. 519): — "The 
wig of John Wesley was exhibited in the second public 
Exhibition at Leeds in 1843, ^"^ is thus described in the 
catalogue : 

* No. 152 : The Wig of the Rev. John Wesley, be- 
queathed by him to the father of the present proprietor, Mr. 
J. Hale.' 

It is a long flowing white wig ; and when in use would 
exhibit much the same appearance as seen in portraits of 
Wesley, except that the curl, if it ever had been curled, was 
nearly gone, and the hairs somewhat wasted. . . . It is 
reasonable to suppose that Wesley in his extreme old age 
would feel the need of a wig, and adopted one resembling 
the mode in which he wore his natural hair." — W. C. Sheldon. 

389. Macaulay's Shorthand. (iV. d Q., t^II)- — R^v. F. F. 
Bretherton finds in John Bennet's MS. Diary, under 11 
March, 1748 : ''We [i.e. Bennet and (perhaps) Nelson and 
Wesley] went for Tarvin. Called in our way upon one Mr. 
Macaulay, a Tea-merchant in Manchester. Mr. Macaulay 
having got an Act of Parliament for teaching shorthand, and 
he having published a Book to teach the same, price i;i^ is, 
he was so generous as to give us 3 books, one for myself, 
another to John Nelson, and another to Mr. Wesley."

in the second, third, and fourth vols., but not in the first, and 
they are almost all corrected in a fifth edition of the Jowwd 4 
vols. 8vo. n. d. 

But as the 3rd edition of the Works has been regarded for so 
many years as the standard edition, and as it was the one used by 
most of the later writers on Wesley, it has been thought best to 
make it the text of the present work. 

When this edition of the Works was announced as a 
" complete and standard edition of Wesley's Prose Works," it was 
stated that in his Collected Works Wesley himself had "corrected 
the typographical errors with which several of his pieces had been 
disfigured," and that, " to insure as much accuracy as possible, 
the several treatises were carefully collated with copies of the most 
authentic editions published in Mr. Wesley's time ; and especially 
with the copies left in his own library, in the margins of which are 
many corrections in his handwriting." It is therefore astonishing 
that in a work prepared with so much care, and by so able an 
editor as the Rev. Thomas Jackson, so many errors should have 
escaped detection. 

It is not at all surprising that mistakes should have crept into 
Wesley's early printed "Extracts", for it must be remembered 
that the original entries in his written Journal, — that precious but 
hitherto undiscovered treasure from which all these " Extracts " 
were taken, — were necessarily made at odd times, whether at his 
home in London, or when he was travelling through the 
length and breadth of the country. He was accustomed to take 
memoranda of his journeys, of interesting incidents transpiring in 
them, of public services and Society meetings held, of books read, 
and of objects that arrested his attention, and to write up his 
Journal at intervals as he was able. How easily might an error be 
made in copying the day of the week or of the month ! 

As to the spelling of the place-names, it must be borne in 
mind that in his day there was no fixed method of spelling many 
of them, and Wesley evidently often wrote them phonetically, as 
he heard them pronounced in the neighbourhood. 

But another fruitful source of error is to be traced to 
peculiarities in his writing, misleading even to eyes practised in 
reading it, and to his method of abbreviation, making it easy 
for a compositor to mistake the names of the days of the week, 
and, without great care, the numerals also. If to these it be added 
that Wesley had not the opportunity of reading the proofs, or of 
comparing them with his " copy ", it will be seen that apart from 
printers' carelessness and the absence of careful supervision, — 
perhaps the chief cause of error, — it is not matter for surprise that 
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imerous mistakes were made; and especially when it is 
membered that the character of the details of the Journal 
rnished no check upon confusion or irregularity of dates. 

The amount of travelling done by Wesley has excited the 
irprise of all students of his life. It has been calculated that 
jring his itinerant ministry he travelled two hundred and fifty 
ousand miles, and preached more than forty thousand sermons, 
is journeys in his earlier life were often performed on foot ; then 
squently on horseback ; then later in the stage-coach, or the 
machine ", or the ** diligence ", or the post-chaise of the day, or 
his own chaise, a carriage and pair presented to him by Miss 
ewen when he was past 60 years of age. So far from judging 
lat his extensive travelling was injurious to him, he frequently 
tributed his prolonged life to it. On entering his seventy-eighth 
;ar he writes : * By the blessing of God I am just the same as 
hen I entered the twenty-eighth. This hath God wrought, 
liefly by my constant exercise, my rising early and preaching 
orning and evening*. And when entering his eightieth year he 
lid : * I find no more pain or bodily infirmity than at five-and- 
^enty '. This he attributed to his * still travelling four or five 
lousand miles a year?' Tyerman, at the close of his review of 
Lesley's life and labours, says : * In these volumes we have seen 
im rising with the lark, travelling with the sun, preaching 
iroughout the three Kingdoms, and always acting in harmony 
ith his own well known utterance, " the world is my parish ". 
coking at his travelling, the marvel is how he found time to 
rite ; and looking at his books the marvel is how he found time 
> preach. His hands were always full ; but his action was never 
uttered. He was always moving, and yet in the midst of his 
baseless toils betraying no more bustle than a planet in its 
3urse. His mission was too great to allow time for trifles '. 

To aid the reader of John Wesley's Journal — the authoritative 
jcord of his labours — in appreciating the greatness, the variety, 
nd the continuity of his travels has been the object aimed at in 
le preparation of this Itinerary.

In 1770 Wesley began to print in one collection all the 
separate prose tracts that he had already published. |;ln the 
preface he tells us his object was to methodize them. " But ", 
says he, **a far more necessary work than that of methodizing was 
the correcting them. The correcting barely the errors of the 
press is of much more consequence than I had conceived/,till, I 
had begun to read them over with much more attention than I 
had done before ". In the Journal (Feb. 14, 1772) he writes ; " I 
began to execute a design which had long been in my thoughts, 
to print as accurate an edition of my Works as a bookseller would 
do " ; and he adds this reflection, " Surely I ought to*be as exact 
for God's sake, as he would be for money ". But his hopes were 
doomed to disappointment, for, as his friend and biographer. Dr. 
Whitehead, says, the Works were " very incorrectly " printed. 

The Collected Works were issued first in weekly numbers, and 
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afterwards in 32 volumes 12 mo., each volume containing a page 
of errata, but only four or five relate to the dates in the Journal. 
The portion of the Journal included in the Works edition is 
contained in the last 7 volumes, and extends only to Sep. i, 1770. 
All the errors in the dates to be found in the third edition of the 
Journal, excepting a very few, are also in this, together with 
between 40 and 50 others, which it is not needful to give in detail 
as the edition is but little used. There are also numerous 
omissions of sentences and parts of sentences ; and one whole 
Number (vii) is entirely left out ; and all the subsequent ones are 
wrongly numbered ; so that Wesley's desire to obtain accuracy was, 
as far as the Jowrnal is concerned, entirely frustrated. Traversing 
the country from end to end he was, of course, quite unable to 
correct the press himself. That was left to the printer, W. Pine, 
of Bristol ; and his work is an example of unmitigated carelessness. 
It will perhaps add to the interest of this paper if I indicate 
the passages in which the original edition differs from the third, 
which has been taken as a Textus Receptus.

1. Hyphenated names are not indexed where the omission of 
the hyphen and the disuse of a capital initial for the second 
member of a compound name, makes no change in the 
spelling. Postal and telegraphic regulations tend to the 
consolidation of compound and hyphenated names. 

2. Variations as between 1 and 11 in the final position, or the 

presence or absence of a final e, are only added so far as 
seemed needful or useful. 

3. Many forms will at once be recognized as the current spelling 
of the i8th century. Many more preserve the still current, 
— which is not always the * vulgar,' — pronunciation. But no 
attempt has been made to distinguish these. Only local 
knowledge in every instance could ensure completeness upon 
this point: 

4. EE indicates an evident or probable error of the press or of 
early transcribers ; WHS refers .to the Proceedings of the 
Society; EMP to the six volumes of Lives of the Early 
Methodist Preachers ed 1865 ; CHC to Rev. C. H. Crookshank's
